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PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 

Prom the earliest age of. Christianity, a disposition to- 
wards sectarian diflferences, has manifested itself among 
the professed followers of Christ; and gave no small 
share of uneasiness to the devout and holy Paul, as may 
be seen in his masterly epistles to the Corinthians and 
Galatians, in which he labors to oonvhice them of the im- 
propriety of their divisbns, and enforces the doctrine of 
the unity of the Church, and of the faith committed un- 
to them by their Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

The same disposition was manifested toward the close 
of the first, century, and the just reprehensions of the 
bnRiT by the holy and venerable disciple of our Lord, 
may be seen, m the 2d ai^ 3d ch*ptec5 of his Revela- 
tions; aj&d with sincere grief we add, the same carnal 
disposition^ to divide and subdivide, the one Church of 
Christ, is found to exist, even in the nineteenth century! 
and among men, who Jiaving the experience of past ages, 
and every facility of acquiring the true nature, design, 
and character of the Christian religion, have not in this 
respect, improved one step, from the schisms of the early 
Chi-istians; but are in fact many steps in advance of them 
• in points of. reli^ous differences and controversies. 

That " the Primitive Churches throughout the world, 
were formed by the Apostles upon one and the same 
plan,'* we have only to refer to the second chapter of 
their Acts to profe: "they were of one mind, and acted 
as with one soul." Such was " the Primitive^ Apostolic and 
Catholic or Universal Church of Christy in the days of the 
Apostles:^ we mean the faithfiil followers of Christ — 
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But how is it now? — ^Let the numerous divisions, and sub- 
dhrisions, animosities, jarrings, contentions, controver- 
sies, schisms, &c. give the reply. 

To approach as nearly as times and circumstances 
would permit, the Primitive Faith and practice of the 
Apostolic Church, was, and is a primary object with the 
Associates in this City; as may be seen in their FifteerUh 
Jlrlkle, And they were aware that their attempt, would 
be attended with many difficulties, that they would have 
to contend against misrepresentations and deep rooted 
prejudices, to encounter man}^, and adverse opinions, that 
have been long and fondly cherished; not alone among 
the advocates of other doctrines, but even among those 
who are also Universdlists; though not as we are Umver- 
salists; and whose sentiments of the WorlcTs Redeemer^ 
differs most widely from our sentiments; antl lastly, that 
we should have to confront and soften the deadly ani- 
mosities, that have so unworthily obtained against us, as 
the advocates for the Universal FaUh^ as embracing all, 
and rejecting no one of the doctrines of the Holy Scrip- 
tures. 

That the public may be enabled to judge of our faith 
and doctrines, an honest and fearless avowal of them, 
has been deemed indispensable, in order henceforth to 
check the unqualified slanders and abuses that have 
been published and circulated against Universalists indis- 
criminately; and by those of whom we had hoped better 
thmgs. We had also charitably hoped, that m the jwres- 
ent enlightened age, writers, critics and censors, mus^ 
or ought to have known, that there are various classes of 
Universalists: some who differ from other Christian be- 
lievers, in no one point, except as it regards the nature 
mddwraUon of futwe punishments; but who as tenacioui^ 
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ly cUog to all the CBserUial doctrines of the ScriptureSf at 
any other denomination of Chfisti^ns; that there are Ufd- 
versalists who agree with the fonnqr, in no one point, but 
tha^ which regards the limited and disciplinary nature of 
futwe ptm^hment; that there are some who hftye adopted 
the ^rian^ others the Socman errors; and again, some 
who deny any future punishment at all; while others de* 
ny that there wiD be any resurrection, and axe hence 
modern Sadducees. 

The necessity of appearing before the public in this 
defence, is therefore obvious; and it will at the same 
time be seen, that one other object of the Association, io 
the pubucation of their Manual, is not to ui^e this dQ<>- 
trine as one that js essential to salvation; but to justify . 
themselves to the world, for its adoption^ by proving from 
the Scriptures themselves, that it is not only a Scripture 
doctrine; but is alsooneofthemostgloribusfeaturesofthe 
entire gospel plan; as attributing the highest possible 
honor to God, and magnifying the character and offi- 
ces of Christ, not beyond, but to^ thf utmost extent of 
the limited capacity of rational beings. 

Relying therefore, upon the accredited testimony of the 
Prophets of the Old, and the Apostles of the New Testa- 
ment, we proceed to prove, that, there will be a "time' of 
restitution of all things," and hence an end of sin and of 
death — consequently a final reconcifiation of all things, to 
God; an end to misery, and an eternity of happines$, 
** which GoDhath spokenby the mouth of all his holy pro- 
phets ^ce' the world began.-' It will be hence seen, 
that we shaU* not ndy solely on the writings and ojrinions 
x>f irien, or sects of men, subsequent to the Apostdlfe age; 
but OR the sacred records; and if to these, we can add the' 
testimony ofmanyof the early Fathers of the Church,^^ 
confirmation of our faith, we rationally conclude, that the 
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candid reader will acknowledge at least, that we are ea- 

titled to rank as members by faith of the Primitive, Apos«- 

tolic and Universal Church op Christ.

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INTRODUCTORY SKEITCHIIS. 

SECTION I. 

jScr^tere TesXmmks m support of the Umverscd Doctrine. 

As we accept the saying of one of the eminent Apos- 
tles of Christ, that "all Scripture is given by inspiration 
of God (2 Tim. iiL 16.) and of another, that "no pro- 
phecy of the Scriptures is of any private interpretation: 
For the prophecy came not in old time, by the will of 
man; but Holy men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost." (2 Peter, i. 20, 21.) as also in 
obedience of our Lord and Master^ " search the Scrip- 
tures" — ^we shall in this section, introduce those prophe- 
cies and other passages of Scripture, which do most 
cleariy and unequivocally testify of this doctrine as a 
Scriphire doctrine; particularly if we reject the " private 
interjMretation," of certain of those passages, in the 
creeds of certain sectarian Christians, we will therefore 
take the plain passages of the Prophets and Apostles, as 
recorded in our English version of the Bible, objecting 
0% to such parts, as are admitted by the highest and 
most approved Christian authorities, to be either inter- 
polations, or false, or dubious renderings; and for this 
liberty, we are sensible, we shall be applauded by every 
sincere reader. 

I. MosEs. " So God created man in his own image: 
in the hnage of God created, he, him, male and female 
created be them. And God blessed them."*' (Grenesisi. 
27, 28.) "And the Lord God said unto the serpent: be- 
oause thou hast done this, thou art cursed above all bat- 
tle, and above every beast of the field; ugon thy belly 
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shaft thou go, and dust shalt flioii eat atf the days b/ jfigf 
life. And I will put- epmity between thee and t^^ ^o- 
mart, and between tht seed, ajad her seed; itshall'bmsa 
thy head, and thou snalt bruise his heel." (Genesis li. 1^ 
15.) * ' ' ' 

\ " And the Angel of the Lord called unto Abraliaih out 
of Heaven the second time, and said, By myself have I 
sworn saith the Lord, for because thBu hast done tKs 
thing, and hast not withheld thy son, thine only son; that 
in blessing 1 win bless tbefe, and in mulfiplyiiig,' I will mul- 
tiply thy seed as the stars of the Heaven^ and ns Ae 
sand which is upon the 'sea shore; and thy seed' ^hklJ pos- 
sess the gates of his enemies; and in thy seed shall cii the 
nations <rf the earth he blessed^ because thou hast obey- 
ed my voice. (Gen. xxii. 15, 18.) W^ find tbwpame 
glorious promise renewed unto Isaac.-^^** I will perfonpi 
' the oath which I sware unto Abraham thy fafiier; ati3

and will give unto thy seed all these countries; (mdin 
% ^ed shall all the nations of the earth be blessed, (Gen.

These promises of God became the theme of Scrip- 
ture propnecy, from David to Malachi; and as Moses and 
^1 the patriarchs believed m Ae eternal and immbtaHe 
promises of God; for we read, that Abel, Enoch, i^ali, 
Abraham, Sarah, &c. " all died in faith, not teiviflg recelv- 
efl the promises but having seen them afar Af, and' were 
persuaded of them and embraced them" — and weD fli^ 
might, since " God willing more abundantly to show jbkB 
to the heirs of promise, the immutability of \m counsel^ 
codbmed it by an oath That \m two immutable thii^, in 
wlldi it was impossil>le for God to lie, we might have a 
strong consolation, wno have fled for reftigeto lay hdii 
upon the hope set before us, which hope we have as anan- 
CBor ^re and se^adfast, andwhichentoreA inio iSasX willi* 
in the >vail) vtcluther the ftn^erunner is for U8 entered, even 
Jesus made an High Priest for ever, after thfe orAer^ 
Mrichised^. (Heb. Vi. 17, m) And these feithfalwitnes- 
^ believhfig m Uie uiAkerable promises of God, anddl;- 
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cooing them to mankind, must unquestionably have been 
Universalists. 

IL David. "Ask of me, and I shall ^ve thee, the 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the uttermost parts of 
the earth for thy possession," (Psalms ii. 8.) 

"The Lord is good to aZ/, and his tender mercies are 
over cdl his works; All thy works shall praise thee O 
Lord, and thy saints shall bless thee." (cxlv. 9, 10.) 

" All nations whom thou hast made, shall come and 
worship bef6T& thee O Lord, and shall glorify thy name/* 
(Ixxxvi. 9.) Now, unless it can be proved that there b, 
or ever was, or will be, any nation whom God did not 
make, we contend, for the literal accomplishment of this 
prophecy in some future age or dispensation, in one or 
other, of the everlasting ages of some translators. 

The Psalmist by the Spirit^ speaking m his typical 
character, says, "Thou wilt not leave my soul in hell" 
{Schoely Hebrew — Hadesy Greek) neither wilt thou suf- 
fer thine holy one to see coiruption." (xvi. 31.) 

"All the ends of the world shall remember and turn 
unto the Lord, and a2Z the kindreds of the nations shall 
worship before thee." (xxii. 27.) 

" Save thy people, and bless thine inheritance: feed 
them also and lift them up for ever (xxviii. 9.) But who 
are God's people? See Deut. vii. 6. — Rom. xv, 10, 12. 
Thus the posterity of Abraham will be seen to be the 
chosen people of God, and the Gentiles also, though not 
in the peculiar sense of the former people; yet, they are 
God's people. And what is the inheritance of our God] 
The Psalmist has answered this question, in his 2d 
Psalm, 8 v: " Lo, children, are an heritage of the Lord." 
(cxxvii. 3.) " O thou who hearest prayer unto thee 
rfiall all flesh come." 

Thus, David believing in, and prophesying, from the 
same promises of God to Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, as 
the above passages clearly prove, must have lived and 
died a faithful Universalist, 

in. Isaiah. Therefore, behold the Lord himself shall 
^e you a sign. Behold, a virgm shall conceive, and 
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bear a sob, and shall call Ms name Immhnuel (6t CSbd^ 
with us.)— Ch. viL 14. "PoruntousachUdisbortt*; titf- 
to U3 a son is given; and the ^vernment shall be upon 
his shoulder; and his name shall be called WonderiW 
Counsellor, the Mighty God I. the Everlasting Father! »» 
Prince of Peace !" — (ix. 6. ) Thus, the name IfaimanueJ 
is explained and identified with that of the Mighty Godl 
the Everlasting Father, &c. who is God with u§. • *^And 
he will destroy in this mountain the face of the covering 
cast over all people, and the veil that fe spread ovei^ xM 
nations. He will swallow up death in victory ; and thie 
Lord God will wipe away tears from off all faces; aBd 
the rebuke of Jiis people shall he take away\/rom off cM 
the earth; fpr the Lord hath spoken it."-^(xxv. 7, 8;) ' 

"Look unto me, and be ye saved, all the ends^^of the 
eakh, {ot I am God, and there is none else r I have, swbm 
by myself; the word has gone out of my mouth in Mght- 
eousness, and shall not return, that unto mti eoery Je^ 
shall bow; every tongue shall swear." — (xiV. ^3, 38;) 
The Ascetics, finding that they cannot cpntrafict "ftiis, 
and similar passages favorable to the halppy restorelti6A 
of all the entu'e human family, grossly contort it, by ad- 
mitting that every knee shall bow, and every toi^^ 
swear ; but it shall be in torment, never-ending tofrm^iit 

" For thus saith the Lord, Ye have sold yourselyeJs few 
nought, and ye shall be redeemed vnthout inoney;.^^— . 
(iii. 3.) * . .; ..^> 

" But he was wounded for our transgressions ; life wfes 
bruised for ourmiquities: the chastisement of oiir pe«i^ 
was upon him ; and vrith his striped we are h^led;*'' — ^ISi. 
5.) And concerning the Gentiles, '

"^W we like sheep have gone astray ; we have turned 
every one to. his own way; and the Lord hath laid on 
Him the iiuquity of w aK." — (Ui. 6.) " He shall see of 
the trava^il of his soul and shall be satisfied." — (v, 11.) 

To the Qentiles the Spirit hath said, "Fear not, Ibr 
thou shalt not be ashamed ; neither be thou confounded, 
for thou sjialt not be put to shame ; for thou shalt forget 
the shaine of thy youth, and shalt not renaember the re-r 
proaph of thy widowhood any more. For thy Mak^r i$ 
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thy husband, the Lord of Hosts is his name; and thy R^ 
deemer the Holy One of Israel; the God of the whole 
earth shall he be called." — (liv. 4, 5.) 

"For, as the rain cometh down and the snow from 
heaven, and returneth not thither, but watereth the earth, 
so shall my word be that goeth forth out of my mouth : 
It shall not return unto me void, but it shall accomplish 
that which I please, and it shall prosper in the thing 
whereto I sent it.''— (Iv. 10, 11.) 

IV. Jeremiah. "Behold the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will raise unto David a Righteous Branch ; 
and a King shall reign and prosper, and shall execute 
judgment and ju^e in the earm. In his days Jtid^ 
shall be saved, and Israel shall dwell safely ; and this is 
his name, whereby he shall be called, the Lord our B%ht» 
eousness.f — (xxiiL 5, 6.) 

"After those days, saith the Lord, I vrill put my law in 
their inward parts, and write it in their hearts, and wiD.be 
their Grod, and they shall be my people : And they shall 
teach no more every man his neighborj and every man 
his brother, saying. Know the Lord^ for they shall aU know 
nuy from the least of them unto the greatest of them, 
saith the Lord ; for I will forgive their iniquity, and I will 
remember their sins no more." — (xxxi. 33, 34.) 

"And Moab shall be destroyed from being a people, 
because he hath magnified himself against the Lord.**— 
(xlviu. 42.) Yet I will bring again the captivity of Moab 
in the latter days, saith the Lord ; thus far is the judg- 
ment Of Moab.''— (ib. id. 47, ) 

The forty-ninth chapter treats of the judgment of the 
Ammonites, the Edomites, of the nativfes of Damascus, 
of Kedar, and Ha^w^r, and Elam ; and also of their final 
recovery or restoration in the latter days, as of Moab. 
Thus, the Prophet Jeremiah asserts the recovery and 
final restoration of both Jews and Gentiles in the latter 
days. And as Isaaih and Jeremiah believed in the ul- 
timate fulfilment of their respective prophecies, they were, 
beyond controversy, UniversaUets, 

V. EzEKiEL. "As I live, saith the Lord God, Sodom 
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tfrpskferiMhndt done, she norlier daughters, as thou hast 
dbiie?i thou aid thy daughters.'*^ — (xvi. 46,) "Neither 
hath Samaria cojnmitted half of thy sins :' hut thou hast 
flfdMpled fli&ie abbmlnatioiis titore than they, and hast 
jdifHS^d thine sisters in all thy abominations which thou 
h*st dbne.* — (ib. id. 51.) '*When I shnll brihg agaiu 
ftaHr captiWty, the captivity of SbdcTm and her daughters, 
itoft'the ca|)tivity of Samari?* and her daughters, then will 
I bring again the captivity of thy captives in the midst of 
flicfrrf.^— J[v.'53.) **And I'wffl establish my covenant 
wtth'th^; isoid tnou Shalt know that I am the Lord, that 
flwijft matyst remember and be confounded, and never open 
Ay 'ifiouth £toy more, hecause of thy shame, when I am 
^(Jffied* towards thee for all that thou hast done, saith 
tfeliOrd Gk)d.*^ — (v. 63.) A parallel' passage, illustra- 
tiveof^this, s recorded, (Rom. iii. 19,) " that every moutli 
itey Be stopped, and all the world become guilty befor(^ 
068.'^ : "For teS have sinned^ and come short of the glory 
of Ood.*^— (v. 23.) "Where is boasting then? It is ex- 
i9(iafe^«i-(v. 27;) 

** Tfii^* Prophet, m the thniy-sixth chapter, shows thdt 
iJ^fe^T^as rejected for their sins, and shall be restored 
•^iffiiut' their meritmg it; but because God would be 
faithfiil to his^promises. The thirty-seventh chapter, by 
US^W^rrection of* the dry bones, clearly showsy that the 
(fenS'^-of Ae children of Israel shall arfee again, and be re- 
dldred to'theh'owh land, and that Dfivid shall again rule 
thetdj. iil-their recovered arid sanctified state. The thirty- 
ninth chapter asserts, that having been plagued or tor- 
ifeelited for their sins, they shall be gathered agaui, and 
received into the eternal favor of their Creator. The 
ivMtings of dris Prophet being decidedly against the etemU 
^bffitwre f)iim3hment, according to the decisions of all 
ftotialislts, he was a strong UniversalisL 

' VI. Dantel, "Seventy w'eeks are determined upon 
fljy people, and upon thy holy city, to punish the trans- 
gressions, and to make an end of sins, and to make re- 
concUiaiion for iniqmty^ and to bring fai everlasting right" 
toiumes$, and to Seal up the vision and prophecy, and to 
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anoint the most holy.'* — (ix. 24. ) "And aft^r three score 
and two weeks, Messiah shall be cut oflf ; but not for him- 
gelf."— (v. 26.) 

The Prophet was aware that Messiah was to be cut off, 
not for himself or his own sins, but for the sins of ihe 
whole worldy and by this one oblation, to *' finish the 
transgression, and make an end of sins, and thus to obtain 
and bring in everlasting righteousnessj and eternal life for 
all mankind, by himself making reconciliation for their 
iniquity. And so said St. John, ii. 2, and 1. John, 
V. 11 ; so also St. Peter, Acts Si. 19, 21 ; and so St. 
Paul, 1. Tim. iv. 9, 1 1, and elsewhere, as will shortly be 
seen. And in full faith of God's designs, in this revelation 
towards mankind, Daniel also was a Universalist 

VII. Ho SEA. Tliis Prophet writes only of the restora- 
tion of Judah and Israel. But as oxu* God is not only the 
God of the Jews, but of the Gentiles also, and his pro- 
mises being made " to those that are nigh and to those' ttiat 
aTe afar oj'," we believe it to include all. 

" O Israel ! thou hast destroyed thyself, but in me is 
thine help." — (xiii. 9.) "I will ransom them from the 

e)wer of the grave ; I will redeem them from death : O, 
eath ! I will be thy plagues ; O, grave,* I wSl be thy 
destruction : Repentance shall be hid from mine eyes.**— 
(v. 14^ . 

VIII. MiCAH. "But in the last days it shaH come to 
pass that the mountain of the House of the Lord shall he 
established in the top of the mountains, and it shall be ex- 
alted above the hills, and people shall flow unto it." — (iv. 
1.) "For all people will walk every one in the name of 
his God, and we will walk in the name of the Lord our 
God for ever and ever." — (verse 5.) In the preceding 
verse the Prophet assures us, that " the mouth of the Lord 
of Hosts hath spoken it." 

" Who is a God like unto thee, that pardoneth iniquity, 
and passeth by the transgression of the remnant of ms 

* Scheol -Hehr. Th!s word Is rendered, in many other pafisares 
of the Scrjptares, HdL 
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heritage ? He traineth not Ms anger forever, because he 
ddiglMh in mercy. He will turn again ; He will have 
compassion upon us ; He will subdue our iniquities ; and 
thou wilt cast all their sins in the depths of the sea." — ^vil 
18, 19.) See, also, Psalm^s ciii. 9 ; Isaiah Ivii. 16, &;c. 

IX, Zbchariah. "Rejoice greatly, O daughter of 
Zion : Shout, O daughter of Jerusajem : behold thy king 
Cometh unto thee : He is just, and having salvation : lowly, 
and riding upon an ass, and upon a colt, the foal of an ass. 
And I wUl cut oflF the chariot from Ephraim, and the 
horse from Jerusalem ; and the battle-bow shall be cut off: 
Aud he shall speak peace unto the heathen, and his do- 
miniou shall be from sea even to sea, and from the river 
even to the ends pf the earth. As for thee, also, by the 
blood of thy covenant, I have sent forth thy prisoners out 
of the pit wherein is no water : turn ye to the strong hold, 
ye prisoners of hope, even to-day do I declare that I will 
reader double unto thee." — (ix. 9, 12.) 

X. Joel. "And it shall come to pass afterwards, that 
I will pour out my Spirit upon allftesV^ — (ii. 28.) "For 
I voJH cleanse their blood that I have not cleansed."—- 
(liL 21.) 

XL Amos. "In that day I will raise up the tabernacle 
of David that is fallen, and close up the breaches thereof, 
that they may possess the remnant of Edom, and the hea- 
thea that are called by my name, saith the Lord, that 
cbetih this."— (ix. 11, 12.) 

XII. Malachi. "For he is like a refiner's fire, and 
like fiiller's soap. And he shall sit as a refiner and puri- 
fier of silver, and he shall purify the sons of Levi, and 
purge them as gold and silver, that they may offer unto 
ihe Lord an offering in righteousness." — (nl 2, 3.) "Be- 
nold, I will send you Elijah the Prophet, before the com- 
ing of the great and terrible day of the Lord : and he shall 
turn the hearts of the fathers to the children, and the hearts 
ctfthe childi^ento their fathers, lest I come and smite the 
earth with a curse." — (iv. 5, 6.) 

Jilll. But the Angels of God are also Universalists ;

of God, but also as most eminentiy quaked to illus^ 
trate and explain it to the worid.

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" Then cometh tlie end, when he shall have delivered 
up the kingdom to God even the Father, when he -shall 
have put down all rule, and all authority, and all power. 
For he must reign, till he hath put all enemies under his 
feet. The last enemy that shall be destroyed is death: For 
he hath put all things under his feet." (1 Cor. xv. 20, &c. 
. The Epistles of this eminent Apostle of the Gentiles, 
every where abound with passages corroborative of 
the doctrine of Universal Redemption. Theh* number 
preclude the possibility of our giving them all a place in 
this limitedintroduction, which has already exceeded our 
original design in this publication. And we have thus 
proved by the Sacred Scriptures; from the concurrent 
testimony of the Prophets of the Old, and the Apostles of 
the New Testament, that this is a Scripture doctrine, 

Eroraised first of God unto Adam, preached unto Abra^ 
am by thq Angel of the Lord, perpetuated by the Pro- 
phets, renewed and confirmed by the life, suSerings and 
death of the Son of God; and is now every where pro- 
claimed, by the faithful and true witnesses of God! in all 
the worid. 

We therefore conclude this section with the following 
appropriate inquiry. — ^Witli such indisputable declara- 
tions as the foregoing; with such facts as are indelibly re- 
corded in the legitimate canons of the Scriptures, and 
that are held sacred by Christians of every sect or de» 
nomination; will any sincere person deny, that the fore* 
going cited passages of Prophecy and the declarations of 
Christ himself, together with the explanations ^ven to 
this doctrine by his Apostles, do not, literally, plamly, 
and in pointed terms, support the doctrine of the recomilia* 
Hon, and final salvation of all men^ as contended for, by the 
advocates of this faithl — or, that it is a Scripture, doc- 
trine, and hence the doctrine of, the primitive Apostolic 
Church of Christ? 

And that all men may be apprised of their duty wheii 
praying — the Apostle adds, " I will, therefore, that meS* 
pray every where'^— /or the salvation of all mm, but they^ 
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rattet remember to pray " lifting up holy hands without 
wrath or doubting." (1 Tim. ii. 8.) Alas! many pray for 
the salvation of all men, but at the same time, doubt the 
unalterable promises of God. 

SECTION II. 

Testimony of the JlpostoUc Fathers^ and other early writers^ 
m support of this doctrine. 

In introducing to the notice of our readers, the opinions 
and testimonies of the Apostolic Fathers, in support of the 
doctrine of the finaLrestoration of all men to holiness and 
happiness, it is necessary that the mind of the reader 
should be fixed upon the great truth, that this doctrine has 
been proved, in the preceding section, to be a Scripture 
DoctrinCy and does not depeiwi upon the opinion of any 
- man, or sects of men, for its confirmation ; that it is plainly 
and unequivocally expressed in those Scriptures, and is 
therefore a Truths whether we believe it or not ; and that 
our denying it to be a truth, does not alter the nature of 
it ; nor does our believing it make it so, since it is a truths 
whether we believe it or not. 

' Our object, therefore, in referring to the Apostolic Fa- 
thers, is to show, that for the first six or seven centuries 
after Christ, this doctrine was almost universally preva*. 
teirf, particukrly among the Bishops and Rulers of the 
Ea^^m Churches, and that are recognized by all the Pri- 
mitive and* Apostolic Churches of Christ. 

Weteke leave, however, to advise the reader, that we 
at^ aware of the numerous weighty and rational oljec,- 
tions that 'are sustained by high and respectable wiiteTS^ 
both ancient and modern, against the superstition and 
credulity of tlie early fathers. We would, therefore, at 
once disarm our opponents of their most weighty ai^- 
pient, by rejecting on the threshhold of our inquiry those 
inconsistencies, errors, and superstitions of these fethers, 
that have been the subjects of the just criticisms of later 
vmters ; determining to accept, as matters of Faith only, 



as it re^offlds our reJigion, those doctrinea Mid teiM^ts 'Aat 
are contained in the canons of the most a»thei>tic Y^'sfefift 
of the Holy Bible. ♦ 

We cheerfully accord wifli that severe and caustic wrt- 
ter, the Rev* Dr. Midcleton, in the sentiment, "that we 
ought to accept the writings of those Fathers, becanse* 
they serve to teach us the doctrines, the rites, the man- 
ners, and the learning of Ae several ages in which they 
lived : yet as witnesses only, not as guides-; but as de- 
claring what was then believed, not what was true ; what 
was practised, not what ouj^t to be practised ; rfnce theii^ 
works abound with foolish, &lse, and dangerous opinimli^ 
universally maintained, and zealoudy propagated by them 
alL Their errors and corruptions afford an useful l^^oi^ 
profitable to us ; since, the corruptions wWeh crept into the 
Church in those very early ages, are a standing procxToztd^ 
admonition to all the later a^es, that there iff no way xd 
preserving a purity of faith and wonship in any Church, tat 
by reviewing them from time to time, and rechidiig'tliem to^ 
the original test and standard of the Holy Scriptures;^* * 

Having premised thus much, we now proceed to An*, 
quire whether tMs doctrine wasm«nntained by 'those early 
lathers, or otherways. And with regard tx> the- wriK* 
ters of the two first centuries, we have ne <knowkdgtii 
of any remarks on this most glorious feature of the'rgo9«i 
pel doctrines, in the writings of these fiauthers, andiWite 
fairly presume that it will be conceded^ therewaa nome^ * 
cessity for such remarks, smce it could .not bufr haiMi- 
been known to them, that this doctrine was contained m.- ' 
the writings of the Apostles, and that it is improbable thai, 
they could either mistake or .overlook it, so eariy as the 
century immediatdy succeeding to that of the advent of • 
the Saviour; and it is also fairly presumed, that, being at* 
that time a doctrine uiuversally known to the IMuersdt 
Churchy it might not have been eonsideied nccessajy^to* • 
express their opinions of that which, thou^not essetitio^f 
to salvation, was the common faith of cdL

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BiU in^'the begiiuimg of the third century, when cop- 
ruptions and heresies had assuBaed an aspect alarmhig to 
the devout and humble followers of Christ; when infect 
tlie enemies of Christianity, within and without, were la- 
borii^ to overthrow their doctrines, it appeared to them 
an imperative duty to exert their united energies and ta- 
lents, towards resisting the increasmg oppositions, and of 
repelling the false accusations of their opponents : and to 
eiect this laudable purpose, a reference to, and critical 
examination of the MSS. copies of the writings of the 
Apostles was undertaken by several of the early Fathers, 
at the head of whom was justly placed the most learn- 
ed and devout Presbyter of the Alexandrian Church, 
Oii^en, the discijrie and successor of Clemens Alexan- 
drifms, and President of the Catechetical School of that 
great seat of learnii^ and philosophy. With regard to 
the talents and qualifications of thk great man, both an- 
ient and modern writers are agreed ; and we believe, 
the fdlowing acknowledgements from the learned Dr. 
Mosheim, are sufficient to prove, that he was eminently 
quailed for the noble task which he had undertaken. 

**The great end of Christ's missbn," says- Dr. Mos- 
heim, "was to form a Unhersal Churchy gathered out of 
all &e nations of the world, and to extend the limits of 
this great Society from age to age : Hence, extraordinary 
teachers were indfcpensably necessary to promulgate and 
extend among those nations the Religion of Christ,* who, 
after his Ascension, gave the most unequivocal proofs of 
flie majesty and power to which he had been exalted, by 
the effiision of the Holy Ghost upcm his disciples, accord- 
ing to his promise ;t thereby proving, that though invisi* 
bte to -mortal eyes, he was still their Omnipotent pro- 
tector, and their benevolent guide. This glorious mani- 
festation- of his Divine Power, was accompanied with a 
variety of spiritual gifts, particularly the gift of tongues, 
by wfai6h the Apcwties were immediately qualified to

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preach the Oospel, and to proclaim to all nations,' ISfl- 
dreds and languages, the "good tidings of great joy, wMifli 
shall be to all people." . ■ '. 

The first Christian Church founded by the Ap6«flte, 
was that of Jerusalem, which was the model of allihose 
that were afterward erected during this first centuty r ktjd 
the forms of their religious worship, the innocence attd 
simplicity of their lives, together with the spotless purity 
of the doctrines they taught, arc the most indubitable 
proofs that there has been, and still is, a most widei de- 
parture from the primitive faith and practice, to be tit 
once readily detected in nearly all the Christian Churches 
of succeeding ages. ' " 

" At the commencement of the second cejitury, the 
Christian Religion had found its way to many natiShS, 
and we have the most unexceptionable testimonies, Iji&t 
Christ was worshipped as God almost throughout the 
whole East, as also among the Germans, Spaniards, Celts, 
Britons and many other nations.* Ifi this century, trans- 
'lations of the sacred writings were spread abroad, p^r- 
tictilarly Latin versions of them, because that langusi^ 
was now more universal than any other." As yet, me 
books which now compose the New Testament hdd T^it 
been collected into a volume, and it is not yet satiisfactoK- 
ly decided, whether they were thus collected by the Coun- 
cil* of Nice, which assembled in the year 335, or that of 
Laodicea, m the year 364. f 

" If we turn our view to the human means emjdoyed 
in the beginning of the tlurd century, to multiply the Il^ttl- 
ber of Christians, and to extend the limits of the Churfct, 
we shall find a great variety of causes, uniting their Ifa- 
fluence, and contributing jointly to this happy puipoijB. 
Among these must be reckoned the translations of tSe 
Sacred Writings into various languages, ?is above Jioficecjj 
the 2eal t^ Origen in spreading abroad copies^ of tMm 
every where ; his prompt compliance with the liliitatigri 
c3rthe Prince of Arabia to preach ihe Gospel aihong

And so great was the fame of this Father, as a Christiau 
Pjijm^.and Jfhilosopher, that Julia, the mother of Alex- 
theii at Antioch, invited him to repaii' from Alex- 
to the lattter .place, that they might converse with 
and be instructed in the Christian Fakh. 
We have purposely introduced this eminent Father to 
jjici j)^rticular notice of our readers, because the general-

hq was the most eminent of these, whether we consider 
the ejrtent of his fame, or the multiplicity of his labors ; that 
he was a man of vast and uncommon abilities, and the 
gre?ttest luminary of the Christian world, which this. a;ge 
exhibited to view*' — and " had the justness of his judg- 
ment been equal to the immensity of his genius^ the fer- 
vor of his piety, his indefatigable patience^ his extensive 
erudition, and his other eminent und superior talents ; all 
encomiums must have fallen short of his merits. Yetj such 
a^he was, his virtues, and his labours deserve t!ie admlra 
tk>n of all. ages, and his name will be transmitted witlt 
honor through the annals of time, as long as learning and 
geoiius shall be esteemed among men.'' 

The Rev. Dr. Maclaine, in a note corrective of a par- 
agraph accusing Origen as the head of a speculative tribe, 
w;bo were desirous of brining the doctnnes of celestial 
iom into a certain subjection to the precepts of their 
ilosophy, &c, says, "among the errors attributed to 
gr^at man, and which gave most offence were, 1. 
J^at in the Trinity, the Father was greater than the Son, 
^p^ the Son, than the Holy Ghost. 2. The pre-eris- 
t^lice of souls, which he considered as sent into mortal bo- 
«fees,,for the^piiinishment of sins committed in a former 
state of being. 3. That the soul of Christ was united to 
tiue Woi^ before the incarnation. 4. That the sun, 
jQpiQpn, stars, &c. were animated and endowed With ra- 
t^'pial souls. 5. That after the resurrection, all bodies 
will be of a round figure. 6. That the torments of the

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In the year 602, Phocas, a Chalc^donian noble, Seized 
on the Empire of the East, havmg murdered the Empe- 
ror Maurice and his children^ and became by murdei* and 
usurpation an Emperor. And in this reign, Boniface 
III. was elected Pope of Rome, A. D. 610. Among-his 
first acts, was that of forming a league with Phocasj^jlpj 
which he succeeded in obtaining an Edict from this En)* 
peror, declaring the superiority of Popes over Patriarchs I 
By this unholy decree, the Eastern and Ancient Church 
of Primitive Christians, were made subject to the West^^ 
ern and more modern; and the Patriarchal power, ^c\ 
authority in the Church, to bow with submission to the 
Papal ! Some of the effects of this superiority may tie 
seen in Miss Adams' Dictionary of All Religions — ^Art. 
^^Syrian Christians." In the annals of Ba^onius, tl^, 
chief Romish Ecclesiastical Historian,* there is inserteid 
in due form the Letter of Justinian, to John, the Arch*, 
bishop of Rome and Patriarch, declaring him the "i/eod 
of all the Holy Churches'^ — "subjecting and uniting in hu^ 
all the Priests of the whole East." This happened iii 
the sixth century, that is, A. D. 533. And hen,ce, the^ 
grant of Phocas to Boniface, above alluded to, is fouutf. 
to be, in its fullest sense, nothing more than a confiriha^-^^ 
tion of the grant of Justinian, with the view of securirig 
the sanction of the Western Church on his usurpation, f 
The advocates for Universal Redemption nevertheless 
continued in the enjoyment of their faith, and were more 
or less numerous in different parts of Europe and the 
East, to the Period of the Crusades. Previous to which,^ 
however, that is, in the latter part of the seventh century^ 
a schism between the Greek and Latin Churches, took 
place, and continued to exist ; and their refusal to sub- 
mit longer to the usurped authority of Pop^, down to 
the thirteerith century, has been, with some exceptions^, 
contintied to this age. |

^itrch of Univjersalists are indebted for mfonnationcoiv

Dr: Mqsheim, ^re chiefly Evans, Adams and Benedict 
** Uteversalists,, properly so called," says Mr. Evans, 
** are those who believe, that, as Christ died for all, so, 
before he shall have delivered up his mediatorial kingdom 
to ihe Father, all shall be brought to a participation of 
the benefits of liis death, hi their restoration to holiness 
and happiness. Their scheme includes a reconciliation 
of the tenets of Calvinism and Arminianism, by uniting 
ftie leading doctrines of both, as far as they are found in 
the' Scriptures ; from which union, they think the senti* 
liient or Universal restoration naturally flows." ,Thu8 
tlitey reason: 

"The Arminian proves from Scripture, that God is 
tqte ! that he is good to all ; that his tender mercy is 
iVe^'dlT his works ; that he gave his Son for the worid, 
even for the whole world; and that Grod will have ail 
men to, be sayed?^ 

' " The Calvinist proves also from Scripture that Grod is 
^hout variableness or shadow of turning ; that his love, 
like himself, alters not ; that the death of Christ will be 
efficacious to allfw whom it teas intended; that Grod will 
perform all his good pleasure ; and that his Council shall 
stand.*' 

' "The union ofthese Scriptural principles is iAc/noZrc- 
storation of all men. Takmg the princijdes of the Cal- 
vinists and Arminians. separately, we find the former 
teachmg, or, at least, inferring, that God doth not love 
all, but that he made the greater part of men to be endless 

<< Christo-Sacrum Society*' at Delft; Ihe Canonites; the* 'Quakers,

The latter, declaring the love 
of God to all ; but admitting his final failure of restoring 
the greater part. Tlie God of the former, is great in 
power and wisdom; but deficient in goodness, and capri- 
cious in his conduct. Who that views such a character, 
can sincerely love^ it ? The God of the latter, is exceeding 
good, but deficient in' power and wisdom. Who can trust 
such a Being ? If, therefore, both Calvinists and Anni*. 
nians love and trust the Deity, it is not under the charac-p 
ter which their several systems ascribe to him ; but- they 
are constrained to hide the imperfections which their 
views cast upon him, and boast of a God, of whose high^ 
est glorij their several schemes will not admit"* 

"The sentiment," says Miss Adams, t "which has pro- 
cured its professors this appellation, {^Universalists,^) wail 
embraced by Origeii, in the third century, and fai more 
modern times by the Chevalier Ramsay, Mr. Jer. White, 
Dr. Gheyne, Dr. Hartley, Dr. Newton, Bishop of Bristol, 
and many others. The plan of Universal Salvation, as 
exhibited by a late learned Divine, (Dr. Chauncey, of 
Boston, in America,) who, in his work entitled ^Hhe Sal* 
ration of all Men,^ has made several additions to the sen- 
timents of the above mentioned authors, is as follows : 
That the scheme of revelation has the happmess of all 
mankind lying at bottom, as its great and ultimate end; 
^hat it gradually tends to this end, and will not fail of its 
accomplishment, when fuBy completed. Some, in con* 
sequence of its operation, as conducted by the Son of 
God, will be disposed and enabled in this present state to 
make such improvements in virtue, (the only rational 
preparative for haijpiness,) as that they shall enter upon 
the enjoyment of it in the next state. 

Others, who have proved incurable under the means 
whidh have been used with them in this state, instead of 
being happy in the next, will be awfully miserable ; not 
to contmue so finally, but that they may be convinced of

life vrtB be the eflfect of the future torments upon many,

^Ptithout exception or limitation. For the sacred writers 
aee «i%ufctrly emphatical in expressing this truth. They 
speak not oidy of Christ-s " dying for ua" ^^for our sinsf* 
**fot mners^^ ^for the ungodly j^^ ^^fqr theunjusty^ but af- 
fitrnmyset mote extensive terms, that " He died for the 
woM^^fas^the whole utyrW — iS^dit ^' he g<me his life a 
rmeowf f&r ^P— '* his flesh for the life of the world,** 
^. thai he is thJBpropitkUionfor our sins, and not ours onliiff 
bat ahofiyr the sins of Uke whole worlds and a variety of 
Other passages. 

U Christ died for all, it is far more reasonable to be- 
lieve, that Ihe whole human kind, in consequence of his 
deaths wffl* finally be saved, than that the greatest part of 
lSQ/&m Aould perish. More honor is hereby reflected on 
€kjd;^ greater virtue, is attributed to the blood of Christ 
shed on ti^ cross; and instead of dying, in vain, as to 
any real good, which will finally be the event, with res- 
pect to the greatest part of mankind, he will be made to 
6i& for the best and noblest purposes, even the eternal

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hs^iness of a whole world of intelligent and moral be- 
ings. 

As our present limits, preclude the possibility of con- 
tinuing the important remarks contained on this subject, 
we shall only notice the general propositions of Dr. 
Chauncey, respectfully referring the mterested reader 
to the work itself, or to the select passages of Miss 
Adams' interesting Dictionary. 

IL It is the purpose of God, according to his good 
pleasure, that mankind unwersally^ in consequence 
of the death of his son Jesus Christ shall certainly 
and finally be saved^ see Rom. v. 12 to the end, 
viil from 19 to 24th verses. Coloss. L 19, 20, Epbes. i. 
9, 10, 1 Tim. 2, 4, &c. 

III. As a mean in order to men's being made meet for 
salvation,|God will, sooner or later, in this state, or anoth- 
er, reduce them all under a willing and obedient subjec- 
tion to his moral government, see 1 John, iii. 8. John, i. 
29, Matth. i. 21, Psalms viil 5, 6, as explained and ar- 
gued from, Heb. iL 6, 9, Philip, ii. 9, 11, 1 Corinth, xv. 
24, 28, &c. 

IV. The Scripture lai^age concerning the reduced, 
or restored, in consequence of the mediatory interpo- 
ation of Jesus Christ, is such as leads us to conclude, 
that it is comprehensive of all mankind universally. See 
Rev. V. 13, Acts iiL 19, 21, also the quotations contain- 
ed in the first section of this Manual, entire. 

Appended to this article. Miss Adams had introduced 
a few " of the arguments alledged to support the eternity 
of future punishment. The sacred Scriptures expressly 
declare, that the punishment of the finally impemtent, 
shall be eternal^* The texts which fdlow are quoted to 
prove this positionr-^Matth. xxv. 46, xviil 8, 9. Mark 
ix. 45, 46. 2 Thess. L 9. 2 Peter il 17. Jude 13. Rev. 
xiv. 11, »x. 3, XX. 10. Again, concerning the sin 
against the Holy Spirit: Matth. xiL 31, 32. Mark m. 28, 

*W6 iiK(uire can any remain ^^ finally impenitenV* after having 
been taug^ht of God and brought into subjection to Chriiti according to 
^^e solemn promises in the Gospel?— ^Reason replief in the negatire. 
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S9. Luke xS. io. 1 John xv. 16. These texts are com- 
mented upon at lai^e in the work of Edwards agamst 
Chauncet, ana Johnson on Everlasting Punishment. 

As we shall in the following section, say something of 
the improper rendering and application of the Greek 
wordy which has occasioned more controversy in the 
Christian world, than any other word in the whole Bible; 
and which in truth, according to the manner in which it 
is received, seems to act, somewhat like the nitrcms oxide, 
revealing to the world, the latent dispositions of each of 
the contending parties, we shall pass on to the comple- 
tion of the present section without further comment. 

** The Universalists teatjh the dochine of Election, but 
not in the exclusive Calvinistic sense of it; they suppose, 
that God! has chosen some for the good of all; and that 
his final purpose towards all is intimated by his calling his 
elect ike first bom, and the first fruits of Ws creatures, 
which say they, implies other branches of his family, and 
a future in-gathering of the harvest of mankind.** 

** They teach also that the righteous shall have part iu 
Ae first resurrectbn, diall be blessed and happy and be 
made Priests and Kings to God and to Christ in the mil- 
lenial kingdom, and that over them the second death shall 
have no power ; that the wicked will receive a punish- 
ment apportioned to their crimes ; that punishment itself 
is a mediatorial work and founded upon mercy, conse- 
quently, that it is a means of humbling, subduing and fi- 
nally reconciling the sinner to God.'* 

They add, "That the words rendered everlasting, eter- 
nal, for ever, and /or ever and ever in the Scriptures, are 
frequently used to express the duration of thin^ that 
have ended or must end : and if it is contended, that these 
words are sometimes used to express proper eternity; 
they answer, that the subject with which the words are 
connected must determine the sense of them; and as 
there is nothing in the nature of punishment which can 
be considered as a reason why it should be endless, they 
iirfer, that the above words ought always to be taken in a 
limited sense when connected with the infliction of misery." 
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" They suppose the Universal doctrine to be most con- 
sonant to the perfections of Deity, most worthy of the 
character of Christ as the mediator ; and that tl^ Scrip- 
tures cannot be made consistent with themselves upon 
any other plan. They teach ardent love to God, peace, 
meekness, candour and Universal love to men, are the 
natural result of their views.'** 

As among other Christian sects, so among Universalists 
there are various shades of difference, as hinted m our 
Preliminary Observations. The Universalists properly 
so called, are those who adhere to the Primitive, Apostolic 
Faith and make the Holy Bible the rule of all their ac- 
tions ; adhering ri^dly to those Scripture doctrines that 
are considered by all classes of consistent Christians es- 
sential to salvation. In truth, the real Universalist diflFers 
from other Christians on no one pomt of Scripture doc- 
trine, except ;t be in their manner of receiving and ex- 
plaming those doctrines. And this is a privilege which 
they conceive to be the right of every man who is ac- 
countable to God alone for his religious faith and o{»nions. 

Beside the number of classes called Universalis^, as 
distinguished in our Preliminary Observations, Dr. Mo- 
sheim gives an account of a class which arose in the be- 
ginning of the seventeenth century, and that are distin- 
guished as "the hypothetical Universalists," and more 
commonly, " French Reformers.** 

" The doctors of Saumar revived a controversy (hat 
had for some time been suspended, by their attempts to 
reconcile the doctrine of predestination as it had been 
taught at Geneva and confirmed at Dort, with the senti- 
ments of those,*'|(the Primitive Universalists, see page ^,) 
** who represent the Deity as oflTering the displays of his 
goodness and mercy to all mankind." This reformed 
Church accepted the followmg propositions, as prepared 
by the learned and sagacious Amyraut, the author of the 
system of reconciliation. 

" That God desires the happiness of all men, and that

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no mortal is exeluded h^ any dwine decree^ from the ben- 
efits that are procured by the death, suflFerings and Gos- 
pel of Christ." 

" That however, none can be made a partaker of the 
blesdngs of the Gospel and of eternal Salvation; unless 
he believe in Jesus Christ." (John viii.- 24. Mark xvi. 16.) 

**That such indeed is the immense and universal gooa- 
ness of the Supreme Being, that he refuses to none the 
power of believing ; though he does not grant to all his 
assistance and succour that they may wisely improve 
tWs power to the attainment of everlasting Salvation ; 

'* And that, in consequence of this, multitudes perish 
through their own fault and not from any want of good- 
ness ni God !" 

** Those who embraced this doctrine were caDed Uni- 
veraalists because they represented God as willing to show 
mercy to all mankind; and hypothetical Universalists 
because the condition of feith in Christ was necessary to 
render them the objects of his mercy."* 

Reader— would you know the great cause of offence 
against other Christian denominations with which the 
Universal doctrine is chained? It is chiefly this, that 
Universalists have dared to believe God, and to represent 
him " as willing to show mercy to all mankind ;" Dr. 
Mosheim says, " the more I examine this reconciling sys- 
tem, the more I am persuaded that it is no more than 
Arminianism or Pelagianism artfully dressed up and in- 
geniously covered with a half transparent veil olsj)ecious 
but ambiguous expressions ; and this judgment is con- 
firmed by the language that is used in treating this sub- 
ject by the modern followers of Amyraut, who express 
their sentiments ^th more coura^, plainness and per- 
spicuity, than the spirit of the times permitted their mas- 
ter to do,"t 

These sentiments of Universal benevolence "were not 

only received in all the Universities of the Hugonots in

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France, and adopted by divines of the highest note in that 
nation, but also spread themselves' as far as Geneva and 
were afterwards disseminated by the French Protestants, 
who fled frcnn the rage of persecution through all the re- 
formed Churches of Europe. And they now are so gene- 
rally received that few have the courage to oppose or de- 
cry them.''* Among those who fled from th^ Rdigious 
persecutions may be numbered the descendants of the 
German Baptists, who are called in America, Tunkers, 
or Dunkers, who deny the eternity of future punishments, 
and believe that the souls of the just axe employed in 
preaching the Gospel to those who have had no revela- 
tion in this life. They baptize bv immer^n and are 
hence, General Baptists and Umversalists. In other 
parts, particularly in Ireland, Dr. Rust, Bishop of Dro- 
more, published an essay in defence of the doctrine of 
Universal Redemption. In England the Rev. Jeremiah 
White has published a volume in its defence. The 
. Chevalier Ramsay in his elaborate work "The Phi- 
losophical principles of natural and revealed Religion," 
espouses it Arch-Bishop Tillotson, in one of his ser- 
mons, supposes future punishment to be of limited dura- 
tion, as does Dr. Burnet, master of the.ClHirter House, 
in lus book " on the state of the dead." Dr. Newton, 
Bishop of Bristol, in his "Dissertations ;" Mr. Stonehouse, 
Rector of Islington, the Rev. Mr. Brown of the Church 
of England, have all written in support and defence of 
this benevolent doctrine ; also, Simpson in his woik on 
*' Future Punishment," Petitpierre, on " the Grovemment 
of Moral Agents ;" Dr. Huntington in his " Calvinism 
Improved," Dr. Fessenden in his '^^ Science of Sanctity," 
Mr. James Relly in his work termed "Union," Dr. Hart- 
ly in lus profound "work "On Man," Mr. Richard 
Wright, of Wisebach, England, in his " Treatise on A- 
tonement," and " the Eternity of hell torments indefen- 
sible," the Rev. Mr. Harris, of Liverpool, in a volume 
of Sermons, Mr. Broughton at the close of his " Disserta- 
tbns on Futurity," Mr. Elhanan Winchester, in bis

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" Lectures on the Prophecies," and in his " Dialogues on 
Universal Restoration," Mr. Wm. Vidler in his contr<V 
versy with Messrs. Fuller and Fisher,* ably advocate 
this doctrine. 

The Pious Bishop Watson, in his charge deKvered to 
the Clergy of the diocess ofLandaff in 1784, says, "what 
need is there that we should calumniate and detest one 
another, because we cannot agree in our notions con- 
cerning Christ ! he is the seed of the woman whos6 of- 
fice ijk is to bruise the serpent's bead, the seed of Abraham, 
in Tyhom all the nations of the earth were to be blessed ; 
the last Adam in whom att are to be made alive ; the 
Son whom tiie Father sent to be the Saviour of ih6 
World ; the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sins of 
the world ; the advocate who now liveth to make inter- 
cession for us ; the Judge who will at the last day reward 
every man according to his works," &c. and this is pre- 
cisely the faith and the language of every sincere " Bible 
Universalist." The Rev. and Pious John Wesley, whose 
devotion to the cause of vital religion is undoubted, and 
whose labours have been blessed in every part of the 
world, both preached and printed in favour of Universal 
Redemption, f 

Li Scotland, Mr. Purvis, of Edhiburgh, and Mr. Smith, 
M. P. in his able work " on the principles of Divine Go- 
vernment," writes favourably of this doctrine. In Ame- 
rica, the learned Dr. Cliauncey, in his work entitled 
" The mystery hid from a§es and generations made ma- 
nifest by the Gospel Revelation," &c. but more com- 
monly known by its title "Salvation of all Men;" the reve- 
rend and most devout John Murray, Pastor of tjie Furst 
Universalist Church, Boston, in " His Life, Letters^ and 
Sketches of Sermons," in five volumes ; the Rev. Hosea 
Ballou, of Boston, in his admirable work " On Atone- 
ment," " Notes and Illustrations on the Parables," " Doc- 
trinal Controversy," and a volume of Sermons, have each

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most ably advocated this genuine Gospel doctrine. Ma- 
ny other writers of note might be mentioned, but these 
must sttSice us here. We close tWs section with the 
following extract irom Dwight's Travels in the North of 
Germany : 

"The doctrine of the eternity of future punishmentSy^ 
says the learned author, ** is almost timversally rejected, 
I have seen but one person in Germany, who believed it, 
and but one other whose mind was wavermg on the sub- 
ject. Many of them acknowledge that the New Testa- 
ment, seems to inculcate this doctrine, but they find it, as 
they say, so irreconcilable with our ideas of the infinitely 
benevolent Being whom Grod has revealed himself to be, 
that if they believed in His perfections, they must reject 
the doctrine" [of the eternity of future punishment] 

" Some of them with whom I have conversed, appear to 
be eminent for their piety. I have never seen any Chris- 
tian, who seemed to me to have a deeper sense of the 
odiousness of sin in the sight of Grod, or whose hearts 
beat with a more ardent gratitude to our Saviour, for the 
great redemption He has made for fallen man. I know 
of no example of humility, greater than those exhibited 
by some of these gentlemen ; or more elevated views of 
the character of God, than you discover in their conver- 
sation. So far as an opinion can be formed of them 
from their reputation, we must look in vain for brighter 
examples of piety, than they exhibit. They certainly ma- 
niiest a greater spmt of love»for those who differ from 
them, than is found in most of our sects ; and they feel 
very unwilling to shut the gates of heaven against all 
those who do not believe every article of their Creed. In 
this charity and love, the Christians of most Protestant 
countries, tootiM dp weU to indtate them,*^''^ 

We add, that the sincere Universalist desires to love 
the Lord their God with all their heart, and with all their 
soul, and with all their mind — and secondly, '* Their 
neighbours as themselves." (Matt. xxii. 87, 89.)

EVANGELIST'S MANUAL. 45 

SECTION IV. 

The Doctrines and Tenets of the Church explained. 

On the distinguishing doctrines and tenets of the 
Church, termed, '^ Evangelist/^ or the Primitive, Aposto- 
lic and Catholic Church of Trinitarian Universalists." 

We are not ignorant, that there are various classes of 
UniversalistSy whose sentiments of the World's Redeem- 
er, differ very materially from ours, others again less ma- 
terially; and we may say the same of all the numerous 
sects, or denominations of Particdist BeUevers, or those 
who deny the ^noZ scdvcUion ofaU men^ some of these, dif- 
fer very materially from us on this particular doctrine, 
others again less materially; while upon those funda« 
mental doctrines of the Gospel, and that are considered 
essential to salvation; they are found not to differ from 
us as to fects themselves; hut only as to their modes of 
receiving and explaining those facts: therefore, as being 
bound in Christian charity, the principal trait in our Uni« 
versal doctrine; as well as from a principle of unaffected 
ancerity in our desires and prayers for the final happi- 
ness of M rrusn, to do to each of these sects, or denomina- 
tk>ns, the justice to believe, that they thus-dificr from us, 
on these points, from a firm conviction of the correctness 
and soundness of their faith: we also, from a similar con- 
viction on our parts, and influenced by conscientious mo- 
tives, reject as errors, the doctrines of those, who deny 
the essential divinity of the Son of God! as also those, 
who deny the Unwersality and infallible efficacy of the 
atonement. And holding as we do, the belief, that man- 
kind m general, and Christians particularly, " are ac- 
.countabie to G^ alone, for their religious opimons," 
while we thus publicly avow our faith, as differing in sev- 
eral material and and important points, from that of oth- 
er Christian Churches, we presume neither to censure, to 
judge nor to condemn them; nor would we desne of 
them more, than to exercise the same Christian charity 
toward us, and the doctrines and tenets, which we 
maintain, and which distinguish our Church from all the 
seceding Churches in Christendom, 
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As believers in, and adherents to, the faifli of the 
Primitive Church, and the doctrine» of the Evangehsts; 
we agree with the Apostles, with Origen, and all those 
early Fathers of the Church already entuinerated, and 
with Winchester, Relly, Murray, Cheiuncey and all Bible 
UniversalistSi in the essendal divimty of the Son of Chd! 
whose union with the Father, and by virtue of the union 
subsisting between Him and the human nature entire^ his 
righteousness will ultimately through faith, be imputed to 
aU the members of his body^ which are aU mankindy and so 
aU mankind wiU finally be saved.* And in order to pre- 
vent a misconception of our meanii^, or the miscon- 
struction of our faith, we deem it advisable to express 
ourselves, more specifically with regard to our doctrines 
and tenets as fdlows: — 

.Snd first of our Doctrines. The Doctrines of our 
Church, are wholly and entirely Scriptural; and do not 
consist of detached parts, or features of Scripture doc- 
trine; but embrace the whole and entu^ views of the 
Gk)spel, in its fullest authorised sense^ embracing also the 
proper construction of them by the Disciples and Apos- 
tles of the Saviour, as set forth, in their Acts; And ex- 
4)lained more at large in then* Epistles to the first Chris- 
tian Churches, and for which reason, we consider our- 
selves members by faiths of the Primitive, Apostolic, and 
Catholic, or Universal Church of Christ! 

And secondly of our Tenets. The tenets of our Church 
may be considered uncter the followiDg general heaxb. 
1. Predestination, or Election, pecaliary special, and uni- 
versal. 2. Origmal mn. S. The Universality of the 
atonement, and its infallible efficacy. 4. Grace, free, and 
irresistable; and 5. Universai Redemptieny as a conse-. 
quence of the Universality and faifallible efficacy of the 
atonemei^ And these tenets are comprehended in the 
foUovring general propositions : 

1. That the pr^ience of the Creator having foreseen, 
all things whatsoever, that should come to pass; in the 

-^ * S«e ** Rellt's Union," in which the union of Christ and hii 
'^hurch; is molt ably, and indisputably supported and proved. 
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plenitude of his wisdom, power and holiness, united with 
his justice, mercy and love; did foreordain, an ample, 
appropriate, and infallible remedy for every possible 
event and contingency* And having foreseen the fall of 
man, and also foreknowing the infallible eflScacy of the 
remedy; for wise purposes permitted the fall of man,- 
with all its consequences and contingencies: That the 
same Almighty Presciencey also foreseeing the faith of one 
portion of mankind, and the stubborn unbelief of the re- 
mainder, a remedy for which being also provided, as we 
collect from the Scriptures of his truth; it must there- 
fore follow as a consequence that the Predestination and 
Election spoken of in these Scriptures, are not of that ex^ 
climve character^ m which the most part of Partialist be- 
Uevers accept it as an article of their religious faith; that 
having regard to those final purposes of God in Christ, as 
far as those benevolent purposes have been revealed, we 
believe and maintain, that the doctrine of Election and 
Predestination is of a threefold character. — 1. Peculiar » 
2. Special, and 3. Universal. 1. Peculiar, as it relates to 
the person and offices of Christ; who, we consider to be 
the chosen or Elect property^ from among the essential prO'- 
pertks of God; as the operative and manifesting princi- 
ple, for the creation, preservation, and final salvation of 
all men.* 2. Special, as it relates to the chosen ambas- 
sadors of God, the Prophets, Apostles, Evangelists, &c.t 
who are to be Kings and Priests to God for ever; include 
ing all those believers, who remain faithful unto death, 
and all infants and children, who die in childish inno- 
cence. :j: These, we believe are they, of whom St. Paul 
says, the living God is the special Saviour. § The remain- 
ing portion of the human family are therefore included in 
that Election^ which we term Umverso/. || Christ was 
elected for the peculiar purposes of creation and salva- 
tion: One for the good of ally an infallible, Universal Sa^ 
viour. The Prophets and Aposties were elected as am-

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bassadors, tHe first to proclaim the approaching manifes- 
lation and offices of Christ; the latter, to testify to the 
world, his advent, and to preach the Gospel of reconcili- 
ation to all ijations, informing them, ** that the grace of 
God which bringeth stjflvatian to M mm, hath appeared.^ 
All however, are not elected to be Kings and Priests — 
there must be^ 8om$ subjects^ so that the kingdom of 
Christ shall be perfect in all its departments, Hence it 
is, that some have been elected for the good of the whole, 
whose election according to the eternal purposes of God be^ 
fng Universal; the' fulfilment of all God's promises will 
be manifested, andt^ius, will be verified those conclusive 
passages, contained in our first section from the seventh 
to the twenty-third page, inclusively. 

2. That as a consequence of the fall of our first pa- 
rents, the human nature became in some degree estran- 
ged from its Maker^ losingthe perfection of that image in 
which it had been created, and thus introducing sin into 
the world ; and by sin, death, temporal and spiritual ; 
thereby entailing upon all their posterity, the "moral imper- 
fections of their fallen nature, which has led to that de- 
pravity of judgment, which is more and more distinctly 
seen by a retrospective view ; the farther we recede from 
the habits and vices of ci^ized naan, to those of the more 
iand more savage, barbarous, and uncivilized. That 
another consequence of this fall, was the utter uicapa- 
bility of the human nature^ thus demoralized, to atone for 
its transgression, and to recover the perfection of that 
divine image which it had lost. That this incapacity ren- 
dered the human nature subject to etemcd death; and 
which must inevitably have been the final consequence 
of original sin; and the actual transgressions resulting from 
the moral imperfection to which sm had reduced the hu- 
man nature; had not the prescience of God foreseen, 
and his mercy and love provided, an ample, apptopriate 
and infallible remedy therefor, as already expressed in 
the foregoing proposition. 

3. That as notning inferior to God can cre^, so aei- 
jther can aojr being inferior to God destroy the 9oul of 
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man ; and by parity of reasoning, neither can any being 
inferior to God, restore to the human nature that image of 
r^teOusness and tnie holiness in which it had been cre- 
ated ; and that etemci life to which it was the heir wp^ 
parent in its original nature, and which it had forfeited 
and lost by its fall. That the Scriptures do abundantly 
prove that a remedy had not only been pre-ordained, but 
had also been actually applied; that the Holy Being 
who condescended in the injinUy of his love, to manifest 
himself to his rebellious creatures, and to take into union 
the human with the divine nature ; that the human nature, 
thus sanctilSed, thus fortified with eternal life, might in 
^ second Adamhe restored with all his posterity to him- 
self, was no less than God in his mvisible nature, but 
clothed with flesh as with a garment, he is made mani- 
fest and visible, in all the fullness of the Grodhead, as the 
only wise God our Saviour.* 

That &e remedy which the power of God and the t(^- 
d(ym of God had predetermined, and afterward applied, 
is indisputably both ample^ appropriate^ inftdSbky and Uni- 
versal; because, the character of the sacrifice and atone- 
ment is said to be, not only a propitiatory sacrifice for 
otar «m5,' evidently addressed by the Apostle to the eketf 
or believers, but also for the sins of the whole world, tn- 
eluding aU mankind. We therefore believe and maintain, 
that the •Atonement was Umversaly and its ^acy is infal- 
UMe. 

4. That c(Hnmon observation proves the grace of God 
to be free for all men; and that it is also, in many instances 
obviously and undeniably irresistible^ but in a qualified 
sense of the term. "The grace of God that bringeth salva- 
tion, hath appeared to all men.^f We prefer the mai^inal 
reading, as being the more correct translation of the text; 
not, indeed, because it is more favorable to our Universal 
doctrine, more confirmatory of our faith; for that, as we 
have already shown, is supported by all the Scriptures, 
when properly understood*; but because it is more ob-

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viously expresmve of the truth of t^e fact, as the reading 
and it^ application will prove:— "The griace of God, 
which bringeth salvation to all mtn^ hath«{>peared," That 
the graces of the Spirit in Christ and in Aie Gospel, are 
intended f(yr all men^ is a glorious Scripture truth ; that 
it has been manifested, or has appeared, but not yet to 
all meuy is a truth not to be denied. The text, therefore, 
which speaks of its having appeared to all men^ is literal- 
ly incorrect, while the marginal translation, wUcb speaks 
of "the grace which bringeth salvation to all men,^^ naust 
be acknowledged to be literally correct That the grace 
of this Spirit is operative, convincing the worid of sin, of 
righteousness, and of judgment : teaching us that, deny- 
ing ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this present world ; that truths 
to the honest, the candid, and imprejudiced mind, is in 
fact irresistible ; the Spirit, taking the things of Jesu^ and 
showing them to the people, they are convicled, con- 
vinced, constrained to receive the truth in righteousness. 
Here the grace may be said to be irresisUhky because it 
reproves the individual to his conviction, convincing him 
of sin, of righteousness and of judgment ; and thus agree- 
ably coerces the mind to a willing and joyful aclmow- 
ledgement and acceptance of the righteousness which is 
of faith in Jesus Christ, and of the gift of eternal life in 
him. And this, preceded by the previous operations of 
the Spirit, producing contrition of heart, and sincere re- 
pentance towards God, is what we undetstand of con- 
versumy regenerate or the being "born again of the sp- 
rif'—of being "baptissed with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire." 

That some men may, and do, resist this grace, to their 
own condemnation, is no less lamentable than true : the 
moral imperfection of man, the prejudices of education, 
or the want of it, the force of habit, and the deep-seated 
love of the world and its enjoyments, operate with strong, 
renewed and increaalag force against this heaigBuly s^e; 
and we thus resist, even contrary to our reason andbetter 
judgment Thegmce is n«vertheless/rec/or oB; an4 
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we believe in the fullness of time it wUl prove trr^mfifrle 
m M men, and finally eflFect the salvatUm of all 

5. "That the Spuit, in the word of God, speaks of the 
salvation of Ghd ; winch salvation was begun, carried on, 
and finished by the Redeemer. But again, the same 
word speaks ctf owr salvation^ which is consequent upon 
our believing what the word and spirit declares, respect* 
ing (Ac salvation wrought out by Jesus Christ" That the 
salvation of God is of that character which renders it in- 
fallible and universal in time and in eternity ; that it is 
spedallyy manifestly, or visibly applied to bettevers in ^ 
life, as a consequence of their faith in this grace ; " and 
is that peace which is preached to those who are mgh, 
and to those who are afar off." That our sahatUm "is 
that knowledge which fills the heart of the believer widi 
peace and joy in believing." That both are, however, 
the work of God — the one acGompGshed in airi by Jesu0 
Christ, the other begun and carried on in the heart by the 
Spirit of God, and completed when we are admitted into 
the Divine presence, "where faith is lost in 8%ht, and hope 
in fifll fruition." 

That the whole human nature being the prcwjerty of 
Grod, he only had the right of their disposal. "Behold, 
saith the Lord, all souls are mine ; but aU that the Fadier 
hath, he hath given to the Son. Indeed, all things were 
madeybr Aim, as well as by Aim, and he is the heir of all 
things. The heathen is his inheritance, and the utter- 
most parts of the earth his possesidon." ThuB, the whole 
htman nature is the property of God. It is true, the indi- 
viduals of this nature have sold themselves for nought ; 
but they are redeemed : the pjice, the ransom price, is 
paid for them. True, they have made a covenant with 
death, and an a^ement with hell ; but the right of dis- 
posal not being m themselves, their covenant with death 
shall be broken, then* agreement with hell shaH not stand. 
The Savbur of the world, will lead captivity captive. 
In the first and most glorious sense, he hath already ac- 
complished this divine purpose, when he ascended up on 
h%h, leading capthdty capttve, and receivinggfis for men, 
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yea, even for the rebellious, that God might dwell among 
them." — (Murray.) ^ 

That, altiiough a failure on the part of men, in conse- 
quence of unbelief, is a proof of their lost condition, as it 
respects their salvation in this lije^ and subjects them to 
the pains and penalties consequent thereupon, it is never- 
theless certain, that the salvation of God, which, from its 
very nature, design and character, and as a remed v pro- 
vided for the worst consequences of the fall, is still uni- 
versal and infallible ; and will finally accomplish its glo- 
riously benevolent object, the salvation of all men. That 
the doctrine of universal redemption, or the final restora- 
tion of all men to holiness and happiness, is so frequently 
and forcibly implied, so strongly indicated, and so clearly 
and distinctly expressed in the Scriptures, that we have 
been constrained to believe in, ajdd to accept it, as tbte 
most glorious feature of flic gospel doctrine, as every 
way worthy of, and honouraJ)lp to God, as the "Father of 
the spmts of all flesh," and as a doctrine of the Primitive 
Apostolic Church of Christ. 

^ Having thus given a brief but candid outline of the dpc- 
trines and tenets of our Churchy together with an equally 
brief outline of the propositions comprehended in them, 
we now earnestly invite our readers of every sect or de- 
nomination of Christians, to a serious investigation of tlds 
important subject, as a duty which they owe to God^ to 
themselves, to us, and to the human family at lai^e. We 
entreat them to consider, 

1. Tha^ to belong to an Established^ a, Presbylprim^ a 
JBapH$ty or a Methodist Church, is no positive proof rf 
Christianity^ any more than being of the Umversalist 
faith is a proof of Infidelity ; that there ever has been^,^, 
and, we confidently believe, ever wffl be, as devout and 
holy Christians among Umversalists^ properly so cdltedy 
as amoi^ any other class of professmg Christians, how- 
ever high their claims to pre-eminencie in point of Ey^n- 
. gelical religion may seem to place them, in their own4aiif^ 
lons^ above Christian Universalists : and fliat,' althourfi 
we profess, and rejoice in die profession, of being jSSp& 
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Ufik>er$ali8t8y we are aware, that the name of Universal^ 
istSy devoid of vUalpietyy will no more entitle us to salva- 
tion, 4an any other name, whether Churchman, Pres- 
byterian, Baptist, or M^*w>dist ; 8<Mne of which denomi- 
nations have not been sparing in their unqualified abuse 
of Universalbfs ; not having jus much Christian candour 
and charity in tbeu' zeal, as to consider and allow, that 
all are not Christians who are called OmversoHstSy as they 
themselves well know that all are not Christians who 
have numbered themselves evenamongeitherof the fore- 
going denominations. 

We turn firom this unpleasant subject, lest this intend- 
ed rebuke of ours, should be construed into a desire of 
rendering " railing for railing ;** and proceed to say, that; 
to reject this doctrine, will fie, in truth and in fact, the 
rejection of a very large portion, and a very prominent 
feature of the entire Scripture doctrines, and renders 
them, not only inconsistent and contradictory, but abso- 
lutely irreconcilable ; that by accepting this as a gospel 
doctrine, these contradictions are proved to have been 
onl^ af^rent, and they are made to harmonize in all 

' their parts and constructions, as doth the glorious attri- 
butes of their Divine head and founder. 

It has been already remarked, (page 39,) that the 
words rendered in the English versions of the Bible, 
**€verla8tingi eternal, for ever^ and far ever and ever,^ have 
been proved by the very ablest Biblical critics and lexi- 
cografdiers, to be derived from a Greek word that has, in 
its original, a meaning, that (depending upon the subject 

' with winch it is connected in the Scriptures,) is either 
definite or i$idefinUe. The Greek trord, in the singular, is 
**aMm,** the literal i^gnification of which is, "on ag«." In 
(be plural, it is "oiofw,** or *^age$:^ coiisequenfly, the 
adjective "awwiMm,'' is literally ^^an age of age$y^ a period, 
or periods of the world, such as the Adamk age, whose 
period may be computed from Adam to Mosea ; the JMb- 
10^ age^ or dispensatioriy which lasted frt>m Moses to 
CtoAat ; Bud lastiy, the Christian age or dispensation, whose 
Mffiiae fibits, or period, is yet in futurity. 
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The Jemak Doctors^ in their remarks upcm tlas word 
in the Hebrew^ have assigned to it the follomng lin^its ; 
Firaty as it regards the world, it served to distii^^h ^ 
periods of the former and present dii^nsations. Before 
the coming of die Messiah, they considered the word 
*^(dovC^ as applying itself to the period of the wc»M bom 
Adam io Christ, and which they distinguished as ^ihe 
world that now w*'* While, secondhy the appearance of 
die Mesi^ah was to be distii^uishea as^ a new age of the 
world, fai which righteousness eoid troe h<diness would 
abound; when men should no longer worshq) id<^ but 
the true and living God) &c. And hence, they d?s- 
guished the Christian age$ by tenrnng k ^^ tha world to 
come^^'^ QxA the Mumc and JtfoMric dtspemaHims^ as the 
old world; whence the present, or Christian dispenstUion, 
is called ^Uhe new tww/a,"t &c. 

As the character of our Heavenly Father is con^stent 
in all his g^ious attributes^ the Scriptures, which are 
the revelafion* of his Sfjirit, are unquestionably intended 
to be in accordance with his glonous diejfacter. All 
classes of Christians acknowlec^ the canonieal bodes 
of the Old and New Testaments to be the revelations of 
his Divine will, tolioly men, in the diflferent ages and dis- 
pensations of the world. We now seriously adc, upon the 
Christian sincerity,' candor and veracity of all rational sec- 
tarians, if, by their various methods of explaining the Scrip- 
tures, they can, upon any sound and correct principle, 
con^iaring the passages quoted m the first twenty^wo 
pages of tins Manual wifli other passages, (particulariy 
those which ihej have variously ekt09dn as the basb of 
their doctrines,) show any thii^ Kke censjstencyin the 
Scriptures ? We avei; they cannot : and as' wfe we not 
satfefied with ^lhj of Ae ailments hitherto made use^ 
to evade this important petot ; and findm^ that neither

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Calvinistic nor Arminiaii writers have been able, accord- 
ing to their doctrines and tenets, to reconcile the Holy 
-Scriptures in all their parts, as hath been plainly proved, 
(page 35,) we have preferred that mode of explainmg 
the enUte Scriptures^ which at once renders them consist- 
. ent in aU their parts, and by which they are made to har- 
moiuze, without ihe teast ^scordance ; and not only so, 
we feariessly aver, that according to the views and ex- 
planations of ^^censistetU Christian UmoersaUstSy^ ^e sa- 
cred canons of the Holy Scriptures present themselves to 
the understan&ig of all unprejudiced minds, as they truly 
are, the Divine Revelations of "the only wise God our 
.Saviour," whose glory is, by this doctrine^ as fully sus- 
tainedy as it is possible for human exjH^ssions to de- 
scribeit 

From along, intimate, and comparatively happy inter- 
course with members of various sects of Christians, we 
iiave found many who cannot cordially assent to the doc- 
trines and tenets of their respective societies ; but ccmtinue 
.their attendance and membership, merely from the force 
of educaticHd, halnt, and an unwillhigness to disoblige their 
friends; they repiobate the doctrine of the eternity offu^ 
ture pwdskmerUi and believe, as we do, in the final scdva^ 
Mono/ aU men. This conduct is inconsistent; because 
there is nothii^ in the doctrine of final salvation, as found- 
ed upon the Scriptures, of which any man, or sects of 
men,. have any need to be afraid or ashamed. On the 
opntrai^, there is every thing embraced in the doctrines 
and tenets of the cmmstent Unvoersalist^ of which the most 
jpiops and devoted Christian m^ht, and must be, most 
jpropedy ^^ justly proud. And we solemnly call u^n 
lour.^poaents to investigate the principles of our Faith, 
^ Of^n^re our doctrines with those of the Scriptures of 
Tnith ; and|t# ive ai?e confident that they are such as are 
approved of our Grod, we are not disposed to shrink from, 
or to tremble for the issue of the most critical investiga- 
timi of man. In truth, we demand, rather than shun, tte 
hon^t examination of our re%ious principles. 

We know, from many years* experience, that this 
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Evangelieal Doctrine is not prq)erly understood ; und 
we fearlessly assert, that when properly understood, it 
would be impossible for any rational being to withhold 
their assent to its truth, without rejecting a large portion 
of the Prophecies, and promises of the Scriptures ; and 
we here venture to prove our assertion. The Vhwersal' 
ists^ properly so caUedy that is, those who adhere to the 
Primitive, ApostoUc and Catholic doctrines of Christ, and 
his immediate Disciples and Apostles, as will be seen by 
then* articles of Faith, not only beUeve mall the Scnptural 
^ commands that arfi deemed necessary or essential to salvation, 
\but they accept the whole and entire doctrines of the 
Bible, m their correct and consistent translation, as the 
rule of their faith and practice. They are, therefore, 
found to differ from all other Christians, on two j^oMs 
alone, neiUier of which, they believe, are essential to 
salvation. 

On the doctrine of "Election and Reprobation,** they 
differ from Calvinists, (page 46,) in taking a view of this 
. doctrine, more honourable to God, more in accordance 
with.his glorious perfections, more consonant with his im- 
partial justice, and eternal, unchangeable love, and more 
satisfactory to the reason and understanding of benevo- 
lent and unprejuiMced men. And on the doctrine of the 
"Eternity of hell torments,** they differ from all sects 
and denominations of Christians, who believe, advocate, 
preach and defend it ; and pronounce the doctrine to be 
an error, originating, /irtman/y, from the imperfect know- 
kdge, vague interpretation, and improper application of 
a single €heek word, as has been previously noticed and 
explained ; and generally , from an impoper, morbid con- 
ciBj)tion of the moral andf infinite perfections of the Deity, 
which are viewed and judged of, by the various standards 
of their own imperfect ii^erences and contusions; or 
else, from being either too ignorant, or indolent, to ex- 
amine for themselves, they accept those doctrines that 
approach more nearly to ttieir conceptions of Christiani- 
ty, than some others, satisfying themselves with Ae falla- 
cious hope of being secure^ by attaching themselves to 
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one or other of the numerous and most populatp sects of 
professmg Cteristians. - 

But at the same time, we do most smccrely belieV6, 
that there always have been, and that there still are, many 
truly pious and sincere persons, in each of those divisions 
of the Cbistian Churcl^ who conscientiously believe in 
the doctrine of exclusive electioh^ and in the et&rfdiy of fu- 
ture punishment. All that we require of such sincere per- 
sons, is, to allow us the Christian liberty of exercising our 
Religipus JFaith in peace ; and we do most cordially in- 
vite them to consider the true import and meaning of the 
word, which has led them to the adoption of a doctrine, 
which, should it eventually pix)ve itself to be literally what 
they have concluded it to be, must, as long as there re- 
mains one drop of the milk of human kindness in their 
nature, one spark of Divine love in their souls, or one ray 
of Christian charity in their hearts, prove a source of con- 
tinued cUsquietude to their minds, whenever they set them- 
Belves seriously to reflect upon this solemn and awful 
subject , 

For ourselveSj^ feeling that we are accountable to God 
alone for our religious sentiments and opinions, we have 
resolved, that whenever the (ireek word {dion^ ah age,) 
which Has been rendered' into English, "forever,'' or " ev- 
erlasting;" or its derivative, {ai&nion, an age of ages) also 
rendered into English, " eternal, everlasting, forever and 
^er,** occur in the Scriptures, in connexion with the ari- 
gry thrjeateniii^ of God against his rebellious creatures; 
in all th^sCj and in accordance, with the original, literal, 
and correct import and| meaning of these words, and also 
inJSifii faith of the assurance of God, that "his anger en- 
dUirethJ)ut for a moment, but his ^tender mercy forever 
and ever," we understand and accept these words in their 
limited q/nd definite sense ; that is to say, an age, or an age 
.o/^(ig^j^j(he precise period of whose lunits, or duration. Is 
i^q^s^anjy left wjith.p 



)eity to determine. 
So, alsQ, when the same words occur in connexion 
with Deity, or any o£,his glorious and immutable attri- 
butesy his justice, his love, his tender mercies, and his sal-

vation, here iadeed-is no anJS^uity ; these a,pe eaeh and 
all 6f them eternal as he* is eternal ; on these occaaiond, 
these is no rational grounds for doubt, because they are 
e^plied to, and connected vnth 0ubjects w^hose eternal 
happmessis unquestionably the design of God; and m 
this sense, they at once cenvey to the mind of the crea- 
ture, the solemn and undeniable truth, that QoA is love ; 
tlKit he is good to all ; that his tender mercy is over all hfe 
woits, and endureth fore^r ; that he will have all men to 
be saved, and to come unto the knowledge of the tfuth. 

And we huraWy conceive, th^ ki proportion to the tnre 
knowledge, and extension of th© correct apjJications of 
these words, among the serous inqufrers after truth, there 
w31 be an increase of Ihat faith, and of that hc^, found- 
ed on Christian charity or love, which, by the Divkie aid, 
vnll not fail of extending the Kingdom of the Redeemer 
in the earth, and myriads of souls, more eagerly embrace 
**the faith which was once delivered -unto the saints," than 
now ; a consummation devoutly to be desired by every 
benevolent heart, and most devoutly to be prayed for, by 
9i3l who love the Lord Jeios in sincerity. 



SECTION V. 

^n Essay in support and d^ence of the Doctrine ofth^ 
" llolyy tmdivided Trimty.^^ 

" Is the LonFs hand waxed short? " Is any thmg too 
hard fiar the LordT — ^This Essay, like the preceding, 
has grown out of the necessity of self-defenee. As be- 
lievers in, and advocates far the Scripture doctrine of 
the fined sahation rfall men; a consummation which can^ 
not be otherways than the ardent and sincere desire oif 
every benevolent heart, is a doctrhie that has been, nev- 
ertheles8» most vi^ently assailed -foy other denominations 
of professing Christians;* who, without patient inve^«

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gadon, denounce ip the most nnqualiiSedtenngy all who 
noaiAtain this faiths as supporting the doctrine of Devils; 
when m truth, there is ho Scripture doctrine more dread* 
ed byJPemls^ than is -that, which deprives them of all 
hope of forever triumphing over that nature, which the 
Arch-Fiend has estranged from its Maker and God! As 
Trmtarmns they are condemned by ,Srian$, Socimans^ 
a&d Umtariansy as TrUheistSy Polythmts^ and hence 
Idolaim. , . ' 

't'lma assailed on alL hands, the Trvnitarian Unitersd* 
Uh has no alternative left him, but tfiat*of defending his 
f^th, by ^n honest, dignified and ca^hdid appeal to the 
Chrigtian world, for a fair and impartial hearing; or 4Bbe, of 
being considered the adherents an^l advocates of a base- 
less theory, which has been founded in error, and per- 
sisted in from obstinacy ; and for the belief and sup- 
port of which, he'is not prepared "to render unto every 
one that asketh, the reason of the hope that is in him.'* 
, And having in the preceeding sections, ofiered some 
weighty reasons for being the advocates of t^s doctrine, 
and associates hi this faith; we shall in tUs, offer equally 
strong reasons, why we are Trimtarian UtdversaKsts, In 
order to this, we shall enter freely and extensively upon 
such propositions, ai^umenls and inferences, or deduc* 
tifios as proofs, that must, in their own intrinsic charac- 
ter, bid defiance to honest doubt or lawful contradiction, 
witfi regard to the validity of cmr faith in the eternal na- 
ture ard essential divmity of the Son of God, and in supr 
pcHPt of our faith in the Triirity. 

That the ^general reader may be qualifiied to judge be- 
tweeft us and our opponents^ we consider it necessary to 
explain the leading features of the Vnitman scheme^ as 
^rived from the most learned and popular writer^ of 
tlMfir party, before we enter into our defence; together 
wim the foil developemcnt rf the principtos upgo which 
that defence is founded. 

'fi^Dd here let it be remembered, fliat we mtend not to 
4Qeet our opponents uppn the ground of th»i' being hercr 
tics and apostates from the true faith ; but as sincere. 
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demoted Christkins, whose sole object is that of Thtthf 
to the comfort and satisfaction of their souls, and the 
glory of their God and His Christ ! We desire to meet 
them as Christians, in the mild sprit of Christian feeling 
and sympathy ; and while we consider them to l^ave over- 
looked those truths that have permanently fixed our £dth 
as Trinitarians, and are conscious, that mey have erred 
on this subject, and that theirs has been an error of the 
head and not of the heart ; with this conviction, we 
should violate our own profession of universal charity, 
were we to deny the conscientious Unitarian his claims 
to Christianity ; and we now offer to the candid conside-i 
ration of our readers the theory of Unitarian Believem in 
the following abridged form : 

The Unitarian Faith consists in their belief— 1, " In 
the doctrine of God's Unity ; or, that there is one God, 
and ONE ONLY."* 2, " We object to the doctrine of the 
Trinity, that it subverts the Unity of (Sod. According to 
this doctrine there are three infinite and equal persons, 
possessing supreme divinity, called the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost. Each of these persons, as described by 
Theologians, has his own particular consciousness, will, 
*nd perceptions.*'! 3, "We believe in the Unity of 
Jesus Christ. We believe that Jesus is one mind, one 
soul, one being, as truly as we are, and equally distinct 
from the one God,"| "and inferior to God."§ And 
comparing the views of Trinitarians with regard to the 
nature and character of the Son of God, with their views, 
the Doctor says : "We esteem our own views to be vastly 
more aflecting, especially those of us who believe in 
Christ's pre-existence. It is our belief that Christ's hu- 
miliation was real and entire ; that the whole Saviour, 
and not a part of him, suffered ; that his crucifison was 
a scene of deep and unmixed agony."|| 4, " We believe 
that all virtue has its foundation in the moral nature of

tib. id, p. Jl- Jlb.id. p. 15. § p.21. [1 pp. 19, 20- 
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man ; tihat is, in conscience, or his sense of duty^ and m 
Ae power of foniling his temper and life according to. 
conacience.** 5. " We do not mean to deny the im- 
portance of God's aid or Spirit : But, hy Tiis Sjriri^ we 
mean a moral, illnminating and^ persuasive influence, not 
l^hysical, not compulsory, not involving a necessity of vir- 
tue."t **We lay no stress on strong excitements : We 
esteem him, and him ow?y, a pious man, who practically 
conforms to God's moral perfections and government; who 
shows his delight in God's henevolence, by loving and serv- 
ing his neighbor ; his. delight in God's Jiw^icc, by being re- 
solutely upright; his sense of God's purUy^ by regulatmg 
his thoughts imoj^aatibns arid desires ; and whose conver- 
sation, business, and domestic life, are swayed by a re- 
gard to (Sod's presence and authority. In all things else, 
men may deceive themselves."^ 

We believe this to be a feir specimen of the faith of the 
Unitarian beKever. There are, however, many shades of 
difference, on d^erent points of religious faith among 
these, as we slio,lI presently Show ; and in the mean time, 
take some notice of the theory of the Rev. Dr. Worces- 
ter. || This learned and zealous Divine contends, also— 
1, For the Unity of God. 2, The real dhdnity and glory 
of Christ 3, That he is truly the Son of God ; that he 
is not a created, intelligent being, but a being who proper- 
ly derived his existence and his nature from God ; that 
he IS of Divine dignity ; that he is a constituted charac- 
ter; tiiat he existed with Crod before he came mto the 
world; that Divine honors iare due to him, as CkxPs own 
Son, on the gromid of his Divine fiillness, his Divine ofl5- 
ces, his Divine works, ^.nd as the constituted Lord of all. 
Judge and Saviour of the worid : not, however, as God, 
but as the Son of God. 4, JThat by the Holy Spirit is in- 
tended the same as the ^fulness of God;" and that the 
Hcdy Spirit 'mnot a distinct person.§

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*^ Amongst UnitariaBs, however, there are- ccm^dera- 
ble shades of diiference. Some believe that Jesus Christ 
was literally the Son of -God, as Isaac wa» the son of 
Abraham ; that he constituted the soul of Christ, and is 
next to God himself; and thus, from his dignity of cha* 
racter, gave efficacy to his atonement. These are called 
Arians. Others believe that he was only called the Son 

• of God in a figurative sense^ as being the first born of et«- 
ry creature ; that he pre-existed in Heaven, in the highest 
Archangel form, ana was united to the body which Grod 

- had prepared for him, and thus became the Messiah. 
These are called Pre-existerUs, Others again believe him 
to have been really and truly the Son of Joseph, as he is 
called in J<^ i. 45. '* We. have found him of whom 
Moses and the Prophets did write, Jesus of Nazareth, 
the son of Joseph ; or, as Peter styles him, a man ap- 

Eroved of €rod, by signs and wonders which (Sod did by 
im ; that upon him was poured out the Spirit of God 
without measure ; that he is anointed with the oil of glad- 
ness above his /e2feii^; that he is our eZderiro/Aer. They 
believe that he is. the great prophet of the Most High! 
greater than Moses, greater than any of the prophets who 
preceded him, or than John, his forerunner, according to 
what Moses said, "A prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you, of your brethren, like unto me ; him 
shall ye hear in all .tlnngs.'' (Acts iiL 22.) They believe 
that he comes die Messenger from Grod, to announce his 
will to mortals; that he died a martyr to die truth of his 
rel^n, and arose from the dead as die {m>o4 the first 
fruits and earnest of the resurrection of mankind. These 
are called Humamtariansy because they believe in the 
ample huuMinity of Christ*** 

does mot denote a believer in one -Cvd only^ but a believer in God in 
one person Ofdy, in opposition to the Trinitarians.'* We, as Trinita- 
rians, believe ** in one God in onepenon only;** that this one penon 
is Jesus Christ, in whom dwelt all the entire fulness of the Invisible 
Deity from everlasting ; that he ever was, and ever will be invisible 
n> man, perhaps even to Angels, except in the person of Jesus Christ, 
bis manifesdng property.

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We consSer the (oregoiiig extracts as fiiDy aufficieot 
to show the grades ol difference amongst Unitarians ; and 
shall now proceed to offer a brief ouSine, or synopsis^ of 
a Theory for explaining our doctrine of the Trinity; ac- 
eompanibd by such arguments and deductions as are 
clearly authorised by the Scriptures, and are supported 
by the naost rigid rules of genuine philosophy. 

SCHE^iE. 

I. Outlines of a Theory] illusircUive of the Docirhies of the 
Holy Undivided Trinity. 

Axiom I. Pit^rty, op principle^ is essential to Being, 
who cannot exist without tnem ; whence, Beings whether^ 
oncreate (x create, consists of^.and is constituted by, 
properties or principles, whose uncreate, and hence, 
8elf*8ub«8ting, or create,, and hence, dependant exist- 
ence, determines the nature and order of Being. 

DEFINITIONS^ AND REMARKS. 

1. Principle is the cause, source, or OTigin of a thing ; 
whence, Gcxi la the First Principle. 

Remarks. — ^As QtoA is a Supreme, eternal, uncreate, 
and self^^ubsistiiig Spirit, the properties that are essential 
to Ins being, must oi necessity be also eternal, uncreate, 
and co-existent in and with him, as the constituents of an 
all-perfect Beii^. The term constituents, applied \o 
Deity, who lis self-subsisting, may appear rather pre- 
sumptuous ; but we know of no other term by whicn to 
say — }£ Deity possessed but one deficient property esseu- 
tiai to his perraiction as God, the conclusbn is evident. . 

Defimtum 2. ^^ Substance is that thing which we con- 
ceive to subsist of itself, mdependentiyof any other cre- 
ated being, or any particular mode or accident ; and it is 
the support of qualities, or powers, that are capable of 
producmg simple ideas in us." 

Refnarks.-^As Gtxl is a Spirit, and hence invisible, his

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essential propeirtie«tmu8t be qf the same siAstance and 
n^;turc with himself : that.i% 8{»ritual, invisiUe and es- 
sential. 

Defimtion 3. ^' Essence i^ tb^t which constitutes or. de- 
termines the nature of a tlung> and isabsolutely necessa- 
ry to its being. It is also defined^ that, whereby a thing 
is distinguished from every other tiling. , Essence also in- 
volves in its idea, the cause and source of powers, whence 
the substance and its essence may be considered as con- 
crete, contextured and co-existing, wliich concrete sub- 
stance we call the principal of «J1 its powers,: such is 
Ifghty which the Creator drew into existence by his word 
of efficacy, to mvigoiute and wiirin the primoidii^ mat- 
ters, and to iBumkiate the Creaticm." 

Remarks. — ^Thatthe Deity has properties essential to 
his perfection, and that these properties, though one in 
his snAitanUy (as Principal of %U their powers,) are, not* 
withstam&ig, distinct in their infiuenees and operations, 
as manifested to our senses, we think no. sensible person 
will deny : and v<^ have good reasons for inferring, that 
it was the intention of the Supreme Wisdom, ^HaaX maa 
shoiidd from time to-thne, be more and better acquainted 
with his gknious nature^ aaoom^Btaq; of those essential 
properties^ whose ir^uenees alene had been made manifest 
to m^an, while he, ais the Supreme Principal of all those 
properde8» and tkeir req^ective powers,* remainedunseen, 
but in the.«tujpendous worics of his^ oreation. 

From the Creatbn unto the lime of Moses, i^badbeen 
)us pleasure to be known only by the namesr of Goc^ the 
Lord Qod, the Almighty, &c. And he says, *'Iappear- 
ed unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and imto Jaedh, by the 
name of God Almighty ;lMit, by my name Jehovah, I 
was not known unto tli^" (Exod. vL 3.) 

The term Jehovah, is translated ^Sself-subosting," 
*^the essence of the substance;'' and which, ag deter- 
BUQing lus naiture and essential properties, he was now 
pleased to reveal unto Moses. We shall shordy explain 
what we conceive to be the essential properties of Deity, 
and which we believe to have been revealed unto Mose% 
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ia the characteristic name of Jehovah, as including in it 
the name " I AM,** (which name the Son of Grod appKed 
to himself while on earth, as we read, John viii. 58,) as 
also, the essences of his essential properties, as Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost, or Jehovah, the Wisdom, Power, 
and Holiness of the Deity. 

Defirntwn4k. " Qualfty is that affection of a thing which 
relates to our senses, or that power which occasions ^ 
thing to affect our senses, m this, or that manner ; whence, 
quality and faculty of the essence, or power of the sub*- 
stance may be lookied upon as synonymous : For exam- 
ple, fire has an heating quality, which b ^ power essen- 
tial to it.** . 

Remarks.— Wt have j^urposely introduced the fore- 
going definitions from the " First Principles of Philoso- 
phy,** with the special view 6f meeting on equal grounds, 
the scepticism of such of our opponents, who prefer what 
they term reason, to Divine Revelation, and who refer to 
the Newtonian system of Philosophy, and the demonstra- 
tive principle* 6f Euclid, as standards by which to deter- 
mine on the reasonableness or unreasonableness, fallacy, 
or authenticity of the doctrines of the Scr^tures. We 
would also meet, upon similar grounds, and in the spirit 
of free and generous discussion, those who assert that 
flie mysteries of Religbn are contrary to,* and irrecon- 
cilable with reason and philosophy. For ourselves, w6 
are strenuous advocates for both reason and philos(q)hy; 
yet, we are free to confess, that, surrounded as we are 
on every sWe with mysteries, things obvious to our sight 
and senses, but surpasang our understancfing — conscious 
(rf the mysterious union of our nature — ^we cannot suffer 
ourselves to reject any doctrine authorised by the Scrip- 
tures, though we are not capable of brining them withm 
the compass of our Iknited powers of reasoning. 

We also franUy confess with our <^ponent8, that our 
Heavenly Father has c(»mnunicated to us has Scriptures, 
widi the privilege of exercising our reason and ju^^ment 
on the various topics of which they treat ; that hence it 
1^ that the reasoning powers of man suipasses that of all

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file orders of finke bebg, with which we are acquainted : 
But we cannot forget, at the same time, that the^ faculty 
of reasoning is different in different men : that which ap- 
pears to be reason in one, to another appeare absurd ; 
and we are told by an eminent Apostle, mat " ftere are 
diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit, and there are dif- 
ferences of administrations, but tlfe same Lord, and there 
^e diversities of operations, but it is the same God which 
worketh all m all. But the manifestation of the SjHrit is 
given to every man to profit withal: for to one is ^ven 
by the Spirit, the word of wisdom ; to another the word 
of knowledge, by the same Spirit ; to another. Faith by 
the same Spirit ; to another, the working of miracles ; to 
another, prophecy; to another, discerning of ^irits ; to 
another, divers kmds of tongues ; to another, tne mteV- 
pretation of tongues. But s£ these worketh that one and 
the same Spirit, dividing to every man severally as he 
will.'' (ICor. xii.4, 11.) 

This Apostle, who, from the very circumstance o£ his 
livii^ in tm age of die Apostles ; of being conversant 
with the peculiar languageor idiom of the age, and above 
all, of acknowledged leamnig and great talent, is certain- 
ly good au&ority ; and as he has distinctly enumerated 
die ^fts, adnufiistrations and operations of a Spirit, a 
Lord, and a Gk)d, we presume that he had sufficient 
grounds for this distinction.^ But the Son of God, who 
is still higher authority, commands his disciples to go into 
all the world, and to preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture ; to teach all nations, baptizii^ them in the name of 
Ae Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost 

If diere had not been son^ specific reason for these 
distinctions, would the Saviour have .thus distinguished 
ihem'i It is said, the Scriptures no where authorize the 
Doctrine of the Trinity:. it has been easier said than 
proved; and we appeal to our rational opponents th^ai- 
sehres, tf from the fore-recited passages, ulere is not the 
most obvious referrace to three distinct mwifestaticmsdr

in the last, who \&Mm aU. On this subject, however, 
we diall have occasion to say more in the progress of thia 
Essay; and shall now fetimi to that of our Theory. 

n. Of the distinction (^ Properties or Principles. 

Properties sw^ of two kinds, essential and namrah The 
first kind of jprc^rties are essential to beii^, which can- 
not exist without them, as by Axiom I. And^ according 
to their essences and proportions, determine the nature 
and order of being. 

Wisdom, Power and Holiness are of the highest order 
of essential propertfes. Hence, illimitable Wisdom, Pow- 
er and Hohness are necessary to establish the highest 
posstUe and most Holy cwrder of Being. 

The essential properties of the highest order of being 
are necessarily co-eastent and co-eternal, in order to the 
perfection of that being. And as God has manifested, 
m the stupendous works of the Universe, illimitable Wig. 
dom. Power and Holiness, he is therefore the Jngtustpos- 
9ibie order of Being ; a First Principle, and the Supreme 
source, cause, or origin of all things. (See Def. 1.)'^ 

And as substance is the support of qualities or pov^^i^, 
whose essence determines the nature of the substance) 
the substance of God, being inimitably Wise, Powerful 
and Holy, is consequently essentiaUy divme. Hence, also, 
all the properties and qualities of Deity are essentially 
and unalterably Dhme. (See Def. ^.) 

Axiom H. Property or Principle having been proved 
essential to being ; and illimitable Wisdom, Power and 
Holiness, Ae essential propert^s, "internal relations," or 
integrant essences of Deity ; the essential prq)erties of 
Deity are necessarfly co-existent, co-equal, co-essential, 
and co-eternal, in and with his substance and essence. 

Remarks.-^The essential properties of Grod, consisting 
of illimitable Wisdom, Power and Holiness; are mani- 
festly diviinble, but inseparable, existing and subsisting in 
out Vernal uiicreate substance aad union ; and by ibsi 
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inseparable union, constituting the Omniscience, Omni- 
potence and Omnipresence of his Being ; and the per- 
fection of his nature as God. Consequently, the co-rela^ 
lation of these properties cannot be impaired, without im- 
pairing the perfection of his Being : for, deprive Wisdom 
of Power, or Power of Holiness, the result will be imper- 
fection. Bat as Deity is the highest possible, and most 
perfect order of Being, his essential properties, internal 
relations, or integrant essences, must be co-relative, co- 
existent, co-equal, co-essential, and co-eternal in and 
with him. - 

We have seen, (Def. 2,) that substance is that which 
subsists of itself, independently of any other created being: 
wherefore, as God is, in all his properties and quaUties, a 
Supreme, eternal, uncre?ite, self-subsisting Spirit, or Je- 
hovah, these properties must be in Him ; and according 
to their distinguishing qualities and essences, eternal, un- 
create and illimitable : for, as the Wisdom of God is il-* 
limitable, so also is his Power and Holiness. 

And "as quality and faculty of the essence, or power 
of the substance, are synonymous," the substance of Dei- 
ty, (which is essentially G(5d,)'supportmg the essential 
properties of his Being, in his Divine substance, it una- 
voidably follows, that these lessential properties of Deity, 
though distinguished by their qualities, as the Wisdom, 
Power and Holiness of God, must be essentially Divine, 
constituting, not three Gods^ but the three dwme proper- 
ties of the one only true God, and which are distinguished 
in the present, or Christian Dispensation, hs Father, Son 
and Holy.Ghost^ or as Spirit, Lord and God, which we 
conceive to be included in the comprehensive name of 
Jehovah, and as synonymes of the one only true God. 

light is justly considered to be a "continuous sub- 
stance," and its essence isblended dnd contextured in such 
manner, wUh Us supportmg suhstanee^ that although a ray 
of this li^t is decomposed by the prism^ and presents seven 
prismatic colours, which pleunly indk^ates its divifflon into 
seven, apparently distinct parts ; still, it is demonstraUy 
wd undeniably evident) that thk dirnm k withm sqKh 
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ralian; such is the nature of its contmtitfy, and such their 
contexture and union, that investigate each colour mi- 
nutely, the essential principle of light is found tq exist in 
each distinct colour — ^in greater or less proportions and 
intensities, it is true, but it is nevertheless the same essence. 

And so, of the essential properties of Deity ; they are so 
intimately and immutably contextured, and supported in 
his etemaUy Divine substancey that, although be conde- 
scends to exercise, or liianifest, the peculiar qualities of 
any one or more of his essential j^opertieSf the manifested 
property is invariably accompanied by all his Divine e^« 
sencesy they beii^ inseparably united. (See Exod. iii. Z ; 
xxiv. 16, 17; xxxfii. 14, 15; 2 Chron, vi. 20, 21 ; John 
X. 30^ idv. 8, It ; xii. 45; xvii. 5, and 21, &c.) And 
for example : In the creation of the Umvetse, it wa&the 
will of God to manifest his illimitable properties ; his power 
being the openxtite prfndple and manifesting property of 
Deiiyy and proceedmg forth from the substance of Deity 
as. a ray of light proceedeth from the sun,, "divisible, yet 
inseparable ; tlie magnitude and perfection of the crea- 
tion, b h proof that Ibe Pow^ of God, m creati(»), was 
also accoilkpanied by his properties of Wisdom and Holi- 
ness, Justice, Mercy and Love ; and thus, we conceive 
of "all the fulness, of the Grodbead, as it dwelt in the 2>e- 
vine person of Jesus Ghrbt, tibe acknowledged Son o£ 
God, whbm^ wC'ShaU shordy see, is identified with tht 
PowwofGody&c. 

Axiom III.. No possible event, no act of condesceix* 
sioBy on the part of peity,^ in any of his essential pfO<* 
perties, mtemal relations, or integrant essences, can b 
the least impair or lessen, much less destroy, thepeculiajr 
properties or qualities of either of these essences, or ren- 
der them, (in any sense,) in their essetUialnaiWFef inferior 
to each o£her. , 

Remarks. — ^The essential properties of God being ih 
limitcAley and his nature and substance immutabkj tibesa 
properties in their essential nature and substance, are 
hence incapable of diminution, augmentation or change ; 
]>ut subsist eternally in then* own glorious perfectikAis, and

thus eonstitttting by their inseparable umon, the one onJif 
true God, 

But wjB have shown, that these properties arp distin- 
guished by qualities and operations that are peculiar to 
each ; and it remains to be added, that these qualities are 
adequately adapted to ajl operations and effects, and that 
to an illimitable extent, and of which, the creation an^ 
preservationof the Universe is a fair, example* But, as 
we shall explain these distinguishing qualities more atlarge 
in our illustrations, we pass on to remark on those pi*©- 
perties, that are natural to the Being of God. 

Ill, On the natural Properties of Deity. 

The second owfer of properties are natural to Being, 
but are not essential to it ,. they may or may not exist, 
sinbe Being can exist eitiier witl^ or without them. Jus- 
tice, Mercy and Love are the natural properties of good- 
ness and holiness ; and they are hence natural to Deity, 
who,- we have seen is iUimitabfy tpwc, powerful and holy. 
Yet neither of these properties are essential to the exis- 
tence of bemg. For example, a being may be powerful 
but not just nor qiercifiil, nor yet good and holy ; never- 
theless such a being does exist, without either justice, 
tice, mercy or love ; evidently, such a being is imperfect, 
and cannot rank with the highest order of Being. 

But illimitable wisdom, power and holiness, are found 
to be, the essential co-existent properties of Deity, or the 
highest possible order of uncreiUe: Being ; and it abo ne- 
cessarily follows, that the perfections of jus&^e^ meicy 
and love are his natural properties ; and the union of 
these properties, both essential and natured, constitute 
what we understand by « all the fulness of the Ctodhead.'* 

The foregoing adorns, definitions and exi)lanations, 
carrying their own irrefutable evidences along with them, 
we think it unnecessary to enter into further argumemt 
for their support, and proceed to their illustration.

The mion of these Properties 'constitute the highest possible, and 
most holy order of Being in the Universe. The Jirst principle, cause, 
source and origili of all things. Co-equal, co-extsfent,. cO'Cssentiai 
and co-eternaly divisible,, yet inseparable, subsisting in one sternal, 
uncreate substance and union : and this Holy Being is GOD ! 

The •union and harmony of the foregoing properties 
when duly considered, will serve to explain, some of th^ 
mysterious paissages of the Scriptures, particularly those 
which relate^ to the Son of 6o4 and the Holy Spirit. For 
instance, the relation which subsists between the Wis- 
donr and Power of Grod ; the Wisdom deviseth and wilj- 
eth, and as the Power executeth that which the wfll de- 
viseth, it acts in obedience to the Wisdom; whence, 
speaking after the maimer of men, the Wisdom, stands 
in the relation to the Power, as a father to his son, the 
Power or Son, acting in obedience, to the Wisdom or 
Father; of this, however, we shall say more in its pro- 
per place. . 

We presume that the foregoing illustration, will be ad- 
mitted to be as perfect a representation of the mcompre- 
hensible nature and perfections of Deity, as the finite 
knowledge of man, aided by divine Revelation, is capa- 
ble of producmg. Wherefore, we assume as a fact, the 
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principle/.tlmt by tbe ui)k>n of tbese mlegrari^ e^ e^^eti- 
Hql essences^ and the manifestation of Aeir distingtiislmig 
qHalilite8» opei^i^ioDs and effecti) we are eBabfed.to the 
degree permitted of His infinite goodness, to conceive of 
the Wisdom, Power and Holiness of that Being who has 
declai^d that He alone i^ €rod, ttnd beside Him 4here is 
none else, a just God ^nd^ Sa^ur ; and in thisr union 
we understand and beUeve in Him, as €rod the Father 
Ahmghty. . * 

IL Of the Sm of God ! or the Tower of God, the Elect 
Property^ oAd Operative, or Mamfestmg Prmciple of 
Deity: 

When we think of €rod, we conceive of an invisible, in- 
comprehensible Being in whom w concentered all the 
properties aiid qualities, thatare essential to the highest 
possible, and most holy order of Being^; But of t^ in- 
conceivable majesty wis have no defimtc idea ; the mind 
in vain ranges from idea to idea, until lost in a chaos of 
imagination j we, however, readily conceive that this ho- 
ly Being has properties and qualities^ of which, we are 
made acqainted by Revelation, or their manifestation to 
our s^hf and understanding. We are made sensible, that 
in the perfection of his nature. He ever has, and perhaps, 
ever will be, invisible to man in the flesh ; hence. His es- 
sential properties are invisible, and to us incomprehensi- 
ble, beyond what He has been graciously nleased^to re- 
veal of Himself to Us in the Person of His oeloved Son, 
who is declared to be the mainfested Wisdom and Power 
of the invisible Father. 

But, when we think of Christ as the Divine Being in 
whom all the essential properties and qualities of the 
invisible Deity were, and are made manifest. Himself, 
the operative and manifesting property ol God as one of 
the integrant essences of Deity ; when we think of Him, 
as having laid aside the ** form of God,** the invisible, to 
take upon himself the form of man. Here Aen, the eye 
of the mind can rest on that manifested property, **in 
whom dwelt aU the fulness of the Godbead1bocBly"^-^Dd 
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In Hkn, we rea^fy eoaceive of the iimsible Deity, as re- 
ooBcSiBg the worU unto Himself; and by this indwelling 
in the person of Christ, the Lord and Saviour, we under^ 
s^nd those passages that declare, that there is no God 
beside him, a Just God and a Saviour, or in other words, 
'^God in Christ !" and that diere is no other name under 
Heaven, given among men, whereby we must be saved. 

Hence,^ when we speak of Christ, as the mib^ b^goUen 
Son of Ghdy beside thinking of him in his state of humilia- 
tion, ouF minds aie led upward to a contemplation of the 
glory which he expresses himself to have had with the 
Father, before the world was ; and here we conceive of 
tJuU essential property of Deity^ as the operative and mani- 
festii^ property, in its primary relation, as an integrant 
esserdkU essence from everiasting, dimAky bid inseparable; 
and as one of those properties which we have shown to 
be essential to the perfection of Deity. In this sense> as 
Trinitarians, we conceive of that eimfud union of all the 
essential properties of God ; his Power standing in the 
relation of a Son ;< and in this sense we understand the 
Son of God, when he^says, " I and my Father are one:*' 
one in their essential relation ; m their Divine substance, 
and invisible essence. And now, ciMitemplating him. in 
his.incamation and humiliatioi^ we conceive of him in his 
secondary relaium to Grod, as a Bemg, arising from the 
concurrence, (if the expression be admissable,) of ail the 
essential properti^ of the Deity ^ or accordmgtothe coun- 
sel of his will ; and may we not from hence fairly con- 
clude, upon principles authorised by the Scriptures, that 
Christ was conceived in the illimitable Wisdom, and was 
bom and made manifest by the illimitable Power of God? 
And that I^nce, the Wisdom which conceived, and the 
concurrence of the Power that msaiifested, or brought 
forth, stand in the relation of Father and Son? and 
hence, he is correctly called the Wisdom of God, and the 
Power of God, in the Scriptures. 

Axiom IV. Effects have relation to tiieircaus^; hence, 
relations are nothing more than distinctions, or names 
that are the represejitatives of things. SpirOudl effects 
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arfaie froim, and prove the pre-existence of spiritual causes, 
wUch causes are, in their essential nature, imrisible. No 
sfHTitual effiBct can take place, or exist, without a spiritual 
cause ; and spiritual causes are capable of produ<^Qg m- 
iible and material effects : but materiai causes^ simply as 
such, are not capable of producing sphritikU effects. 

Remarks, — ^The Scriptures of the Old Testament pre- 
dicted, and those of the *Ww verified the fulfilment of 
these predictions ; the first, that there shoM 6e, the lat- 
ter, that there actually was, a Christ, who is called the 
Son of the Most High ; tlmt he is acknowledged of God 
as his only begotten Son ; that he was the active Crea- 
tCHT, and is, and will be, the Saviour of the world. 

The questions which naturally arise, in this stage of 
our mqury, are, how is he the Son of Grod ? Was he a 
Son prior to his ineamatiop and birth ? Had he an ex- 
istence in a previous fimn ? and in what relation did he 
exist in and with the Deity, previous to his original mani- 
festation, as the operative, or creative and manifesting 
principle of the spiritual and imisible Deity or Godhead ? 
These are, certainly, to us at leasts very weighty conside- 
rations, as it regai*ds our devotional exercises ; particu- 
larly as tue, according to our Faithy know of no God but 
Ae one only true God in Chmtj existing m one^ as " Lwd 
and Christ^'* As Christians, wc know of no Grod out rf 
Chrkt ; and it is therefore, from this view of the eternal 
existence of Christ, as the operative or creative,f and 
mainfestin^ pro|>erty or principle in the Gktdhead, ^at we 
recogmze Gkxl m Christ, as the ^^ only Wise Gk^doiu* Sa- 
viour ;**t thftt " he is €rod over all,|| blessed foTever.''§ 

Wkb r^ard to &e first inquiry, ^* How is he the So& 
of God 1^ it is intq)er to conceive of his co-existence in 
and wkh tiie Deity, as one of tiie essential properties of 
the Grodhead, firom everiasting. We are fully persuaded, 
in our own minds, of the eternal, essential IJivinity c^our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ ; and it is a matter ctf se- 
rious import, to understand, as &r as Divine at^icnrity

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pemiks, the (rue nature and character of the Son of GM^ 
that we might not think less honowrably of his Divine na- 
ture, Bs too many have been led to think and believe^ and 
thereby dishonour our Christian profession, by making 
him to rank upon a level with frail mortals like ourselves. 

A little serious reflection cannot fail of convincing us, 
that the name^ Son of God, asapi^d to Christ, is not to 
foe understood in the same sense, ^^that Isa^c is under- 
stood to be the Son of Abraham," by ordinary genera- 
tion. The birth of the Son of God we conceive to have 
been effected by one of those miraculous dii^lays of the 
illimitable Wisdom^ Power and Holiness of Ooci fcpr the 
e^ectolptifpo^eof manifestii^Iumselftotheworld» in the 
person of Christ, as both Lord and Christ, God and Sa- 
viour ;* and in whose person the illimitable fulness of the 
Grodhead dwelt, for reconciling the world unto himself, 
as the Scriptures abundantly testify. We therefore con^ 
aider the name. Son of God, to be no more than a repre- 
sentative of the relation which the Power of Grod has to 
the Wisdom and Holiness of Grod, con^dered in their 
spiritual and pmiary relation to each other, as the essen- 
tial properties of the Deity or Godhead : and we further 
conceive, that if Christ, who is "the Power of God and 
the Wisdom of Grod," was, or could be, withdrawn and 
wholly separated from Deity, acG<ndmgto Axiom II. the 
Deity would be imperfect. Whereas, according to our 
views of the Holy Undivided Trinity, the fulness of the 
Grodhead, in the person of Christ, was a. manifestation of 
aU the perfections and essential properties of Deity — ^invi- 
sible in dieir spiritual and essential nature, but dwelling in 
the sanct^ed body of the Saviour ; He became thus, in 
Ills secondary relation to the Godhead, the visible medium 
of the dispensations of both the Wisdom, Power and Ho- 
.linessof the Invisible Deity. 

It will be hence clearly seen, that according to our sys- 
tem, the Son of Gk>d is, in his primary relation and spiriiual 
essence, one of the essential properties of God ; that in 
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this nature, he is wholly and entirely uncreate, co-exist- 
ent, co-equal, co-essontial, and co-eternal, in ajid with 
the remaining integrant and essential essences of Deity ; 
that, in this relation, he is the active, operative, or crea- j 
tive power and maiifesting property ol' God : and, with | 
this view of the subject, we dare not call in question the 
essentially Divine nature of the Holy One c^ God, who, 
in this nature, we have shown, is one toith the Father; 
while in his secondary relation to the Godhead, he becon^s 
truly the Son of God, by the concurrence of his Power 
with those of the illimitable Wisdom and Holiness of the 
Supreme. (See Luke i. S5.)* 

And as " spiritual causes are capable of producing ma- 
terial effects," we conceive that the illimitable Wisdom 
willed the existence of a Holy material body, as a sancti- 
fied receptacle or temple, a ^* Holy of Holies," for the in- 
dwelUng of the entire fulness of the Deity , as the Temple of 
his Rest : and the illimitable Power of the Highest brought 
forth in a nuraculous manner this Holy Body, who is ac- 
knowledged as the Son of God and the Son of Man. And 
thusj in some d^ree, we enter into the views of the Pro- 
phets, when by the Spirit they were instructed to predict 
ms approaching advent, they announced, among other 
important truths, that " his name shall be called Wonder- 
ftd Coujasellor, the Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, 
the Prince of Peace ;" "and as names are nothing nvxre 
than the representatives of relations and things," they 
;ivere doubtless fwermitted to behold in advance iheftdnessy 
ofttme^ m which the essential, invisible fulness of Deity 
would, in the pcr^oti of Christ, be made manifest and visi- 
ble to man, in the foregoing name and characters, and as 
the Lord our Righteousness, &c. 

Again, referring to his existence in " the form of man," 
having voluntarily laid aside "the form of God," he be- 
came subject and obedient to Ae Wisdom and Will of 
€k>d. And, doubtless, such is intended by the Saviour, 
when he uses these and rimilar expressions of dependence

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"in hfe Imman charai5ter— " I can do mkhing ~of myself," 
'^ I cajne not to do my own will, but die wiU cS Him, th^t 
sent me." For, by l£e eterna}, immutable agreement of 
the essential ^xiperties of die Godhead, diey forever and 
mvariably act in concert and harmony. The Power of 
€k)d may not act independendy of d^ Wisdom aiMi 
Holiness of Grod ; and hence, the Son of God, who is 
identified with die Power of God, invariably acted in 
union with, and in ccMiformity to, the Wisdom or Will of 
the Father. The Power of God, acting according to die 
WiU or Wisdom, acts not of itself, &c. 

It is ui^ed against the e^^en^ Divmhf of the Son of 
God, that he invariably acknowledged God to be his 
Father, his superic^r; hmiself a dependent Being, &c. 
As we diall shortly enter more fully into our invest^a- 
tions and illustrations in support of dus important subject, 
we shall waive diem, for the purpose of introducmg the 
^remarks of the Rev. Dr. "Worcester, who now classes 
among the moderate Unitarians. He says — " The Son^ 
being in the form of God, most probably refers to die glo- 
ry which he had with the Father before the world was, 
the glory that he had, in Grod's creating all tUuE^ by 
him ; and the ^ory that he had as the Angel of God's 
presence.* By die form of God, we may understand 
the same as the similitude, or image of Grod ;t that he 
was constituted the Sngel of Ood^s Presence, or t&e me- 
dium by which Grod appeared, or manifested himself to 
Ae ancient Patriarchs.''^ In a note, however, the aift- 
flior says, "he feels less confident that Christ was the 
Ai^el of God, than he did when he wrote these letters : 
but he had not seen satisfactory reasons for relinquishing 
Us sentiment." Again : " In ttiy view, the Saviour and 
Lm-d of ally is the Qotl of the livmg God, and by nature 
•the briffhtness of the Pather^s gkiry,' and the express 
image of his person — so united to the one Infinite God, 
that in him dwells, not m&rely one oS three persons, but all 
Ae fiilness crf^ the Grodhead bodily."§

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When we take -kito yiew the purpesee 6f Godin

disposed to take a wkier field than our opponents take, 
for the exereise of our Faith. We are content only in 
f)rop(»tion to our kiu)w]#dge g( Christ, both before and 
after his intalnmtion ; we k>ej«Dt that doctrine, with pain- 
ful aWiorrenite, that aims at levelling the Son of God to 
the mere humanity^f men ; we accept Jesus Christ as 
the mai^festc* visible God — ^the Stone which the builders 
rejected, we acknowledge to be "the Head of the Cor- 
ner.** " lAd a» we do truly believe him to be the Power 
<^C^ according to our views, it must be, hence, very 
obvious, that tlK folliwii^ Axicnn, or proportion, wiUai* 
ford us a more intknate view of the properti^ and rela- 
tions 0i Deity^ and their operations in all tte Works of 
Nature. - " 

AxroM y. ¥ovreTki)mrpnmwh mobHe, ikd active soul 
of the Umverse ; the Creative Spirit or essence of Deity ; 
in whose substance Wisdom is the ^t^TT^me governing^ and 
HoKnesB the petfecting princ^ of QoA. 

Remrnks. — As the Hcdy Being now dfetinguished as 
'Jesus Christ, but pre^ouriy, as fte Dh^e property or

ibe Power of God, acting in obedience to the Supreme 
Wisdom, k, according to our finite understandings, with 
regard to the infinite operations of the essen^ properties 
of Deity, conadered in the relatbn of Fathgir and Son ; 
nofT could we ever have arrived at any correct conclu- 
sion on this subject, if the Revelations rfGod had ndt 
been made, wmch acknowledge Jesus Christ to be his 
only begotten Son, by whom, and for whom, all things ' 
were created* The 8(m of God is therefcwe identified 
with the Power of God, as an integrant efflence of Deity, 
iBLDiA the uctwe Creator of all things. 

The sun is said to be the source of Jight and of heat : 
die Ufkt is not tte sun, neither is the hecU; but no one 
wodff surely 'diq>ute the ttrms, the light of t^ sun, or the 
heat of the sun : and yet light and heat a»e the essential 
properties of the sun : for, take away the light from the 
sun, where Is its heati or what, in ^ort, would be tte 
SOB I— an opaque globe, aH darkness, void of light. ' 

Axiom VI. As the sun sits enthroned in the heavens 
or firaaament, as the source and centre of light, heat, and 
ffe to our jJiysical or natural worid,— so> God, the Su- 
|Bneme Principal, or First Cause, sits eiMhroned in the 
heaven of heavens, as th« source and cei^ of Wisdom, 
]h:>wer and Hdiness illimitable, and fw)m- thence imparts 
to all bodies in die ljniv^^i)» influences and operations 
of has Kvine principlet or properties. And now, refer* 
ring to ottr observations, page 75, we observe, Wiidom is 
iM>t Gbd, neither Power, nor Holiness : But no one would 
d^mte the terms — ^"The Wisdom, Power, or Hottness 
of God,** or tiiat God b Wise, Powerfid and Holy. But 
to compete the sense o( the argrni^ient, "dejprive Wisdom 
of Power, or Povver of Holiness, the result will be iwpei^ 
fectioDy" and cannot be God. {He page 68.) 
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And as the Son of Grod is plainly, ctearly and un^qiai- 
vocaHy declared to be "the Power of €rod and the Wis- 
dom of God," we, as l\imkman UmoersaUists, dare not 
presume to question the truth of the fact ; but believe 
that he is the same Creathe Spirif, or essence of Deity, 
which we have elsewhere termed flie raamfestrng proper- 
ty or principle, by which the works of creation were n^e 
and manifested, and is the san^ Spirit, or essential pro^ 
perty of Deity, that in Ae fiilness of time was manifested 
in the flesh. Wherefore, 

Axiom VIL As the natural sun is the receptacle and 
vehicle of ligh^ heat and life, temporally or meUerMty 
compered, so is Christ in his sanetmed body^ theSphitual 
Sun, or receptacle and vehicle ^f light, heat, and life, 
spiritml and eternal — i. e. the entire Mness of the Gkni- 
head.'' 

Remarks.— Light and heat are the essential properties 
of life : Jesus Christ declares th^t he is the light and life 
of the world. He did not intend exclusively by that ex- 
pression the material^ but the spiritual world also ; for he 
elsewhere says, " I am not of thid world ;*' "As long as I 
am hi the world, I am the light of the world,*** &c. His 
meaning, therefore, was, that he was the light and life of 
the spintual world, the heaven of heavens. And so said 
St. John in his Revelation^, when writing of tiie new hea- 
vens and the new earth, and the heavenly Jerusalem : 
He describes the temple to be, the Lord Ood Almighty 
and the Lamb ! that the Glory of God did lighten it, and 
the Lamb is tiie light thereoff 

We thus see the Son of God identified as an essential 

Property of GUxi, mfed as mamfesting the Powcfr, the Wis- 
om, and Holiness, or glory of God ; and whichis a fur- 
ther confirmation (rfthe fact, that "in him dwellefli all 
the fulness of the Grodhead bodfly,** and as he is declared 
to be, "the same yesterday, to-day and for evermore,** 
it is obvious, that all the fiilness of Deity dwelt and dweD- 
eth, or remaineth in him from everlasting to everlasting ;

his spmtual essence bebg (mt of the spiritual essences of 
Deity. 

The Wisdom and Holiness of God, " contextured and 
co-existing" with the Power of God, in .this union esta- 
blishes a Supreme Essence^ or Spirit^ which, comparing 
spiritual wkh temporalessences, is in our systems of Phi- 
losophy, termed " the Principal of all its Powers." (Def. 
S.) . And though we cannot consider any one of the es- 
sences of Deity as constituting exclusively the whole Dei- 
ty,* we are yet authorised to consider it, as it truly is, one 
of the essential properties, internal relations, or integrant 
essences of Deity ; and we have shown, (page 71,) that 
his Wisdom devises and directs^ while his Power create*, or 
makes miinifest that which is created or made. And as 
Jesus Christ has been ordained, or anointed, from ever- 
lasting, to make manifest all the Olory af the Godkeady 
considered in the relation of a Fatlier ; while the mani- 
festing property or principle — ^that is, his Power — ^is. con- 
sidered in the relation of a Son, it is but reasonable to in- 
fer, that the son is, incltisivehj in his spiritual essence, one 
of the essential properties of the Godhead, and an inhe- 
rent principle of the Deity, in his distinctive essence : 
.while the principles of Wisdom and Holiness are dele- 
gated to the Son, by the concurrence of these prmciples ; 
and the acceptance of tliis delegation by the Power of 
God, which is his Son. 

And " as no possible event, no act of condescension on 
the part of Deity, in any of his essential properties, in- 
ternal relations, or integrant essences, can in the least 
ipipair or lessen, much loss destroy, the peculiar proper- 
ties of either of those essence^ or uejider them in their 
essential nature inferior, (as by Axiom III. p. 69,) we 
contend that the ess&fUial Divinity of the Son of God, con- 
sisting of his internal relation to Deity, as an essential 
property of the Grodhead, and as identified with tiie Power 
of God, ui the " form of God," in which he existed prior 
to his incarnation ; his condescension in laying aside th^t

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form, to take upon himself the "form of man,'] could not 
possibly, in any sense of the word, render his essmHal 
propm'ty inferior to what it was, prbr to this act of his 
condescension. 

In whatever way God has been, or may he hereafter 
pleased to manifest Jiimself to man, in cither one, or all of 
his essential pr<meHie$y whether the manifestatkm be made 
m the Shekmah, or the Angel of the Lord, (as in Exod. 
iii. 2,) or the Angel of the Presence, (as in Exod. xxxui. 
14, 15,) or, the Glory of God, (asinExoAxxiv. 16, 17,) 
or the Name, (as in 2 Chron. vi. 20, 21,) orlasQy, asflie 
Logos or Word of the Lord, m the Hebrew termed JHim- 
ra de Ad^ma^^ in tbs sanctified prson of Jesus Christ, 
it ought not be doubted ; that being manifestations (rf the 
WDl. or Powcjr of Deity, they are necessarily accompa- 
nied by that essential property, whose quality, we have 
seen, is that of " making manifest flie Wisdom of Gbd,^ 

In all prevbus maniiestattons, the Divine properties of 
Deity were communicated to the Children of la^el pri- 
marily by, the Sheldnah, or Angel of the Lord ; and were 
invanably accompamed with ^some Divine evidence that 
the manifestations were not the act of the Angel, &c. but 
that of the Power of God, whose- manifesting property 
was in the following instance — in a Jlame ef fire. And, 
that Moses might not be mistaken, it is said, Gk)d called 
unto him out of the midst of the bush ; apprised him of 
the sanctity of the place, being filled with the Divine Pre- 
sence, and assures him that it is Himself, " the Grod of 
Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob," that 
thus condescends to speak unto lum. (Exod. iil 2, Q ; 
Deut. iv. 32, 40.) But in the fidness of time, "God, 
who at sundry times, and in dicers manners^ spake in time 
past unto the Fathers^ by the Prqihets, hath m these last 
dap spoken unto i» by Ins Son, whom he hath appointed 
heu* of all things ;6ytpAom also he made the wwlds." 
(Hebr. 11,2.) In the Son, therefore, God hath mam- 
fested, not alone one of his essential properties, but ** aU

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the fulness of the Godhead''«— -that is to say, his Wisdom, 
Power and Holiness, in all their iulness, in the person of 
Jesus Christ, who is the Temple of his Rest, and in which 
he de%hts to abide, and will forever abide, worlds with- 
out end. Wherefore, 

. Axiom VIIL Grod, though manifest in Ins essential in- 
teg^nt essences, either by his Wisdom, his Power, or 
hfls Holiness, as in willii^ or devismg,^ in executing and 
nKinifesting,t or in sanctifying and perfectmg that which 
his Wisdom had devised, his Power executed, and his Ho- 
liness perfected and sanctified4 Whether the manifes- 
tation foe made in the substance of an angel, or in the 
form of man, as in the person of Jesus Christ, the indwell- 
ing invisiUe essences, or iiilness of the Grodhead, is still 
the same very true and only God^ and that without the least 
pc^sible detraction from the essential properties or prin- 
ciples of any, or all his integrant essences. 

Remarks, — The Lamb who was slain in the Immense 
Afind from before the foundation of the world ; the Body 
{Hfepared as tine Temple, or sanctum sanctorumy for the in- 
dwelling of the Deity in all hb essential ewences ; the 
Christ, the Messiah, or anomted of €rod ; the Logos, or 
Word of the Lord» and Jesus the Saviour, the Son of God, 
are all synonymes of one and the same Being, who at 
sundry times, and in divers manners— i. e. different 
names-r-was thus manifest : and as in the person of Jesus 
Christ there has been an acknowle^ed manifestation of 
tiiie ftdnesscrfthe Godiead, orof allthe essential proper- 
ties of Deity, of which he has been identified with the 
Power «r manifesting ]^perty, he is, therefore, in his es- 
sential essence, or s{»ritual nature, one in substance with 
die Wisdom ai^ Holmessof the Father, and isthuseter- 
nal, uncreate and correlate, as the Power of QoA from 
ererlasting. (See Axiom IIL) 

It is now proper thai we should bring to the notice of 
such of our readers, as may not have been previcmsly ac- 
qoamted with the fadv or who have not ewber leisure or

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opportunity to eonsult the various authors on this impor- 
tant subject: some of the numerous passages of the 
Scriptures, particularly such as are connected wkh the 
subject of our present inquiry ; and that have been ad- 
mitted by many learned and pious men of various Chris- 
tian denmninations, to be either false translations, or spu- 
nous interpolations, inserted into the English vemon, 
from corrupt editions of the Greek and Latin manuscripts, 
and for purposes favourable to die individual views of the 
several interpolators. 

The first fourteen verses of John's gospel have been 
considered a foi^ry or spurious addition to the original 
text, and the Rev. Abner Kneeland hfius, in his Greek and 
English Testament, particularized this and various other 
interpolations, by printing them in italics ; and the Rev. 
Mr. Upham, in his "Letters on the Lo60s,'^also consi- 
ders these verses as spurious, and has made tiiem the 
subject of his criticism. 

The 1 Epistle of John, chap. v. 7. " There are three 
that bear record in heaven, the Father, the Word, and 
the Holy Ghost : and these three are one.** The fol- 
lowing authorities are quoted in Tract, No. 16, printed 
by the American Unitarian Association, as a&nitting the 
fact, that the above verse is an interpolatbn : "Griestoch, 
Michaeles, Wetstien, Simon, -Grotius, Bemler, Bishop 
Lowth, Dr. Middleton, Mr, Wardlaw, Bishop of lincoln, 
Mr. Benson, Sir Isaac Newton, Bishop Herbert, Afarsh, 
Archbishop Newcome, Dr. Adam Clark, the celebrated 
Methodist Commentator, and that illustrious scholar, Por- 
son." We have seen numerous other highly respectable 
testimonies, both ancient and modem, contained in the 
preface to the " Apocryphal New Testament," who aH 
agree, that the verse in question is an interpoladoiL 
Twenty-nine ancient Greek, and twenty Latin authors 
are quoted, as not having admitted this verse in their wri- 
tings ; and on tiie authority of Sir Isaac Newton, it b a»> 
serted *^ that the text is not contained in any Greek ma- 
nuscript, which was written earlier than the fifteenth 
centuiy.*^ 
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*^Sir Isaac Newton observes, that what the Latins have 
done to the foregoing text, the Greeks have done to that 
of St. Paul; (1 Tim. iii. 16.) for by changing the Greek 
word icMch* into the abbreviation for God, they now 
read, " Great is the mystery of godliness : God was 
manifested in the flesh :" whereas, all the churches for 
the first four or five centuries, and the iiuthors of all the 
ancient versions, Jerome, as well as the rest, read, "Great 
is the mystery of godliness, whkh was manifested m the 
flesh."t 

While we freely admit the highly respectable authority 
whose names and testimonies have been quoted in proof 
of the fraudulent insertion of the foregoing texts in tho 
English version of the New Testament, and as freely as- 
sent to the fact of their having been thus mserted, we 
feel ourselves called upon to advance the testimony of 
authors equaUy respectable, to show that the essential 
Divinity of the Son of God was believed iuj and asserted, 
cotemporaneously with his existence on earth ; and that 
the Doctrine of the Trinity was also maintained publicly, 
as early as the year 168 of the Christian era.| 

1. Mr. Bryant, the celebrated Mytholc^st, says of 
PWlo Judaeus, an Alexandrian Jew, a Platonic philoso- 
pher of great repute among his countrymen, and who 
flourished in the yeor 40 — was cotemporary with the 
Apostles, and conversed with St. Peter — that the follow- 
ing are the sentiments of Philo Juda&us, concerning "the 
Logos, or Word of the Lord ;" that he is the Son of God, 
of a Divine nature ; the second Divinity ; the first begot- 
ten of God ; the image and likeness of Grod, superior to 
the Angels, and to all things in the world ; the instrument 
by whom the world was made ; the great substitute of 
God ; the light of the world ; the intellectual sun. The

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Logos can oldy see (Sod. Has God for his portion, and 
resides in him ; is the most ancient of God's works, and 
was before all things, is esteemed the same as God : the 
L(^os is eternal, omniscient ; ^ees all things ; supports the 
world ; is nearest to God, without any separation, being, 
as it were, fixed and founded up6n the one only true and 
existing Deity, nothing coming between to disturb that 
Unity:' 

2. St. Ignatius, who flourished A. D. 72, says, "There 
is one physician, both fleshly and'sptriftioZ, made and not 
made; God incamate; true Kfe in death ; both of Mary 
and of God ; first passible, then impassible — even Jesus 
Christ our Lord.'' In his Epistle to the Magnesians, he 
says : " There is but one Grod, who has manifested him- 
self by Jesus Christ, his Son, who is his eternal word^' 
(Wake's Apostolical Fathers, s. 8, p. 208.) Again: 
"Wherefore, come ye all together, as unto one temple of 
God; as to one altar; as to one Jesus Christ, who pro- 
ceeded firom one Father, and exists in one, and is returned 
toone.^ To the TraJlians he writes, " Continue insepa- 
rable fit)m Jesus Christ our God." (Apocryj^l New 
Testament.) 

3. Clemens Romanus, feDow labourer with St Paul, 
writes : ** The Sceptre of the Majesty of (Jod om: Lord 
Jesus Christ, came not in the show of pride and arro- 
gance, though he could have done so ; hut with humiUty, 
as the Holy Ghost had before 8]token concerning him." 
Clemens Romanus was consecrated by St. Peter, and was 
the third Bishop of Rome, after the Apostles, A. D. 9K 

4. Barnabas, the fellow labourer with St. Paul. He 
wrote in the year 71 or 72. His Epsde says of Christ: 
" The Lord was content to suffer for our souls, althouj^v 
he be Lord of the whole earth, to whom €rod sajid, in the 
beginning of the world, * Let ti5 ms^e man,' &c. Then 
he clearly manifested himself to be the Son of OtoA : for 
had he not come in the flesh, how should men have bet^ 
able to look upon him that they might be saved V 

5. Hermas, or the Shepherd of St Hermaf^ the 
same to whom St Paul sends his sahitationa at Bomei 
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(Rom. xvi. 14,) says : " The Son of Gtod is indeed more 
ancient than any creature ; inasmuch, that he was in 
Council with his Father at the creation of all tlnngs." 
(See also Proverbs Viii. 22, 31.) 

6> St. Polycarp, Bishop of Smyrna, the Disciple of St. 
John the Evangelist This pious martyr, when at the 
stake, surrounded with flames, testified as fcdlows : "Fot 
this, and for all things else, I praise thee ! I bless thee I 
I glorify thee, by the eternal and heavenly High Priest, 
Jesus Christ, thy beloved son, vf\&L whom to thee and the 
Holy Ghost be glory, both now and to all succeeding 
ages. Amen." (Wake's Apost. Fathers, Am. ed. p. 246. ) 
This martyr was Bishop of the Church at Smyrna, and 
it testified at his death, A. D. 107, "that we can never 
forsake Christ, who dUed for the salvatidn of the whole 
worlds and that we can worship no other." (Euseb. Hist 
Eccl. lib. iv. ch. 18.) It is therefore evident, that Ae 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost were considered as objects 
of Divine worship by this father. 

7. Justin Martyr wrote about forty years after the 
death of St. John the Evangelist. He says : " God, in 
the be^ning, before all the worlds, produced from him- 
self a certain mtelhciwd -Powers which is, hj the Holy 
Spirit, (in the Scriptures,) mentbned as ^e Son of Gtod^ 
as Wisdom, as an Angel, as God, and sometimes, as.die 
Lord, and the Lc^os or Word. We know Jesus Christ 
to be the Son of the tmc God, and hold him to be the 
second in order, and tiie Prophetic Spirit the third ; and 
tbat we hcwe good reason for worshippmg in this subordi- 
nation, I shall dhow hereafter. "They who affirm the Son 
to be tiie Father^ are guilty of not knowing the Faiher^ 
and Iflcewise of being ignorant, that the Faiher of the 
Unkerse^ has a Son^ who being the Logos, and first i€- 
gotUmoiGody is also God." 

8. Theophilus,Bishopof Antioch,A.D.168. ThisFa- 
ther, in his defence of Christianity, addressed to Autolycus 
says, "these three days, (of the Creation) are types of 
the Trias^ (Trinity) the Father, the Son, and the Spirit 
of his Wisdom." 
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9. MeKto, Bishop of Sardis, speaks of the- Ddty of 
Christ veiled in the flesh, and considered him Perfect 
God and Perfect Man ; that he was true God eternally : 
This author wrote his apology to Marcus Antoninus 
A. D. 170. 

10. Tatian, an eminent Platonic Philosopher, flourish- 
ed A. D. 172. He speaks of the Word, as the first in- 
stance of the Productive Power of God ; that it was effect- 
ed by a division, without separation.^^ I 

11. Athenagorus, flourished A.D. 178, says of Christ I 
" He is the first born of the Father, but not as ever be- j 
ginning to exist ; for, from the beginning, God being an ^ 
elemcd mind, must have had from all eternity, the word in | 
himself: and as the loisdom and the power, he exerted 
Himself in all things : all matter was subject to Him by 
formation, and the elements blended together, and mixed 

by His operation." We acknowledge Grod and the Son 
as his Logos^ with the Holy Ghost, one as to their power, 
even the Father, the Son and the Spirit ; the Son to be 
the Mind, the Word, the Wisdom of the Father, and the 
Spirit to proceed as light doth fi;'om fire." 

12. Tertullian flourished A. D. 185. Hesays "Christ 
is in his own right God Almighty as he is the Word of 
Ahmghiy God, Wh christians do affirm a Spirit to be 
the propjsr substance of the Logos, by whom all things 
were made, in which he subsisted before he was manifest^ 
ed, and was the Wisdom that assisted at the creation, and 
the Power that presided over the whole work— CAm^ is 
for this reason called the Son of Grod, and the God from 
Ms unity of substance with God the Father, for God is a 
Spirit — Thus it is, that the Log-o* which came forth from 
Grod, is both God, and the Son of God, and those two 
are one. This is the Christ the God of Christians. 

13. Irenaeus, Bishop of Lyons in France, suffered 
martyrdom A. D. 202. Certifies, that the Faith of the 
churches of the East, of Egypt, of Africa, of Spain, of 
Germany, of the Celts, aa well as of the Mediterranean 
churches of Palestine, was held with one consent, as if it 
were animated with one love, and spoke with one mouth ; 
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this faith coasists of their acknowledgment of Christ, that 
he became incstrnate for our salvation; that he that 
made all things is with his word, justly called the only 
God and Lord, 

14. Cleme*ns Alexandririus, Presbyter of the church 
of Alexandria, flourished A. D. 195. He writes, " O 
cMdren, our Pedagogue is like to God his Father, whose 
Son he is, without sin. He is God in the form of man, 
immaculate, who executes the will of Aw Father, the Word, 
God, who is in the Father, who ia on the right hand of 
the FcUher, and with this form, he is God.'^ 

15. Origen, one of the most learned Fathers of the 
church, and the first writer who paid any attention to the 
criticism of the Bible, flourished A. D. 210, to 253. He 
says, "the Word of God, clothed in the flesh of Mary, 
came forth into the World, and, indeed, it was one thing 
in him that was seen, another was understood: For the 
appearance of flesh in him was obvious to all ; but to 
few, and chosen persons was the knowledge of his God^ 
head imparted. Christ is the word of Grod; but the 
word was made flesh. In Christ therefore, there is one 
substance from above, another, assumed of the human 
nature" &c. " He who makes a good confession ascribes 
to Father, Son and Holy Ghost, each three respective 
peculiars, but will nevertheless confess, that there is no 
diversity of nature or substance, when we come to the 
grace of Baptism, renouncing all other Gods and Lards, 
we confess One God alone, the FatheV, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost,''— {See page 29, par. 3d.) 

Numerous other authorities, of the same import, are 
unavoidably omitted, having already exceeded by far, the 
limits originaUy assigned to this manual. We shall there- 
fore pass from these extracts for, and against, without 
comment, and return to the subject and remarks of our 
present proposition. 

The Word, or Power of God, if not made flesh, was 
assuredly made manifest in the flesh ; For Grod was in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto himself ; and is the 
same power that created all tlungs ; " He hath made the

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earth by Ws power : He hath established the worid by 
his Wisdom and hath stretched out the HeaiTens by his 
discretion"— (Jer. x. 12.) 

Having, therefore, the testimony of God's Holy 
Prophets, and Apostles, as the guarantees of our Faith ; 
and believing with our whole hearts ; that the Wisdom, 
Power, and Holiness of the One Supreme, are in their 
essential essences, one and the same substance, though 
represented according to their peculiar qualities, as 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost.* And as it is not con- 
trary to the regular rules of expression, when speaking 
of the essential properties of Being ; to speak of those 
properties, as characteristic of the Being in whose sub- 
stance they are united as the constituents of that Being : 
We therefore believe, Jesus Christ in his essential nature, 
to be the Power of God, f that togiether with the Wisdom 
and Holiness constitutes that Spiritual fulness of the God- 
head| which dwelt, and forever dwells in the sanctified 
Person of Jesus Christ, and we therefore, accept Inm, as 
the Son of God, an integrant essence, an essential pro- 
perty of God in his Divine Nature ; and as the Son of 
Man, in the body of flesh prepared for his Incarnation, in 
which, he is "The Only Wise God our Saviour."§ 

In ihat dayj when " Our Lord comes with the splen- 
dour of him to whom all power was given in heaven and 
inearth." " He bears three names. The first is one, 
ihcU no man knew, a name beyond human conception : 
His heavenly name : The second, the Word of God, 
His name as the Mediator, his Scriptural name : The 
third. King of Kings and Lord of Lords ! His name, as 
the conqueror of the idolatrous religion, and sovereign of 
the World, his earthly name," he will be then universally 
acknowledged in conformity with the foregoing senti- 
ments. 

Further Tllustrations. 1. "Let there be Light," said 
the Wisdom of God : and his Power created Light " and 
there was Light"!! The Son of God as the acknowledged

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Creator of all things,* is fitly called, the Logos or Word 
of the Lord ; or the Power of God. 

2. ^'L^t us make Man in our image, after our like- 
ftcss," said the Wisdom, and, by the Power of Grod was 
Man created.! " In the image of God created he, 
him: male and female, created he, them," (in one 
man) "and he called their name, Adamij: (or the man.) 

Remark : Grod did not make a Tripity in three Persons 
as the image, of Himself; but he made a Trinity in One 
person as the image of Himself : And this One Person, or 
miage of the perfections of Deity, is called Emmamiel, or 
God with us^'W 

But how can there be an image of an invisible, and to 
man, an. incomprehensible Being ? The image of the 
hwisible God, was not intended to represent material 
stAstances; h\xt spiritual essences; and as Wisdom, Power 
and Holiness are the co-existent, co-eternal, un-create, 
and essential properties * of, and united in the one sub- 
stance of Deity, the Son of God, in whom dwells all the 
fulness of the Godhead, was in deed, and in truth, "the 
brightness of his glory, and the express image of his Per- 
son."§ (L e. The essences of his substance.) 

True, it i».said, that " God created man in his own 
image." " Emmanuel is the God, in whose image man 
was Created"^ — Christ, the Son of the Blessed, is the 
image of tke Father, in his spiritual fulness : and Man 
was the image of Grod in Christ ; or the spirit and flesh 
united ; hence, Christ is the Spiritual Head of every 
man ; and God in Christ, is the Head of all things ; the 
God of the Spirits of aU flesh,"** "a Just God, and a 
Saviour." 

3. "And God saw every thing that he had made, and 
behold, it was veiy good."tt That every thing which ^s 
Wisdom had devised : which his power had Created, or 
Made, and which his Holy Spirit had Perfected and 
Sanctified, were all very good.

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^ We thus behold the union and harmony of the Divine 
properties and perfections of the Deity, centered as it 
were in the sacred person of the Son of God, in the bo- 
som of the Father, executing all the works of creation ; 
by and for whom they were created and made manifest. 
And as he is the manifestation of the Wisdom, Ptfwer 
and Holiness of the Deity, so is he' also, of his Justice, 
Mercy and Love ; as will be, by and by, exemplified. 

From the foregoing premises, it has been made clear- 
ly to appear, from the operations of the Son of God, in 
union with those essential properties of the Supreme, 
and that are distinguished, as the Father and Holy Spi- 
rit ; that he is, in his essential nature, one with the Fa- 
ther. And this, we have already seen, he repeatedly 
asserts, as also his pre-existence.* Yet notwithstanding 
this, some advocates for the Unitarian Faith, with the 
view of Bupportmg their doctrine, deny the pre-existence 
of the Son, and contend that, " He was a man in all 
respects like unto Moses, (or ourselves,) sin only ex- 
cepted ; nevertheless was a man approved of God, by 
wonders, miracles -and signs, which God did by him.^'f 

We contend, that the pre-existence and essential divi- 
nity of the Son of God, is plainly implied, or positively 
expressed, in many passages ot the Holy Scriptures, 
some of which have been already introduced, and more 
will be brought forward in the progress of tWs section. 

1. If the Son of God be the creator of all things, he 
must have existed before all things. And as nothing 
short of infinite Power and Wisdom, could thus create 
<ill things , the creator of all things, must be infinite in 
Power and Wisdom. Accor<Mng to every analogy hi 
nature, to affirm that Jesus Christ existed before all 
things, not only implies, but establishes the fact of his 
pre-existence and also, of the infinity of Ins Power and 
Wisdom. 

The term Son of God implies the previous existence 
of a God, who is the Father ; But the Son must have

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existed in the essential nature of the Father as an inte- 
grant essence of the Father before he became a Son. 
Therefore, as it respects the Father, the son is not self- 
existent, butco-existent, and of the same essential na- 
ture with the Father ; but as it respects all things else, 
he is with the Father,, pre-existent.. 

The essential nature of the Father and Son^ thus dis- 
tinguished in name, together with the Hdy Spirit ; and 
further distinguished as the Wisdom, Power and Holiness 
of the Supreme, in one supreme eternal uncreate and 
self-subsisting Spirit ; as properties, essentially, and 
hence indispensibly necessary to his Being,* is one God, 
perfect in all his glorious essences, or properties, and in 
and by whose substance, those properties are sustained. 

" If God," says the Rev. Mr. Worcester, " be a di- 
vine person, his own Son must be a divine person. — Ac- 
cording to every analogy in nature, to affirm that Jesus 
Christ is God's own Son, implies that he is a person tru- 
ly divine, f 

We consider the foregoing propositions and inferences, 
as conclu^ve evidence of the co-existence and essenti- 
ally divine nature of the Son of God ! and as we have 
no where contended for, or even hinted at, the self- 
existence and independence of the Son," as distinct from 
the Father; but have advocated and maintained, his co- ' 
existence, co-equalit}'^, and co-eternity, as to his essen- 
tial essence or nature, in and with the Father, as one 
only living and true God ! from everlasting, we cannot, 
acQording to the fair construction of our theory, be con- 
sidered as Polytheists, of the advocates of the doctrine 
of a plurality of gods ; though Trinitarians. | 

2. We now proceed to the consideration of the na- 
ture, character and office of the Son of God, after his 
incarnation ; and here, we de6m it necessary, to pre- 
face our inquiry with the following proposition : 

" If properties and qualities are essential to Being ; 
and God die Father be truly uncreate, underived and

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eternal, lus essential properties musi be also uncreate, 
underived and eternal. And as the Son of God is, in 
his essential nature, one, in the essential nature of the 
Father, in this nature, he must be uncreate, underived 
and eternal; According to every analogy in nature to 
affirm that Jesus Christ is God's own son, implies that he 
is a being, whose co-eidstence in and with the Father 
from everlasting, in his essential nature, is truly uncre- 
ate, underived and eternal" 

It must be obvious that we allude to the properties 
and qualities, or integrant essences of the invisible G^od ; 
and this brings us to £e illustration of the second propo- 
sition of our subject. 

The Scriptures no where authorise us to consider the 
Son of God as a created or made Being ; but as begot- 
ten of the Power and Wisdom of God,* a co-existent 
property of the Father invisible, but now manifest in his 
Son, who was viable ; and we conceive^ fliat it will be 
really conceded that in this essentially divine nature as 
existing in the Father from everlasting, he is uncreated, 
underived and eternal ; but in the incarnation, he is also 
a derived, and hence dependent Being ; not created or 
made, but the onlv begotten oy concurrence of the Pow- 
er and Wisdom of the Father. 

The prompt and willing obedience of the Son of Grod, 
to the Wisdom and will of the Fatiier, is amply Qlu»- 
trated by all the works of creation ; and is also beauti- 
fully expressed 1^ the King and Prophet David : ^^ Lo I 
Gon)e ; m the volume of the book it b written of me : I 
delight to do thy will, O my God !"t Of tins incarna- 
tion the Prophet Isaiah has plainly spoken, which pro- 
phecy has been fulfilled, and recorded in the Four Gos- 
pels. 

We are now to consider that glorious essence or pro- 
perty of Gk>d, b;^ and for whom the universe was made, 
(and whose invisible or spiritual existence in the Father, 
he asserts to have been before the world was)t in the 
character of a Mediatoic and Saviour. The motives and

The great question now to be decided, is, did the Son 
I of Grod, by faiis incarnation, humiliation and death, so 
i wholly and entirely divest himself of his essentially divine 
^ nature, as to be frwn thenceforth, notlnng more than " a 
I inan in all respects like unto Moses, (or ourselves,) sin 
I only excepted f" 

U This subject is worthy of, and claims our most serious 

consideration ; we must therefore be indulged, in extend- 
ing it, even beyond our previous sections. For to ascer- 
tain and prove the true character of and the honor due 
/ to the Son of God, as Uie Creator and Saviomr of the 
■ World, is of infinitely more importance to mankind, than 
' to prove the doctrine of the Fmal Salyation of all men, 
y the subject of those sections ; we therefore proceed to the 
solution of the question in all its bearings as follows : — 
Although the Son of God became also the Son of man ; 
Although, he had laid aside, "the form of God," (an ev- 
j idence that he had previously existed in that form) the 
! glory which he had with the Father be&we the world was, 
^ to take upon himself the form of man, and to be found 
in jfashion as a man.^ Although he humbled hu^self in 
&fi3 latter form, that he might suflFer, and by the ^ce of 
God taste death for every man.t ^^9 h® retained in 
&e invisiUe Deity unimpau%d,the essential Divinity of his 
nature ;:): nor was he, in his essential nature, less an in* 
tegrant essence of Deity, in the body which manifested 
Us hiunanily, than when he was in the form of God," ii| 
tiie bosom and glory of the Supreme, of wluch, and m 
which, he was one &om everlasting ages. 

Although the Son of God was clotfied with flesh, and 
condescended to become the firiend of sinners, his life.

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his words, afford suflScient proofs of an essentially Divine 
nature. If Omnipotence be a proof of essential Divinity, 
the Son of God is essentially Divine, for he not only Cre- 
ated all things, but declares all power m heaven and 
in earth is given unto him.* In this respect, we think 
he differs widely from "Moses, (or ourselves.*)" If 
Omniscience be a proof of essential Divinity, Jesus of 
Nazajpeth, is essentially Divine ; for the thoughts of men, 
were kno^vn unto him.f If Omnipresence be a proof of 
essential Divinity, the Son Grod b essentially Divine. For 
he says, while on earth in the body, • " no man hath as- 
cended up to Heaven, but he that came down from 
Heaven, even the Son of man, which is ui Heaven" J— 
The Son of man was therefore on Earth and in Heaven 
at the same time, in virtue of his Omnipresence ! He 
said also, that where two or three are gathered together 
in his name, there he woiild be in the midst of them,|| and 
to his Disciples, " Lo ! I am wkh you always, even unto 
the end of the world."§ If to be fitted with oil the fulness 
of the Godhead, be a proof of essential Divinity, the Sc«i 
of God is in this respect also, essentially Divine, " For 
in him dwelleth all the fulness of the Godhead bodily*'^f 
In these respects also, we presume it will be admitted, 
that Jesus of Nazareth, though a man, differed materially 
from " Moses, (or ourselves,)" or every other man in 
the universe. In short "the distinction between our 
Lord and all created existences, is total. (Croly.) Pos- 
^ssing therefore the essential properties of Deity in a 
two fold sense — as the properties of his inherent eueS esr 
sentiaJly Divine nature, prior to his incarnation ; and 2d, 
by derivation : though he was the Son of Man, yet was 
the also, truly the Son of God, the Saviour of the world, 
^Vhat, if -the Son of Grod, in the "form of naan," has 
a derived existence from the Father ; does this disprove 
his essentially divine pre-existence in and with the Father 
from everlasting? — ^What, if in this form of man lie

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became obedient unto death ; does this deprive Mm of hk 

Ke-existent Eternal life, which he had with the Father 
fore the world was ? What, if in this fonn, he who 
waa rich beciame poor for our- sakes, that we tluDugh his 
poverty miffbtvbe made rich" — ^What, thoudi the "Son 
of Man had not where to lay his head I" "Does this de- 
prive Wm of hispre-existeut Power with the Father, when 
he brought Worlds into being ? In short, let us consider 
the nature and character of the Son of Crod in what- 
ever way we will, whether it regards his pre-eidsten^ or 
his derived nature^ we shall find sufficient incentives, if 
we are earnestly disposed Jfeo honor Grpd>'' to " hcmor the 
Son even (not in an inferior sense) as we honor the 
Father"— For an Apostle, eminent for his learmng,' de- 
votion and piety, hath said of Christ, that "he is God 
over all blessed forever."* Therefore in every point of 
view, and on every ground, the Divine honors wWch are 
paid to the Son, are to tlie glory of Grod the Father,"t 
who dwelleth in him fer ever. It was in this form, the 
Sn*m of man, that it was the pleasui« of the Father him- 
self, to honor this, his beloved Son, by' dwelling in him, 
in all his fulness ; it was m diis form, be is aclmowleflg- 
edofGfod,to be "his beloved Son,":J: "his only begot- 
ten Son," " His own Son."§ And in this form, we 
are commanded of the Father, to honor his Son even as 
himself, for the reasons before mentioned. And it was 
in this form, that the Son of God condescende*d to call 
himself " the Son of Man.'^ From these scriptural com- 
mands and authorities therefore, we believe Jesus Christ, 
in this form, to be the " Son of Man," as also verily and 
truly the Son of G<)d, the only begotten ; and as such, is 
" in every point of view, and on every ground" entitled to 
divine honors from all men, to the glory of God tiie FatherJ 
Divine Honors are due to the Son of God from a 
variety of considerations, which can be only hmted briefly, 
in this sketch. The humble christian, by a di%ent search

'above, suffieiei^ imperioiis motives, topay Divine H<Mior, 
to *e very and true Son of God "The first b^otten, 
and to whom^ the Father hath commanded even the aa- 
geb»%f God to worsl)%> him. §§ 

III. 'OftheHphf Ghost. 

For ourselves, we consider the Holy Ghost, to be the 
third mUgrtmt essence^ that together with the Father /imd 
the Son, establidies most clearly to our conceptions, the 
manifest properties, of the Supreme, Eternal, Uncrcate, ' 
Self-Subsisting Spirit^ even God tte Aladghty ; the in-

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visible Fadier ; and we thus conceive of these jn^opeities, 
which some term, Attributes of the Deity, prbnarily, as 
the egsentiaHy inherent, "internal relations,"* of mese 
Divine Propeiities,, to their, source and centre, the iUiniita^ 
ble, invisible incomprehensible God. Secondarily, we de- 
rive our knowledge, or conceptions of these internal re- 
lations, from both reelson and revelation,- ofi^the manifes- 
tations of those properties, which, both reason and reve- 
lation convince usi are not only essential to,, but are also 
exelusdvely the properties, or attributes. of God. 

From these integrant essences^ or internal relations 
which we have considered, as the Wisdoqa, Power and 
Holiness of the Supreme First Cause, as essential tOy 
and united in one Spirit, we have arriyed to those ideas 
of that incomprehensible being, which establishes in our 
minds^ the most awfully, and unspeakably grjsmd and 
sublime conceptions, of the Audiior and Grovecnor of the 
Universe, and its untold Worlds. 

The sacred volume informs us of this Hdy Being, . ns 
God the Father — a Son of God — a Holy Ghost : and 
in obedience to the conmiand of that Son, tp whom all 
power in Heaven and in Earth had been given ; we were 
baptised unto God in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost, as unto one God. Reasoning, 
therefore, upon the doctrines t)f the sacred Scriptures, in 
relation to diese divine names, we arrived at our present 
conchisiona ; and having compared them with aQ.thje Sys- 
tems and Theories of the niftm^pous Sects of Christians 
contained in the various £ccle»astical histories in gpaer^l 
use ; we have improved, it is. true, by the comparison, 
but have discovered no sufficient reason ta alter or aban- 
don our faith m the doctrine of ^^ the holy, undirided 
Trinity." , 

As the Son of God, is declared to be " the power of 
God» and the Wisdom of God ;" as it has been deckred 
of him, that he **was set up from everlasting, from the 
beginning, or ever the eartii was" — " that when the fimn- 
datbns of the earth were appointed, then was ht by

Father, t This Divine Process, we consider to have been 
altogether spiritual and incomprehensible to man; but 
Irhich maybe considered as the anti-type of that which 
succeeded in the incarnation of the Redeemer, as de- 
scribed by St. Liike, ch. 1. v. 35, and in which, the union 
of these integrant essences, are described, as the Holy 
Ghost, and the Power of the Highest. 

It is meant by us to be distinctly understood, that we 
consider these essences, though distinguished by terms, or 
names expressive of their influences and operations, as 
nevertheless eternally and indissolubly united, and cen- 
tered, in one incomprehensible Supreme ; and that all 
their operations, though manifested under naMes, or 
terms, as just before observed, aU tend to one great and 
glorious end — ^when God shall be all in alL He was from 
everlasting all in all in these his essential properties or 
essences, before the creation — and is now — and when 
Time shall he no longer — ^when the Son, the Power of 
God and the Wisdom of God, shall have brought all 
things into subjection to himself— when by the regenera- 
tii^ influence of the Holy Spirit, he shall have sanctified 
anew, all his works which he had done — ^when he shaB 
have destroyed the works of the devil — and there shall be 
no more sin, and no more death — ^when he shall have 
judgii the earth in righteousness, and rewarded every 
man according to his works : whether they be good, or 
whether they be evil ; Having^ reconciled all thmgs unto 
the Father : Then shall the Son also himself be subject 
unto him that put all thmgs under him, diat God may \k 
all in all. 

Then will the Son and Holy Spirit, | having done aQ

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their work, which the Father, the Supreme Wisdoniy 
had assigned to them respectively to do, in heaven and 
in earth, return to the bosom of the Incomi»'ehensibte, 
that as it was in the beginning. Wisdom, Power and 
Holiness, glorified God and were glorified in and by 
him, that so shall it thenceforth ever be, world without 
end. 

Wherefore, if to believe in the co-e}dstence, uncreate 
essence, eternally divine nature and essential oneness 
of the Son of God ! in his spiritual essence, with the 
Father and Holy Sphit : if to worship the Trinity in 
Unity, " the one only living and true God, as the Father, 
* in and through the person of his only begotten Son, oiu* 
Mediator, Redeiemer and Saviour ; by tihe influence and 
operations of the Holy Spirit on our hearts: If to be- 
lieve and maintain, that (xod made a Trinity in one per- 
mmt. SIS the image of himself; that this one person is 
Emmanuel (Grod with us;) that he is the God! in 
whose image man was made : If for ibese, we ate de- 
nounced by men Uke ourselves, that with all our wisdom 
and knowledge, are, nevertheless, conscious of how 
much we are ignorant of divme things ; though they call 
us Idolater ; we nevertheless, conceive it our duty so to 
worship the God of the whole Universe, through the Son 
and Spirit, in and by the name of Falher, Son and Ho- 
ly Ghost, content to leave the question of Idolatry to the 
decision of die Supreme Judge of all the earth. 

While on this subject, we consider the following re* 
marks on Sceptical PKtosophy, from the Rev. I^. 
Wardlaw, ctf Glasgow, as ^riady appropriate to our 
design : 

'^ Those PUlofiophers of whcxn I apeak, possess, in 
more than ordinary eneigy, a principle conunon to them 
with all, an aversion from havii^ any thing aii&orila«> 

rit radically considered, the same is uirderstood as by the phrase, 
" the fulness of God !"~To this we have no objection, it is no more 
tban an expression of oar aaeaning by other words, than those^we 
have adopted and used. We understand and include all the easen- 
ial properties of Deity« in their united influence, as confltitatiitf wXk 
the fulneis of God I [Sec page 82, and elsewhere.] 
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tively pS'eseatedto them. They cannot bear to be dic- 
tated to. They like to exercise their own powers of ii^ 
vention And discovery ; to have their own systems, their 
own distingttishing tenets, and their respective followers 
and admirers. They must have the liberty of thinking 
for themselves.** 

" And, do not imagine that I am for denying them 
this liberty. It is right, that they, and that every man, 
should enjoy, and should use it. But still, if the Bible 
be once admitted to be the word of God, it follows of 
necessity, that it requires the submission of every mmd 
to its dictates. Whatever it reveals, must be ^ceived as 
truth : whatever it commands must be practised as duty. 
This rescind the h^h minded spirit of Freethinking, It 
represses the " airy wii^** of a bold and lofty specula- 
tion. It sets down the Philosopher, at the feet of the 
Apostles and Prophets, m itie humble capacity of a 
learner and asker of questions. For if these men real- 
ly spoke and wrote ^* as they were moved by the Spirit 
of God," then, the sole inquiry, in consulting tiieir wri- 
tings, must be, " What is the meaning of their words 1" 
When that is ascertained, there can be no liberty left to 
take or reject at pleasure,— to select what we may deem 
worthy of adoption, and to refuse what meets not our 
liking, orapprovaL There can be no liberty to alter and 
amend, to add or to diminbh. The testimony of God 
must be taken as it is; it must be received, in humUe 
fifenplicity of mind, as he has given it. And this sub- 
mission of the understanding to its implicit and authori- 
tative dictation, is a demand which the self-sufficient spi- 
rit of the wisdom of this world finds it especially difficult 
to brook. " It is a hard saying, who can bear it ?'* 
— " And one reason it is to be feared, why the divine 
authority of the bible does not, as it ought, engage then* 
first and most annous inquiry, is the secret conscbus- 
ness, that if it do possess such authority, it must bind 
tl^m down, it must command their assent, it must

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destroy, as they conceive, their freedom of thought; 
and they cannot bear this ; they feel, in the native vani- 
ty of their minds, a higher pleasure in moviiig at large 
on the sea of sceptical speculation, troubled.as it is, and 
streWn with wrecks, than in the peaceful security of the 

harbor of faith."t 

We now prepare to bring to the notice of our read- 
ers the Artides of our Chnstian Faith. We thmk it 
scarce necessary to premise, that they have now, for the 
first time, been selected and embodied in their present 
form, from the works of the several authors quoted in 
this Essay ; and that as Protestants, we have preferred 
as a precedent, the articles of the Protestant Episcopal 
Churches of America : But while we acknowfedge the 
arrangement to be perfectly new, in its present form ; 
we rigidly adhere to our claims to airtiquity, having shewn 
in the first section, that the substance of all the articles 
have been promulgated and believed in, by every faithful 
TTniversalist from Adam to Moses — and from him to this 
age ; and we aver^ that it will be more and more be* 
lieved in^ even to the " age of ages." 



ARTICLES OF FAITH, 

Of the Evangelist^ or Primitive^ Apostolic and Catholic

Art. L Of God. — ^e believe in one supreme eter* 
nal, uncreate, self-subsisting and invisible Spirit, or Be- 
ing, one only true and living Grod, who, in and by, the 
union of his essential essences, whose qualities, are Wis- 
dom, Power, and Holiness, in one undivided whole, is 
that complete, full, perfect, holy Being : First Princi- 
ple ; the cause,' source or or^in of all things ; and who 
hath revealed himself and his glorious properties m the 

Ub. id. pp.66; 57. 
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Scriptures of his Truth, as the Lord God Almighty ! that 
there is " no God ebe beside \nm^ a just God and a Sa- 
viour :^ and that " the Lord our God is one Lord." 

Art. II. Gf the Son of Crod^ and the Holy Spirit— 
WebeKeve, the Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ! to be 
the only begotten Soji of God ! a manifestation of the 
Wisdom, Power- and Holiness of the Siq)reme, in a 
sanctified body of flesh ! begotten not according to ordi- 
nary, but by a spiritual generatbn, as predetermined in 
the Immense Mind from everlasting.. 

That the .Godhead dwelling in all its fulness, in the 
person of Jesus Christ, is expressive of the union of the 
mtegrant essences of the Deity; so that as Jesus is the 
mamfest SaviouK, the Godhead being invisible ; God in 
Christ, i§ still tjie Lord God Almighty ! and there is no 
God jelse b^ide him, a Just God, (in his invisible es- 
sences) and a Saviour, (in his manifi^ted properties) in 
his Son. In Christ therefore who is the Lord, and the 
Godhead in him, we understand, " the Lord our Grod is 
one Lord !'* . 

We believe inihe Holy Ghost, as the thbd integrant 
essence or essential property of the Deity or Grodhead, 
as the Spirit of Holmess, existing in, and one with the 
Father, jdwellii^ in all their fulness in the person of the 
Son, is thus manifest in. the flesh, a Trinity in Unity, the 
one oidy true and living God ! the Creator, Saviour and 
Sanctifier, or Jehovah ! in whose self-subsistence existed 
from everlajstm^ in one infinitely great and undivided 
union ; as the essential properties of his being, illimitable 
Wisdom, Power and Holiness ; and to whom with tha 
Father and the Son, be glory in the highest— Amen. 

Art. III. Of the Immutahility of God, — We believe 
in the immutabUity, and unalterable character of God t 
that^e is all wise, all powerful, all holy ! Perfect in all 
his e^ential properties, and boundless in all his natural 
properties ; that he can suflFcr no loss, nor have any 
augmentation, to his illimitable nature and perfections ; 
wherefore "He is the same yesterday, to-day, and for- 
evermore,'* and that " He changeth not" Wherefore, 
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whatsoever he willed at the creatidn, is Ws will naw, and 
will not alter, for Go4 will accomplish all lus will. 

Art. IV. Of ihejinitt nature o/'sm.— -We believe man 
to be a finite bemg ; and according^ to evefy law of na- 
ture, which assigns to every order of being, properties 
and capacities suited to their finite nature ; it is hence 
impossible, according to those laws, for Ti finite being to 
perfortn an infinite act The*essential properties of man 
are of a linuied nature ; they are bounded by laW:s, 
which he cannot transcend. The exercise of all his 
properti^ being limited by thos^ law% his actions are 
consequently Ihnited. Sin is therefore of a finite na- 
ture. And as notlnng but Deity caYi perform an infinite 
act, it i» contrary to reason, to adiidt the idea of the in- 
finite nature of sin in man. 

Art. V. Of •^foncnienf.*--^Atonement is the act of 
making satisfaction for wrongs, or injuries done; and 
involves in its nature the expiation of offences by bffi&rtng 
an equivalent — ^the restitution^ or restoration, to a state 
prior to that, which has rendered an atonement necessa- 
ry. The reconciliation of the oflfender, to a state of ac- 
ceptance with Justice and Truth, and the making satis- 
faction to a dissatisfied being. 

That man became a dissatisfied beings inconsequence 
of transgressing the command of Ms Creator, is too true 
to admit of denial ; and that a consciousness of moral 
guilt induced a perverted judgment \s also true. Hence, 
Adam attempted to hide from his Maker and his friend, 
because he now thought Grod was bis enemy. It is evi- 
dent, ttoit the spiritual death which he experienced, on 
the day of his transpession, left Adam a carnal mind, 
which is enmity against God ! and this is the evil which 
hirtranggression has entailed upon all his posterity. And 
that man may be reconciled, restored to the image and 
love of God, help was given unto one that was both able 
and willing thus to save the creatures of his love.

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The spiritual Adam, in whose ima|e man was made 
fultilied the whole law, both spritual and moral, lu 
the Divine economy^ the aU-atormg Lamb was slain 
from before the foundation of the worU. And the^ctual 
personal sacrifice of Christ, is the am^e^'iw^ce, and not 
the caiLse of Grod'g love to us. Of this we have abundant 
testimony m the {Scriptures. (Consult Isaiah liii. 5, 6. 
Daniel ix. 24 JohniiL 16, 17. 1 John 4, 9, 19. Romans 
iv. 25 — ^v. 8, John xv. 13. Acts ii 28^ and various pa- 
rallel passsiges,) all which go clearly to prove that God 
has notestranged himself from man ; but that it is man 
who has estranged himself from God ; and. as an un- 
changeable being, God has aeyer lov^d bis creatures less 
since the fall, than before it ; nor is*be unreconciled to- 
ward them J " for if he was unreconciled who could re- 
concile an unclMmgeable Being ?' 

It is man then, and manonly, that is in an unreconciled 
statQ toward God ; and man being a changeable being, 
it is possible for him to be r^eonciled to God, and thus 
says the Apostle : " Now then, we are ambassadors for 
Christ ; as though God did beseedii you by us : we praj 
you m Christ's stead, be yc reconcfled uMto God." (2 Cor. 
V. 20.) " That the Scnptures abundantly prove, that all 
men are sinners, and ih an unreconciled state, considered 
under the law, or in. the earthly nature, will not be dis- 
pute by any. Then if is certainly man that needs re- 
conciliation ;" and that it is " man that receives the atone^ 
me^ was evidently tbe opinion of St Paul, see Romans 
v. 11, " ai\d not only so, but we also joy in God, through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom iHoe have now received 
the atonement'' In the mai^inaJ reading it is translated, 
" the reconciliation ;" which we understand as a syno- 
nyaie oi conversion^ and of being renewed in the €pirit 

Of the ability of Christ for reconciling us, and all things 
unto God, it is unnecessary for us to write ; the Scrip- 
tures are full of proofs of that naturcj and he can never 
fail of accomplishing all Ihs will in us and by us, so long 
as it is written, that " €rod was in Christ reconciling the 
world unto himself; not imputing their .trespasses unto I 

them-" 
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<^ Without atonefment Grod's glorious des^ iattie emer- 
bsting welfare of his of&priiig, won, could aever be ef^ 
fected ; the ordinatioB of an infinitely merci&l God could 
not be carried, into effect. The Almighty must not be 
deprived of ike means of a^scomplisMng lus gracious de-* 
signs. We read of his covenant with day and night5 
which cannot be brc^en^ but it would be broken at dhee, 
should the causes<;ease that produce these ohai^s; So 
of the covenant of eternal anetcy, thetestament. of eter- 
nal life, k must be put in force by the death of the testa-^ 
tor, and its life and immortal glory be brought to l%ht 
through his resurrection." (See Ballon on Atonement.) 

Art. Vt. Of the one Obl0Han of Christy finished ypon 
the Cross. — We befieve, with our Protestant Episcopal 
brethren, "that the offering of Christ once made, is that 
complete and perfeqt propitiation and satbfactionfoFaZ^ the 
sins of the whole worlds both original and actual, whereby 
he obtained, pardon and the redemption of all mankind." 
(See thirty-first Article of the Protestant JEpiscopal.Chur- 
che,s of America, ed. 1817. And also the twentieth^Aiv 
ticle of the Methodist, Episcopal Church, ed. 1817.) 

We do not believe that it wag thehumaiiity- alone, or 
the man Christ Jesus, that suflfered death on the Cross ; 
but that it was truly the Son of God, in that sanctified 
natute which had been prepared for him for the purpose, 
that he might suffer, and by the grace of Grod, taste disath 
for every man. 

Akt. VII. Of the descent of Christ into Hades^ <in the 
English version translated iTc/?.)— We believe that Christ 
was " putlp^death in* the flesh, being quickened by the 
Spirit, by which also he went and preached to the spirits 
in prison, which sometime were disobedient, when once 
the long suffering of Grod waited in the days of Noah," &c, 
(1 Pet. iii. 18, 19.) We consider the object of our dear 
Redeemer, in preaching to the spirits of the dead, in their 
prison, or HaaeSy was to offer them salvation on his own 
gospel terms, in order that they might be placed upon an 
equal footing with the living. And that thw is no visionary 
idea the Apostbconti^ues in the same episde, (iv, 5, 6,) 
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ufid says, ^^ For, for this cause was the geepel ]»reach- 
ed aho to them that are dead, that they might be judged 
according to men in the flesh ; but lire according to God 
iiv tbe spirit." And that some, at least, of those that were 
dead,^aro9e with himi in his resurrection, we have the au- 
tlKjrity of St. Matthew, who says, "And the graves wet© 
opemed, and many bodies of the sainte, that dept, arose, 
and came out of the graves after his resurrection, and 
went into the holy city, and were seen of many." (Matt 
xxvil 52, 53.) We perfectly accord with the Moravian 
church, i. e. the German Baptists, and believe that "the 
souls of the Just are employed in preaching the gospel 
t« Aose who have bad iio J^velation in this life f and 
we believe, that thousands are saved by this method.-— 
(See page 42. ) The literal translation of the term Hades^ 
is a place of darkness, silence and dread, ^d about wYxkik " 
the most prying eye, and the mojst listening ear, can ac- 
quire no information. (Campbell.) It is also rendered 
« the Grave," " the Prison," "the Pit," &c. " The heart 
of the earth." (Matt. xii. 40.) 

Art. VilL Of Christ's R^terrection and Ascension. — 
We believe with the Royal Psalmist, that the soul of the 
Son of God was not left in hell, neither was the body of 
the Hi^ty One suflFered to see corruptioxL The Bern of 
God had power to lay down his life, and to take it up 
again. He had laid down his life, had given his flesh for 
the life of the world, and having paid the ransom price 
for the weflM, he aiose from the dead ; wherefore, all 
that the Father hath, he hath given to the Son ; the Hea^ 
then axe mm his inheritance, and the uttermost parte of 
the earth are his possession. He had humbled himself 
uirto death, even the death of the Cross, but again burst- 
ing the bonds of death, by which he could not be holden, 
and being now iuH amd complete, in the fulness of God, 
as also the fulness of man, the human family at large, the 
purchase of his blood, thus full, complete and perfect, he 
ag^in ascended into heaven, where he has been exalted to 
the right hand (the symboLof Pother) of the Majesty on 
Higl^ where, as the Mediator between God and Man, 
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he ever liveth and reigneth, to make intercession for all 
men. 

We believe that the heaven must contain him, " until 
the times of restitution of all things, wWch Grod hath spo- 
ken by the mouth of alL his holy prophet&^ince the world 
began." (Acts iii. 19, 2^1.) And that he shallcome again 
to judge the quick and the dead. 

Art. IX. Of Sacraments.'r-^We acknowledge only two 
Sacraments as the ordinances of Christ : that ^ to say, 
Baptism, and the LarcPs Supper, . • 

1. Of Baptism. 

We believe Water Baptism^* or the Baptfem of John, 
to be a sign or seal of Yaith; or of repentance, and is of 
Divine authority, and ought to be administered to aliwlio 
desire to be maide members of the church of Christ. With 
regard to the form of ^<iministering thii^ S2<crliment,t 
wfile we consider immersion as the most significant, pro^ 
per and impressive, particularly in adult subjects, we ^V- 
10^ Bberty of conscience to all ; wherefore, such pefsoiiig 
as insist upon receiving this Sacrament '4n the mbde bf 
sprinkling- or pouring, as is the custom of some chtfrche^, 
ought not to be denied, , ^ , . 

We believe that Infant Baptism^ or the Baptism of such 
as are tinder yeai^, to be, if not actually commanded, 
very strongly implied, in the Holy Scriptures. The co- 
venants of God with his people in the Mosaic Disp^nsa*- 
tion included children as well as adults, | and we ea» see

Faith in 6\e Son of God Was all the Apostles 
required as qualifying the candidate for this rite, i Genesis xvii. 7i 
H,DeM.ixii;.Gal.ia.l7. 
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no reason why they should be excluded in the Christian 
Dispensation, from entering into the covenant mercies of 
the Redeemer. The church has the most indisputable 
authorities for proTing it to have been the practice of the 
Apostles, and that it was universal, without any excep- 
tion^ from the Apostolic age to the twelfA century.* We, 
therefore, advocate and practice Infant Baptism, inas- 
much as it is an evidence of their initiation itito the church 
as an act lind offering* of faith on the part of their parents 
or guardians, in obedience to their Lord's command — 
** Suffer little children to come unto me, and forbid them 
not, for of such is the kingdom of Grod." " And he took 
them up in ^ asms, put Us hands upon them, and bless- 
ed them." " Lo f children are an heritage of the Lord.'* 
(Psalms cxxvii. 3.) 

Let It be remembered here that the Saviour's Baptism 
was with the^ Hdy Ghost and with fire. " I indeed," says 
St. John, ^* Baptiee you with water unto repentance ; but 
he that cometh after me is mightier than I, whose shoes I 
am uBrtvorthy to bear ; He shall baptize you with the 
Hoiy Ohoet and with fire.'* And this latter Baptism we 
^cmsMer essential to salvation ; while the former is but a 
Becessary and preparatcwy ordiimhoe. 

2. Of the Lord's Supper. 

We contader thfe ordinance of our Lord to be a Sacra- 
ment of ftiittir and t)f love. 1 . Of faitii, in believing in, and 
crfhenouring him as the vei*y and true Son of God, the 
Lamb slain from the fcundation of the world, a predeter- 
mined sacrifice in the immense Mmd, in which, by his 
concurrence with the Father's will, he laid aside the 
** form of Grod>" and took upon him the " form of man," 
in which form he was then about to c^er himself a sin- 
less sacrifice for the redemption of the world ; that our 
Lord instituted this ordinance as commemorative of his 
sufferings and death, that in its solemn participation his 
f(dlowers might thcnceforwaid, by this testimony, show

forth their Lord's death unlilhk coming, 2* Of love, by 
appfoaching his table, with an humble^ profound attd 
grateful sense of the amazi^ condescension and love of 
God in Christ ; of the unalterable and unalteied love of 
the Son of God, which induced hkn, to take upon himself 
the iniquities of us all ; to be wouaded for our ^enoes, 
to be bruised for our transgressions, that we by his stripes 
should be healed. When consUered in this «ense^ the 
Sacrament of the Lard?s Supper is, unquestionably, a 
most sdemn ordinance. And while we eonsider it to be 
thQ duty of every believer so to deport imnself as to be 
fitly prepared for a joyful participaticm and commemora- 
tion of Christ's lasiinjunction : ^' Do this as oft as ye do it 
in remembrance of me ;" as a figure of the shedding of 
his blood and the oflFering up of his body for the reims- 
sion of their sins, and not theirs oidy but also for the sins, 
of the whde world* We, at the same time, consider it 
h^Wy im{ax>per for any pei^n, not prc^rly qualified by 
true and sincere Repentance, and an honest. aitei^H of 
Christian perseveraooee, to pairtake of this ordinaeoe^ and 
that without such qoalification, they partake of it to iheir 
own condemnation, not having regard to^ oar diso^i^oing 
the Lord's body as represented by the Sacrameat, which 
was to show forth to the world the obedience of his 
church, an entrance into wUch, was tmly to be- effected 
by repentance, and fakh in the bo^d euid Saviour Jesus 
Christ, their head, the church being, figuratively, his* bo- 
dy. Hence those who approach this table' m mpeni- 
tence, and partake of the itivine sjsmbols unwortfa^y^ f«u^ 
guilty of having 'profaned this holy ordinance of our Ijord) 
in which Yiahhod and body are to be spiritually discerned. 
IVe object to the do<^riHesof Transybstantialim^ or 
the change of the bpead and itine into the hbdij and bhod 
of Clmst; and of ComvhitanikslUmy which teaches, that 
with the bread and wine we partake of die ttaliioiy asd 
blood of Christ. Nekfaer can we subseribe to the doc- 
trine of the realfTB^mse^ m anyother sense, than thaiGod^ 
every where present ; and that in the faithful poirticipotion 
i this truly solemn and impressive ordhiance, Iwb pours 
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out, Ui many instance?, of the abundance df his Holy 
{Spirit, iq)on the truly huinhle, sincere and contrite be- 
fiever, to the joyftd overflowings of their grateful souls, 
and ccmftrming them in theif <;onfidence and Christian 
faith in his promises that he is with them, "Lo ! I am 
widi you alway^ even to the end of the worid.'* This 
blessing is also experienced, not alone in partalqng of this 
ordinance, 'but ^Iso in all sincere approaches to the Giver 
of all good, whether in prayer, in thanks^ving or in praise. 

Art. X; Of Justijicatwn and Righteou^nessi-r-We be- 
lieve in the justification of man by faith ; not ii or by Ws 
own merits ; ^' For by grace are ye saved through feith, 
and tha^ not of yourselves, it is the ^t of 6od ! not of 
works, lest any man should boast." Nor are we righte- 
ous in and of ourselves ; but only by faith in him, who is 
** the Lord our Righteousness." 

A«t> XL Of Good Works, — Good works are the fruits 
of Paitti, and are an evidence that God wc«"keth in us, all 
things after the counsel of his own will, in enabling us to 
be cp*woikers with him ; by which grace we not only let 
mir light so shine before men, that tj^y may see our godd 
-wortes, ^nd glorify our Father, who art in heaven; but 
is also an evidence, that we are striving "to work out 
oxur own.salvatbn with fear and trembling.'* 

As our faith, and our works, as also our salvation, are 
eadi of them, Ae eflfect of Qod's grace, exciting and en- 
abling us,' to be co-workers with him ; we cannot disco- 
YCT aay grounds on which to believe in " works of supe- 
rerrpgation, or voluntary works over and above God's 
commandi," and particularly as Christ said, " when ye 
liave done all thai is commanded you, say, w^ are unpro- 
^al^ servants ; we have done ^at which was our duty 
to do." (Luke xvii. 10.) 

' Aw9i iXIL Of Chrisiian Perfeetion.--^^* We bdieve it 
tobedi&prii^ge, a^ k is also ike duty of every be- 
liei^ry to grow daily in grace, and in ^he knowledge and 
-tove of God ; that Christian Perfe6&>n is a work of the 
Spirit of Gk)d, that baptizing the spirit of man with fire ; 
ai&'ftecnal invisible fire of Ws Divine love, and biu-ning

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up all the dross and sinful desires of the believer, he be^ 
c<Mnes more and more perfect, and is mcn^e and better 
enaUed to attain to that mark of the prize of his high 
calling in God through Christ. We believe Faith to be 

Gogressive, " the leaven, that leaveneth the wboJe 
mp;" that "unto every one of us, is ^ven grace, ac- 
cording .to the measure of the ^ of Christ;'- that he 
gave-some sipostles, aaadsome prophets, and scone evan- 
gelists^ and.some pastors and teachers ; for the perfect- 
ing of the saints, fw the work d the ministry, fqr the 
edifying the body of Christ, till w6 all come in die uBity 
of die Faith and of the knowledge of die Son c^ GcA 
unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Chiist.'* (Ej^^s. iv; 7—13.) 

Art. XIII. Cf the Holy Scriptures.- — We believe ija, 
and joyfully accept the Holy Scriptures, (M)ntained in 
the Canonical Books of the Old and New. Testamemts, 
as. the oracles of God; '^thataB his Scriptures are given 
by Ins Divine inspiraticHi, and in this view and with this 
faith, we do most ^^efuUy and sincerely receive ^hem, 
as the ne^ best evidence of his eternal and unalterable 
Love wherewith he loved, and still loves us ; to that of 
the gift of hi9 Son and Sjririt, for the, regeneration, re- 
conoiliaticm, and final salvation of all men. 

We receive the Bible, as the Will of our heavenly Fa- 
ther : the New Testament as a codicil to that Will, . by 
which a more glorious provision has been made for the 
@on and heir of Grod ; by which " the heathen is his in- 
heritance, luad the uttermost pajrts of th^ earth a^his pos- 
session," and by which, all mankind are maxiethe heirs 
of Godtmd joi^ heirs with Christ. - 

In this Wai, which is ratified by. the oath of the Father, 
signed, sealed and executed widi the blood of the Son, 

Eerfected and recorded by the holy Spirit ; and witoessed 
y all God's holy prophets and apostles, sinx^e tfaft world 
began ; we discover the greatest of all treasures^ the 
richest of all legacies ; enough to enrich all the sons and 
daughters of .Adam ! In it believers have the promise of 
eraal life, naympre, a solemn assni^ce t^tt it 
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4liein5, for ^^thi^ is theVecord^ that God hatli given to us 
eternal life, and this life is in his Son." In it, we re€ul, 
*^that all shall be made wil^j^ in the day of God's Pow- 
er ; and being thus inade willing, eternal lile will be theirs 
also, who were once unbelievers^; but are now, by the 
gifits and graces of God, believers. O the depth of the 
Tjches^both of%e Wisdpm and knowledge of God! 
Wherefore, with the devout Chillingworth, we profess 
** the Bible, the Bible only is the religion of Protestants." 
The Bible, the Bible is our chart ; Christ our polar star, 
aadthe Holy Ghost'our pilots to conduct us to God, the 
haven of our rest. 

-Aat. XIV, Ofth^UnwersdChurchofCkrist.'f^^We 
believe, that in our dispensatbn, there is but one true 
and living Faith : '^ the faith which was once delivered 
unto the saints." . We believe, and have se^n, that the 
prbnitive churches throughout the world,, were laidoubt- 
edly fojmed by the apostles upon one and the same plan." 
Hence.we believe that, there is but one true church in 
the whole world ; that this one universal church is con- 
stituted as Christ its heiid and founder, was, ^nd is^ of a 
visible and invisible nature. Apd as he js the* head of 
this church, as also the head of every man, we co n- 
elude every man believers, specially^ by grace, and the 
rest of mankind, universally, by, covenant ^nd purchase, 
to be members of his body, which is, his chtirch. For 
it is written of the Jews, " God hath concluded them all 
in unbelief, that he might have merey upon all" — " that 
a£^ by the offence of one, judgment came upon all men 
to condemnati(m, even so. by the righteousness of one, 
the free ^ came uptaaU inen unto justification of life." 
Heoce, . 

1 . The visible Ghuf eh of Christ is constituted of faith* 
ful men and wo0ie&, among every sect and denpmina* 
tion of Christians, whether they arQ attached to the Pri- 
mitive Apostolic Church, or to the Roman or Greek 

* With the Greek church we deny that the church of Home is the 
enly true Catholic church j but we consider it a branch of the Cl>ris- 
ti«ii Cliurcfa. 
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Church, whether Pixrtestants or Dissenters, provided they 
walk in the light, as he is in the^ light. These are they 
of whom it is. said, God u the special Sa/oiour, being saved 
in this life from the fear of death, and of a judgment to 
come, shall share in the first resuireotion, jand over whom 
the second death hath no power. These are a tnanifes- 
tation of Christ's visible body, or ChurcR. . - 

2. His invisible Church we believe to con^ of the 
entire residue of the human family, who arc also, accord- 
ing to the foreknowledge and eternal purposes of God 
in Christ, members ofh^ body, to be hereafter made ma- 
nifest. These are they who are not ^eciaUy saved in 
this life, from the fear of death and of judgment, but have 
dreadful forebodings of the evils to come, with a certain 
fearful looking for of judgment and fiery indignation 
which shall destroy the adversaries. (See page47. ) 

To man, finite man, it seems aUnost impossible that 
such can ever be saved ; but that is, because we are not 
possessed of unlimited conceptions and powers. But wifli 
God, nothing can, or sh^^ll be impossible. The Soa of 
God, in hia parable of the ten virgins, gives lis cleayjy to 
understand that these, who are uot as yet viable j»emfaers 
of his Church, are still within the arh of his eoveaantof 
saving mercy. 

^^The kingdom of heaven is likened by<our Lord unto 
ten virgins, fip^e of whcwn weretmc and &re foeitish. The 
kingdom of heaven was not likened uiito five mse virgms 
only : these vii^ins were distinguished the one from the 
other, by jio one thing but the oil in their vessels with their 
lannps-^thot is, tight^-s. lamp witbout.oil is of little value. 
They who had o^ went in and had peaee and joy, tbey 
who had not, sought in vain foa* the place of entrance, 
(they were in darimess,) and were compelled to tarry 
without, in that state and kingdom intowdich they woie 
bom, and to which they had continued in sahjection, in 
which, of course^ is weepingy and wailing^ f^nd- gnasbing 
of teeth." (Murray.) 

The five wise virgins are characteristic of believers in 
♦his life, membprs of Christ*s visible Church, those, who 
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are q>ecially. sav^d. But the kingdom of heaven is liken- 
ed unto the i&hole ten — the foolish as well as the wise; 
and as the five fodKsh virgins, who are characteristic of 
unbefievers, or Such as are not speciaUy saved in this life, 
wh^heE Jews or Gentiles, a^re included in fee parable, we 
are authorised to look forward to the time, whefi he who 
is tl^6 light and life of men will pour out of the overflow- 
ings of Ws fuhiess, Ught ; by which their darkness will be 
eii%htened, and tJieir lamps furnished with oil, and lit, 
they too -wMl see the door, the way ©f entrance unto 
trut^ and Ufe ; and seeing, they will believe, ^nd believ- 
ing, enter also mto the joy of thefr Lord. 

" The ox knoweth his owner, and the ass his master's 
cnb, but Israel^iotii not know, ^y peeph doth not consi- 
der." ^' God's people, then, are of two descriptions, be- 
lievers andfinbelievers, wise and foolish, obedient and dis- 
(^dient, happy and miserable." 

. But as meHibers by Fakh of ^*&c Evangelist or Primi- 
6r«'.Apostofic and Cattedic, or Universal* Ghufeh of 
Gbrist," whose doetrines^ support the belief of the final 
restoration of all men to hdiness aaid happiness; webe- 
lievB Awt ^Godrwill destroy Jn-tlas mwmtain,^ the face of 
the corerbi^ cost over all peofde^ and the vail that is 
spread over all nations;" that "he.will swallow up deadi 
m y/iciofyt ; and Ate Lowl* God will>q)e away tears from 
off dU faeecTj a»d the rebuke of hia people shall he take 
away fiwwi off aH the earth : fop the Lord hatJk^Kdcen it." 

Go^'d peo|^ will be then mU of me rfeseriplMWi— all of 
tjiem, believers, wise^ obecKent, happy : the membens of 
his^Bvisible Church will be now made manifest, and 
** every crfeature wldchis in heaven^ and in the eartib, and 
undep th&iearth, the sea, and all that-areiu them, will be 
)iearda^3/ii^,4)lessing, and honour^ and glory, andpower 
be wato him tiMtt sitt^ upon the throne^ and unto the 
Lamb fojpevwr." ^ 

We ni>w proRseed to adsign line xeasons thai have de-

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We beUeve in the doctrine of the resioratim of all meH 
to holiness and happiness; the final Testitwtion of all 
things ; the saka^t/um of <dl mm. We accept the Holy 
Scriptures as the Rule of our Foi^/i, and by which we 
have been brought to see and bqlieve the final sakation of 
all men to be the Primitive and Evangelical Doctrine of 
the Scriptures. Wherefore-^l, We accept tWs doetrine 
as Primitive and Evangelic, because it has God the Al- 
mighty Father few its origin. (Gen. iii 15 ; xxH. 15, 18 ; 
Isaiah xlv. 22, 23; Philip, ii. 9, 11, and various other 
passages.) 2, We accept this doctrine as Primitive and 
Evangelic, because it has been ratkted and confirmed by 
the Son of God. ^ (See Sect. I. page 17, &c.) ^, We 
accept this doctrine as Primitive and Evafngelic, because 
it was attested by the Holy Spirit, in th^ form of an An- 
gel. (Lukeii. 10.) 4, We^ adc^ this doctrine as Pri- 
mitive, Evangelic and Apostolic, because it was believed 
in, and promulgated by the immediate disciples and apos- 
tieff of our L<^> and has nev^-beett lost sight ^ff »om 
the first fonnatbn of the Clirfetian Church te this 4k«e. 
(S^e Sect IL and IH.) ^ 

Art. XV. 0/rte Ordw^ ofithe Okurch and ottfifet^ of 
its Rulers. — 1. As a Christian Church, we iicknowledge 
no head but "Christ, who is €rod over all, blessed for 
ever." We believe k to be essential to tbi caiier and 
good government of the Chm^ch, (and ther^re„ as far 
as practi^ble,^ determine to ad^re to the* Prittodive and 
good old custom of the Apostles,) tiiat tfiete should be , 
" Apdstles," or JBbhops, "Evangelists, PastoJs, and 
Teachers :" in other words, that diere should be •feithfiil 
Miniiters of the Gospel of ReocmciKe^ion; men who can 
give evidence ihat th^- have the ghfy of CM tmd th 
. sedvcahn of cillmm in i^teady view, and that are detei»* 
mined upon doinglheworic of Evangelists, infaitUyiy 
preachii^ Christ and him crucified for the sins of Ae 
world. Sud), and such only, are to be the Bishops, Pas- 
tors, Evangdsts, and Teachers in our Church. 

We adhere to the Apostolic form of electing Bishops, 
Pastors and other oflSqers of the Church, according to 1 
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Tim. il and iii. chapters, and with regard to forms of 
worship; while on the one hand we would avoid all 
monkish aUBterity, so, on the other, we firmly object to 
all pomp and pageantry; and shunning extremes, we 
prefer the middle path, and desire only to assemble peace- 
ably and orderly in the House of God, to unite in offer- 
ing up, '^firtAof-all, «uppKcations, prayers, intercessions, 
and giving of thanks for all men — for Kings, (or Predi- 
deots,) and for all that are in authority, that we may lead 
a quiet and peacefible hfe, in all godlmess and honesty.** 
In singing the praises of God- and the wonders of his Re- 
deeming Love ; in hearing the pure iSoJspel of Reconci- 
liation freely preached to a perishing world, without re- 
spect of persons^ invitmg, wooing and beseeching alt to 
come to Christ, accepting him as their Saviour. 

We admit of Sacred Harmony in the Church, both 
vocial ^uad instrumental so that all things be done in de- 
cency and order. 
,> 2i The Ministers of the Church are to have no other 
autiaority over its members than as the faithful stewards 
of God's household, in teaching and instructing them con- 
cerning the ftdngs that make for their peaces by preath- 
ing to them sound deJc^ne, in strict accordance with the 
pare Gospel of Recbncffiation, iji vfeiting the sick, and 
in^all things labouring in the Church, to do the work of 
EvangelislB'and Teaiche^s. ' Theyshall also have a voice 
in comffloa with the rest of the members in all things per-, 
taining. to Church government. 

, As Minislcflrs of God, they are to be held in due este^m^ 
veneration and respect by aH the members, who are 
bound to love them, if not for their own sakes, yet as the 
Messengers of him ^ho so loved the world as to give his 
life a,yan«pra for their souls; and as they minister unto 
us their spiritual ^ts, and labour for our spiritual wel- 
fg^re, spare we bound to administer ^unto them of our 
temporal ^ts, freely and sufficiently, by being careful in 
providing for them the neeeasary means for their decent 
and /eomfortaWe supportand maintenance^ ibr of a truth, 
^'aXL faithful labourers in the Lord's vineyard are worthy 
of their hire." 
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3. Three or more Trustees, duly elected by the mem* 
bers, shall have the entire managenflent of the pecuniary 
and secular concerns of the Church; subject, however, 
to the control of the Church, which can call them to ac- 
count at every quarterly meeting; and shall have au- 
thority to remove, displace or expel them for improper 
conduct, or abuse of trust, provided the charges are 
clearly sustained, and are ftiirly acted upon, by a majori^ 
ty of bona fide members. The Trustees are to hold their 
office during good behaviour ; and in the event of death 
or resignation, their place to be supplied by election from 
among thfe <iciiuilmemb&rs of the Church. They are also 
vested "with authority for making By-Laws for the secu- 
rity and good management of the general concerns of the 
Church; subject, nevertheless, to the control of a majo- 
rity of the bona fide members^ as above expressed. 

4, Members of this Church are to be distinguished— 1 , 
as Seekers, or those who are desirous of associating, but 
have some doubts as to the validity of One or more Arti- 
cles of our Faith ; these are not to be accepted as bona 
fide members : while — 2, bona fide members are such as 
accept all the Articles, as matters of Faith and Practice; 
cordially agreeing thereto without doubt or reservation. 
And these latter constitute our Association. 

In all respects, the government of the Church and its 
members, is intended to ]ye conducted upon principles 
of genuine Christian charity, liberalfty and brotherly 
love ; and with regard to disorderly members, the Trus- 
tees of the Church^ or a majority of them, in conjunction 
with the Pastor, have authority to proceed against such, 
according to Christ's direction. (Matt. ±vm. 15, 17.) 

Art. XVL Cf the Punishment of the Impenitent and 
Wicked.--^As we believe in the general resurrection, and 
the great judgment, so do we also believe in ftiture re- 
wards and punishments. We do most truly believe that 
the Righteous Judge of all thfe Earth will most faithfully 
and impartially reward every man according to hk works ; 
that the wicked will be punished occorrftng- to the correct 
meaning of the Scriptures of his truth. . We admit that 
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their puiridimeiit may be lastingy but we object to. the 
terms eternal, everlasting pvnishmenty as translated m our 
Englidt version of the Scriptures, (see pp. 39 and 53,) 
and applied to the future punishment of the impenitent 
and wicked human nature, by all the advocates for a joar- 
tial or Imited salvation. And we honestly and conscien- 
tiously reject the unmerciful doctrine of the eternal, ne- 
ver-ending punishment of sinners, in the indefinite senst 
applied to these terms, as being contrary to the known 
wisdom, justice, mercy, and love of Grod, and repugnant 
to his nature and character, as the Father of the Spirits 
of all flesh. We believe that all pumshments, present 
and future, are disciplinary , anrecUve^ and wiU be finaUy 
efficmous, to the full, perfect and entire recovery of every 
huitian soul. Such was the object of our Creator for 
sending his Son into the world, that the world through 
him might be saved. Wherefore, bebg perfectly con- 
victed and fully convinced of the validity of the Scrip- 
ture doctrine of the ** restitution o£ all tWngs;" aiuJ, 
hence, the reconcfliation of all men unto 6o^ through 
Christ : we are, therefore, disposed to leave tp the deter- 
mination of our Heavenly Father the duration and limits 
of alt punishment^ particularly as we are authorised to be- 
heve that " his anger endureth but for a moment, but his 
mercy Qirfureth for ever and ever.'* 

Art. XVII. Cftke Final SalvaHon of(M Jtfen.— The 
docfaine of- the Restoration of all Men to Holmess and 
happmess ; of their reconciliation to God, and of the final 
salvation of every htunan being, is uncjuestionably a ^rip- 
ture Doctaine, a doctrine in conformity with tti Will of 
Crod, " who willeth all men to be saved." 

Wel)elieve and maintain, "that without holiness, no 
man shall see the Lord ;" that " except our righteousness 
exceed the righteousness of the Scribes and Pharisees, 
we shall in iio case enter into the kingdom of heaven ;** 
and that " except a man be bom of water and of the spi^ 
rit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God.'' But e^ 
tb^ are but few, among the many myriads of human 
souls, that are made, visibly, holy and righteous in this 
11 
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life, by beh^ bora again of water and of the spirit ; and 
as none others can enter into th^ kingdom of God, how, 
then, can it be possible to suppose, a,nd to believe, that 
(UtmenwiUbemved? 

We owe to the indulgent patience of our readers, the 
entire developement of aH the^causes and motives which 
have led us tothe adoptipn, and, continues us ih the un- 
shaken confidence of the validity of oiir Faith. And we 
entreat their earnest attention to the following concluding 
remarks on this, article of our Christian Faith, which 
we conceive to be worthy of consideration, particularly 
when taken ui connexion, which the first section of this 
Manual. We beBeve that if there is one trait in thie cha- 
racter of man, which, more than all the rest, goes to 
prove the degree of his moral depracity; it is to be seen 
m that disposUion which evinces the most obstinate resist- 
ance to the sacred truth, that "the living God is the Sa- 
viour of all men, q>edaUy of those that believe." Such 
nien prove this depravity of nature by their unmUingnesSy 
that the Will of Chd ahmli be accomplished, because it 
ia in dkect opposition to their depraoed vM; and thus depra- 
vity may be considered as having reached its acme in 
those individuals ; who imbibe the misanthropic opinbli, 
and eioilt in the degracbng belief, that the happiness of 
cm small portion of human beings, placed in heaven, will 
be hourly increased, in proportion to the hourly increas- 
ing torments of the great remainder of their species, whom 
they have charitably cons^ned to hell ! " Alas, poor 
human nature !" How depraved ! How greatly indeed 
dost thou need a Saviour ! 

Remarks. — 1. The eternal, immutable nature of God, 
is one of the fiindamental articles of the Faitibi of oB 
Christians. 

2. In whatever (&po^tbn the Will or Immense Mind 
was, at the Creationy md same Will or Mind, towards the 
creatures of his make, continues unaltered. 

3. The Omniscience of Deity is agreed to by all ; he 
•dierefore foreknew, and consequently foresaw, all events 
and cdntingenpies connected with creation. ~- 
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4. His OmnipoteHce is unquestioned; his Power is 
illimitable. If, then, Ws Prescience foresaw the fall of 
man, and that its consequence Would be the Jinal and 
everlasting misery of an immense portion of maiifand,anS 
that the remedy which he provided would fail of its com- 
plete effect in the recovery of all meuy in such case, the 
Deity would be an unmerciful Father^ which it is imposa- 
We that he can be. 

We see no just reason in the arguments^ which, say,^ 
that if men are eternally lost, it is their own faults ; tlwit 
the remedy was conditional, and that men are left to 
their choice, either to accept or reject the remedy ; that 
salvation is of an ** initial nalurcy^ Christ having died for 
every in^mdwdmMn; but that nevertheless every indivir 
dual man may not, and probably will not, be finally i^ved» 
We have already spoken of man's acceptance, or rejec- 
tion of the ^aces of the^Spirity{pdige 50,) and we, are 
free to admit, that by such rejection, man renders himself 
obnoxious to the just judgments of Deity, and, that they 
-will suffer Si limited^ and ncft eternal, and hence unmerci- , 
ful jpunisbment, for tins would be contrary to the actual 
designs of Deity, as set forth in the Scriptures. 

5. Grod must have had a- design in creating man in his 
own image ; and as he is. possessed of illimitable Wisdom 
and Power, it is morally and religiously certain, that his 
designs: in creation cannot be frustrated, 

6. The universal reconciliation of all men to himself 
their restoration to holiness and happiness, and their iBnal 
eternal salvation in Christ, was the predetermind wUl and 
design of Deity in the formation of nian. 

To argue the contrary, would be an insult to the Ma- 
jesty of God, which the Bible Univetsalist would not % 
any means dare to offer ; and they pity the morbid feel- 
ings -of those who presume, not only to offer, but persist 
in their continued insults to the Deity, in attributing to 
him properties, which it is unpossible for him to possess, un- 
Jes» they can prove him to be like themselves, a compound 
of light and darkms^y or of good and evU% and this would 
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be to cou^rt the.reUgpoaof Chrirtfe»s to d^iOfc&e tea- 
then pagans. ,^ , . 

7. As it is impossible for fi^y -Being sbort.of.an infi- 
nite, to frustrate the designs of the Creator, in bi$ iian»a-r 
tion of man, particularly as he has 4eclfti?€4, thatr " he 
willeth aU men to be saved," if ofl ni^^tofumyt finally 
saved, it must be evident that God's will uoMsth^vye^jheea 
frustrated ; and as no ppwer short of infirjte could pos- 
sibly ^frustrate tiie ^nllof Gk!>d, accowiing to the theoiry of 
the advocates for the eter^Uy cf hell torments^ there . ate 
{wo unites opposed to each otheir^ and this, the^ religion 
of Christian Umv€tsaU$tSy does not admit However 
willing ClmsHan Partialists are to maintain mch doc^ 
tiines, as do most unquestionably, infer as much. • . ■ ^ 

8. If Ae design of our Almighty Creator was the finial 
haj^iness of all his inteUigeht creatures, we defy th^ co«p 
gregated hosts of earth and hell to alter, frustrate, or 
change his desigiL . But 

9. If hisdesignwas the A^i^ipme^^ q/*ad^£6ny6u?, and 
the eternal t&rment of the rejected mau]^ while we hiunbly 
aeknowledge tiiiat God hasan undoubted r%ht to perform 
all the good pleasure of hia will concerning his creatures, 
we cannot avoid the conclusipn, that such a Being is a 
vindictive^ cruel and unmerdfui Beingy and^ "not a Qod 
whose nature and whose name is Love." Such beings are 
some men^ and such men the Christian Universalists wiU 
not have to reign over them ; nay, not so much as to in- 
fluence them in the most distant degree in their confi- 
dencein the unalterable des^ns of their Heavenly Father. 

10. l{ eternal misery had been decreed in the immense 
Mmd, as a consequence of original or actual son, then no 
man can be saved, because all have smned. It is of no 
use to talk about a Savbur who gave his .life a ransom 
for all, or the Love (^ God^ which induced him to. send 
his Son to save the world, if eternal death or misery Im 
been decreed; for as God changeth not, so neither can 
any of his eternal decrees change, and upon this principle, 
a decree of eternal misery is determined upon all, and 
cone can be saved, unless some method can, be pointed 
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oat for changing an unchangieaUe Being, <<widv whom . 
is no variableness^ neither shadow of turning.** 

11. ** God is not willing that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance*" {2 Pet iiL 9«) Where« 
fore^ if any perish, or if all come not to repentance, it 
must be contrary to the will of Grod. But will any rea- 
sonable man admit that the Creator will suffer any to pQ« 
rish everlasHnghf ; and that too, contrary to lus Almigh- 
ty, will 1 We believe,- that the hope of the unbelievers dofli 
perish with then* fives ; and Grod by the -prophet Eze« 
kiel, affords an example of this kind, where it is said, 
^' Then said he unto me, Son of man, these bones are the 
whole house of Israel : Behold, they day. Our boo^s are 
dried, and our hope is lost : We are cut off for our p(irts. 
Therefore, prophecy, and say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord Grod: ]^hold, O my People, I will open your 
graves, and cause you to come up from your gmves, and 
bring you into the land of Israel." (Ezek. xxxviL 11,12.) 

12. That Gbd has a secret^ as well as a reveaUd i^tQ, 
18 not denied. His revealed will, we have seen, U the sdl^ 
vatkmof aU mett, and ihatlmseeret will is of the same 
character we conscientiously beSeve ; and " to say God'^ * 
revealed will is contrary to las eternal and unitevealed vnO^ 
would, in -us, be blasphemy of the first ma^EUtude/' • 

13. If Grod will have aU men to be save^ and come to 
the knowledge of the truth, to say that he has firdm ever- 
lasting predestmated innumerable human sonls to endless 
misjery, and " to the praise of Ms vindictive justice,"" would 
be aif abonunable contradiction, and gross perverslm <^ 
troth. 

We might extetid these remarks to a volume,' and file 
candkl reader will, no doubt, be able, of his own reflec- 
tions on the character and attributes of Deity, to add nu- 
merous others from the same source, the revealed will of 
God in the Scriptures of his truth. And we make a can^ 
did and serious appeal to the judgment and dedsion of 
unprejudiced' readers, whether it is ppsfiuble for them to 
reconcile the doctrines of those Christian sec1»,'who ad- 
vocate the eternal never ending misery of mUBoijs of hu- 
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man. beings, witb Hhose passagea bi the Seri^ytiureSr wliich 
are quoted in the first iwenty-two pages at i\m Manual. 
Or, y^th^ final s^tUim nfeM men is ifuft ^ecUi bu' Christy 
ibaA d^en, these Scriptures and^ tiite promifMSsov Q&A to 
tbat e£fect,. and to winch not only tl^ oaih'of the Most 
Hjgfa are affixed, hut also the snflBsrmgs oiid death of 
Cln>ist have fully ccmfirmed, tc^ether with the tesdoMiiy 
rfall Grod-s prophets rince the world began, will be ren- 
dered intonsistci^ contra(Uctory, and akogeth^ unwor- 
thy of theh* Divme auttor. And lastly, that upem-jip other 
plan than that of the final recdyeiry and saivation of all 
men, can the Soripfeures be reconciled with, themselves; or 
h^ rendered consistent and harmonious in aU tiiek parts 
to the glory of Grodj to the magnifying Ibe ckaraeteir and 
office of Christ, and to the cosci^Drt a^ consolation of the 
believers especially, and of all Hiiankiiid generally .and 
universally. 

. And here we take leave to observe, that it is by no 
means the wish of the Associate in (Ms faith, to impose 
it upon any man. Their object in giving, publicity to 
(heir belief k more in the cheuacter of a defence, than 
that of an attempt to deprive others of the> right of judg- 
«ig for themselves. We profess to be Utmeriatists from 
a thorough conviction, that the doctrines and tenets which 
we maintain, are perfectly in accordance with the entire 
truth of the Scriptures. We have not, indeed, been able 
to do justice to those splendid truths, which are the foun- 
dation of our Christian fai^. We^feel^and acknowled^ 
ihat we are but fallible, that in our views of many pbssa*- 
ges of the Holy Scriptures, we may have eired, as maiw 
oAers have done before us. Nevertheless, we aire safe 
in asserting our faith, in all the doctrines thsd are denned 
essential to salvation. We stand, therefore, upon «^ual 
gpround vrith our brethren of every Christian denomma- 
timi. 

Are any of our readers, ahrea^ believers, members 
of any one of the Christian churches? We earnestly bid 
them God speed ; .we have no wish, and must not be 
^haif ed vntb the intention, itf proseljtiDg tbem to our 
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fiiitih. 'No, we conscieiitioiidf uVdw, that. we beiieve 
tfaerd- are genuine Ghrigtiaiisin all the churches of Christ, 
mthout rei^eet to &eir sedarian distiiiotioiis : we liarve 
ofli^only, iHie eole dwire m viem Would to 6od,that 
tiiese <7hr]6tiaiis eould but see the beauty and harmony 

• -of the attributes of God and fais holy Scriptures, as uhi- 
itngia ome grand and glorious desiffn^ that of the £nal 
subjection and complete sakaticMi of all men. We think 
theff love to God ^nd Christ would increase a thousand 
fold ; tbeic love to their fellow creatui>Bs, an hundred 
fold. And would to God, that all such as have refected 
the Serqytures, because of their apparent inconsistency, _^- 
aitfl contemn its doctrines, because of an erroneous con- 
struetion and ediibition of them, would reconsider the 
true fNrinei^s <rf Chrisfs Gospel of reconciliation,, we 
thiirfc that Ae leligioii of the Redeemer would ajfpear, in 
all its benevolence and loveliness; that they would discover 

. their ia<firkjusil iatcrests therein, and joyfiilly accept sal- 
vation upon Go^l terras ; and if we have one wish, 
greater. dian the rest, it is, that such souls may be con- 
viBced, and become the joyfid members of Christ's visi- 
ble church on earth, to the comfort of their own souls, 
andihe happiness of all, who desire the welfare of Zi- 
on. But 

We are Universalists, both of necessity and of choice, 
not by man's pewuasion, for we received not this doc- 
trine of man, neither were*we taught it by man, but by 
the Word airf Spirit of Grod, wWle ** searchmg the Scrip- 
tures.'* It is now forty years rince one of us was con- 
victed of the truth of tins glorious doctrine, by search- 
nig &e Scr^)tures ; but was fi>r many years deterred 
fipwn a public profession of Ais faith, through the influ- 
ence of individuals^of whose piety he was well asisured. 
The doctrine was deemed a dangerous one, calculated 
to lead men into careless indifference, into all manner of 
evil ; that k was, m short, a doctrine of devib, &c. 

'^¥o»ith, awed by die experince of age, and the sanc- 
tity of the clerical character, originated doubts, which 
occasioned many and painiul rtn^os to disbelieve and 
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invalidate, the testimony in favour of this E^vaogelical 
Faith. But the truth at length prevailed-; it was more 
and more developed, by a continued reference to the 
Scriptures , by a seriou» contemplation of the character 
and attributes of Gtod^d manifested properties, essential 
and natural, until it became at length identified with our 
nature and reason, and we are hence, Universalists of 
choice as well as of necessity. 

Wifli the exception of a Tract of eight pages, contain- 
ing a selection of texts in support of tliys doctrine, we 
have fie ver seen, until within a few years, any work in 
favour of it, nor have we to this date, ever heard a ser- 
mon preached in its defence, by any man. The Bible, 
the Bible alone, has been the holy instrument in awake- 
ning, convicting, convincing and confirming us in this 
Faith; and hence it is, that we prefer the name of Bi- 
ble Universalists. This sublime doctrine arrested . our 
attentbn first, in the year 1789, and though resisted as 
already noticed, for many years, has been at last^ de- 
spite of all opposition to the contrary, triumphant 

In the course of conversation, we have discovered 
many, of different churches, whose religious faith was 
precisely 'the same as ours. But as they, as well as our- 
selves^ were ignorant of each other^ssentiments, as there 
were n<> ministers, no-buBdii^ appropriated totheser- 
nee of God in* this way in Charleston, we continued at- 
tendance . in those churches whose doctiines and tenets 
approached m<»re neesAy than others to our own. Need 
we say, this approach to our faith is most perspicuous in 
ibe Moravian and among Arminian Christians.^ In 
1824, a few individuals agreed to associate as member^ 
by Faith, of that church, which they conscientiously 
believed to be the primitive apostdic. church of Cluist, 
and attending to the command, *^ thus said the Lord» 
stand ye in the ways, and see, and ask for the old paths, 
where is the good way, and walk therein, and ye shall 
find rest to your souls, (Jer. vi. 16.) They esteem iHm 
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the.old p«ilhy tbe good w^y^ and by the grace of God 
tbey will^walk init» assured they shsdl find re$tlo their 
souk. 

As fitr^as we kno^^ourown hearts, weare both desU 
roiia a|]id delermined, ^' to have ik> doctrine but the doc- 
trine, tau^t J>y. God the Saviour. We reji^ct eveyy doc- 
trsm whicfei the mouth of the Lord hath not spoken. We 
believe that the apostolic clwirches were formed by pro- 
fessors of the doctruie of universal redemption; that 
JesiAs Christ aBd his Apostles preached and defended this 
dQ<^ne, aad that all the writera, of revelation were 
strong in the faithful beUef of the doctrine of Universal 
BakatH)a<") And thus convicted^ thus convinced by a 
critiflalexctmineulioiEi of the Scriptures of Truth; having 
pr^^ed, accQflpding to our liaiited judgments, th^t the 
Revelations ©f God, wh«n properly understood, are in 
UQ.oneisense of the word condrai'y, to reason; we have 
" yielded to Ihat firm convictioii, and. are, therefore, Bible 
Uuiuersalists. 

Let it be . clearly underptood, that we mean not to 
repHFoach any mau for thinking differently from us on this 
point ; that we seek not controversy, though we fear, it 
not We desire to absorb in our Christiati charity, as 
illustrative of the true character of our universal faith, 
all sectarian differences ; nay more, we have known, 
and still know, many pious men of different Christian 
denominations, who, have been adverse to our* faith ^ 
sonvs of whom have changed their mortal for an immor-* 
tal existence, and we can say with the meek and piou^ 
Djr. Watte, *^ May my soul be ^Khere theu^ is, in the 
other woiJd." 

Some of us have learned from'the e3q)erience of half 
a century, that men's minds^re variously influenced by 
a kind of regular order of peculiarities, and wliicb are 
as natural to Aem, aa bitter is to the aloe, ot sweet to 
the sugar cane, that intellect differs as materially, as the 
light of a fire-fly from that of the sun. And, " From 
senseless idiotism, up to the piercing sagacity of a Nek- 
ton, how numerous are the gradations^ of intellect ! 
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Minds are of various sizes : their capacities, habits and 
views, are never in strict confornrity with each other. In 
some degree therefore, divert of opinion flows from 
the very structure of our understanding. To fall out 
with this branch of the dispensations of God, is to ar- 
raign his Wigdom.** And to condemn those who tlrink 
differently from us in matters of Rel'^us Faith, would 
be assunnng for ourselves infallibility, which is altc^ethe 
contrary to our Article XIV. 

The universality of our faith, however, warrants us, 
confflstently with its profession so to say; that the doc- 
trine of the final restoration (^ all men to holiness and 
happiness, will eventually, if not in tUslife, be accepted 
of all men. And with, respect to all that have gone be- 
fore us, we can again with Dr. Watts, exclaim, ** Hap- 
Ey are the souls above, who see God face to face, who 
ehold the Sacred Tlu^ in that divme light, where objec- 
tions and darkness are banished forever, and the shadows 
are fled away! The voice of controversy and wrangling 
is never heard m these ref^ons; but if it were possibk for 
the happy inhabitants to differ in sentiment, and contro- 
versy could ascend thither, I am persuaded, that it would 
be managed without wrangling or noise. The gentleness 
and benevolence, the sweet serenity and candour, thata- 
dom every spirit there, would reign through all their sa- 
cred reasonings, and wheresoever a mistake was found 
and rectified among the holy disputants, the voice of joy 
and triumph would be heard on all sides at the bright 
and lovely appearance of truth. O that the dispiUes of 
Christians on earth might be carried on witii the same 
heavenly candour, and might end in the same harmony 
and joy !*** 

Art. XVIII. Cf the CwU ^ulhorUy.— As Citizens, we 
profess our allegiance to the government of the United 
States, and our obedience to the civil authorities, in all 
things lawful and right And inasmuch as the Consti- 
tution of these United States guarantees to all Christian 

* Preface to Diiiertations, Part 2k 
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dencrniinationsy liberty of conscience, and secures tp 
each the free and lawful exercise of their pivil and reli- 
gious liberties, we believe that it is lawful and right for 
Christians, when required by the said authorities, to take 
up arms in defence of their country, and for the mutual 
protection of their own liberties, and tfie liberty of these 
united States. 

Lastly, we do most unhesitatingly advocate and adopt 
all the scriptural doctrines and precepts of our Lord, as 
pre-eminently calculated to make us better men, better 
citizens, better Christians ; and as directly conducing to 
our happiness, by inciting us to the appreciation and cul- 
tivation of those nobler affections of the heart, that 
bring us more immediately to those objects that are alone 
worthy of us, that is to say, an ardent and sincere love 
to €rod, as the Univeraal Parent of all men; and in 
Christ, as the Saviour of all men, from whence flows 
the sentiment of universal charity or love for all men, as 
illustrated in the foregoing pages. 

_We have thus endeavoured to the best of our ability, to 
conduct the subje<it matters of this work, in that spirit 
which meaneth well to all men, however widely they 
difier from us on some points of religious controversy. 
And to the divine direction of God our Saviour, whose 
glorious truths we have thus essaved to publish and Xi^ 
defend, do we most hiunbly submit pur souls with our 
faith, unploring his divine blessings on our labours, assu- 
red of their acceptance with lum, now, and when aU 
clashing doctrines shall be absorbed and lost in one uni- 
versal mith and agreement foreyermore. Amen. 

And if there be one rational being in the world, who 
cannot unite with us in the hope and desire for the final 
recovery and salvation of all his fellow creatures, he is 
unworthy of the name of man.
